GCSO Arrests

Work On Rt. 39 
Bridge In Oakland 
To Begin Soon 


Replacement work on the 
Rt. 39 bridge in Oakland 
that spans the CSX Railroad 
tracks will begin in the next 
few weeks, according to a 
spokesperson from the 
Maryland State Highway 
Administration. The bridge 
will be closed from mid-May 
until November of this year 

Barricades will be placed 
at either end of the bridge 
next week, with detour 
routes established for traffic. 
Those drivers traveling west 
will be re-routed north on 
Rt. 219 to Third Street and 
to Green, to Liberty on to 
Old Rosedale Road, where 
they will return to Rt. 39 
Eastbound drivers will travel 
north on Old Rosedale, east 
on Liberty, south on Second 
to Alder to Third, and south 
on Rt. 219 

The bridge was built in 
1924, according to the SHA 
spokesperson, and has 
deteriorated significantly. 
The new bridge will be 77 
feet by 26, single span, with 
one five foot sidewalk and 
one three foot sidewalk. The 
contractor for this project 1s 
the John Brawner Contract- 
ing Company. the spokes- 
person said 
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Commissioners Asked 
To Establish Local 


Women's Commission 

The Maryland Commis- 
sion for Women Chairperson 
Phyllis Trickett, along with 
Frances Callis, director of 
the Garrett County Domestic 
Violence Resource Center, 
have requested that the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers support the establish- 
ment of a local chapter of 
the commission and to pro- 
vide funding to set up phone 
station. 

Trickett informed the 
commissioners that 14 Mary- 
land counties have estab- 
lished local chapters of the 
Maryland Commission for 
Women, including Allegany 
County. She said the motiva- 
tion for establishing a local 
chapter is to “make women 
more aware of what's going 
on” in the areas of career 
choices and educational 
opportunities. 

Callis further explained 
that "more and more, women 
are raising children alone. 
They must now play two 
roles -- that of mother and 
support.” She added that one 
of the goals of the local com- 
mission would be to help 
women join the work force 
who are now receiving wel- 
fare support. 

Trickett noted that the 
commission would help pro- 
vide information about day 
care, domestic violence, and 
any other issues that con- 
cern women. 

Callis pointed out that 
the county also needs a 
shelter for women. "It’s an 
embarrassment that we have 
to go to another county to 
provide shelter for women 
who need it,” she said. 

She explained that cur- 
rent local funding for the 
Domestic Violence Resource 
Center is provided through a 
percentage of the marriage 
license fees. The center re- 
ceives $7 for every $17 fee, 
but Callis asked if the com- 
missioners would consider 
allocating a higher percent- 
age of the fee for the center, 
and they agreed to give 
consideration to the idea 
after they found out how 
other counties in Maryland 
calculate the percentage for 
their similar services. 

According to Trickett, the 
establishment of a commis- 
sion in Garrett County 
would serve to enhance the 
services of the Domestic 
Violence Resource Center, 
and would work toward 
setting up crisis shelters for 
victims. 

The commission would 
also publicize activities and 
services of interest to wom- 
en; encourage efficient child 
care facilities; study and 
review the status of women; 
promote a positive image of 
women; promote educational 
and employment opportuni- 
ties; and inform women of

Request Made For 
More Local Level 
Cultural Funding 


Grantsville resident Jack 
Caruthers, president of the 
Friends of the Ruth Enlow 
Library and chairperson of 
the National Pike Festival 
Committee, met with the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers this week to request that 
more funding be considered 
for cultural events and 
groups in the county. The 
commissioners are just 
beginning the annual 
budgetary process for the 
upcoming fiscal year. 

"The county is not 
contributing enough,” he 
said, explaining that the 
budget provided by the 
county for the organization 
of the National Pike Festival 
this year was "not even 
enough to pay everyone for 
their gas.” 

Caruthers also used the 
Garrett County Historical 
Society as an example of a 
group thet is funded only 
minimally by county govern- 
ment. 

He then explained that 
the Ruth Enlow Library 
system is still experiencing 
budgetary problems even 
though the budget request 
for the current fiscal year 
was fully funded. Because 
the state last year stopped 
providing Social Security 
payments for certain 
employees (including those 
at the library), any increase 
in state funding was at least 
partially offset by the library 
having to take over those 
payments. 

Caruthers reported that 
the individuals who staff the 
main library and its branch- 
es are not being paid enough 
to keep up with inflation. In 
fact, he said, a number of 
library employees are eligible 
for food stamps. “It’s really 
sad,” he said. 

‘There is just not enough 
money being put into cultur- 
al and educational pursuits 
by the local government,” he 
added

ASalisbury, Pa., man was 
found guilty of two sex of. 
fense counts in Garrett 
County District Court last 
week and was sentenced by 
Judge Jack R. Turney : 

Garland ©. Durst Jr, 3¢, 
pleaded guilty to two counts 
of fourth-degree sex offense 
(sexual contact with a minor 
without consent). The judgr 
accepted his pleas and sen- 
tenced him to two years to 
the Maryland Departinent of 
Corrections (all was suspend- 
ed but 30 days in the Gar- 
rett County Jail), fined $100 
on each count, and placed on 
24 months of supervised 
probation upon his release 
from jail. 

The judge ordered that he 
have no contact with the 
victim and recommended 
work release for him. In plea 
agreements with the State’s 
Attorney's Office, one count 
of second-degree sex offense, 
one count of third-degree sex 
offense, and two counts of 
battery were not prosecuted. 

Durst had been charged 
with those offenses by the 
Maryland State Police after 
information was received 
stating that Durst had made 
sexual contact with a 13- 
year-old female on two occa- 
sions; one is August of 1992 
and one in Januarv of this 
year. 

In other District Court 
news, Kim Reams-Dillon, 31, 
Oakland, had her initial 
sentence revised on an as- 
sault charge. All her jail time 
was suspended except for 
time already served. 

Dillon had initially been 
found guilty of assault in 
August 1992 court proceed- 
ings. At that time, the judge 
ordered a pre-sentence inves- 
tigation. She was then sen- 
tenced in December of that

Colonial Living Experience 
(This article was written by Linda Martin, Fourth 

Grade Teacher, Loch Lynn Elementary School.) 

The fourth grade classes from Loch Lynn and Red 
House elementary schools will be participating in an 
overnight "colonial living experience’ on May 17-18. 
Teachers Linda Martin from Loch Lynn and Amy Thomas 
from Red House will be directing the activities, which will 
take place at Hickory, Garrett County’s Environmental 
Education Center. The Center is under the direction of 
Joseph Winters. 

The tourth grade social studies curriculum focuses on 
the study of Maryland. As a part of this study, students 
learn about the founding of Maryland and the colonial 
time period. The colomal living experience idea originated 
from the teachers’ special interest in the colonial era. 

Miss Martin and Miss Thomas wanted the students to 
experience the colonial lifestyle first-hand. The teachers 
believe that by approaching the subject in this fashion, 
the study will "come alive” and become more meaningful 
for the students. 

Students will be participating in a variety of exciting 
activities, including candle-making, spinning, churning 
butter, quilting, piercing tin projects, planting, and 
cooking over an open fire. 

Participants will also study about the 13 colonies. They 
will participate in a mock "colonial school" situation where 
they will make old-fashioned "hornbooks,” keep a journal, 
solve math problems of the period, and learn of how 
classes were conducted in colonial times. 

Evening activities will include games children of the 
colonies might have played.

Sexual Harassment 


In The Workplace 


Power Seminar Held Recently At GCC

A "Sexual Harassment in 
the Workplace” power semi- 
nar was held recently at 
Garrett Community College 
for business owners and 
other interested persons 
The presenter was John 
Major, vice president of 
administration for the Dravo 
Corporation 

Mayor has over 20 vears of 
experience in corporate ad- 
ministrative and or opera- 
tional positions in human 
resources management. He 
has also had consulting expe- 
rience with small businesses 
and has specialized expertise 
in labor relations and com- 
pliance issues 

In his current position, he 
manages the labor relations, 

uman resources, benefits, 

training, real estate. and 
Total Quality Management 
areas of the Dravo Corp. 

Major said he recognizes 
that small business owners 
and managers have limited 
time and resources to assure 
that they are protecting 
their companies and their 
employees. He designed the 
seminars to provide informa- 
tion critical to addressing 
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sexual harassment issues in 
the workplace. 

The seminar helped busi- 
ness owners understand 
harassment liability issues, 
develop a well-crafted sexual 
harassment policy, and de- 
fined practices to prevent 
sexual harassment and how 
to deal with it when it oc- 
curs. 

During the seminar, Ma- 
jor pointed out that sexual 
harassment on the job took a 
dramatic leap into public 
awareness during the Judge 
Clarence Thomas nomina- 
tion hearings. Since then, 
enforcement of legislation 
passed in 1991 has increased 
employer liability and the 
hkelihood of employees suing 
for damages for sexual ha- 
rassment. 

“The statistics about 
workplace harassment have 
the power to shock.” said 
Major “Well over one-half of 
working women in America, 
when questioned by poll- 
sters, said they had been 
sexually harassed at some 
time during their careers.” 

He continued, “Employers 
can no longer afford to act 
as if ignoring the problem of 
sexual harassment on the job 
will make it go away. Com- 
panies need to protect them- 
selves now against possible 
liability and employees need 
to be given direction on 
unacceptable practices.” 

WHAT IS IT? 

Major explained that 
sexual harassment is unwel- 
come sexual advances, re- 
quests for sexual favors, and 
other sexual conduct (verbal 
or non-verbal) that makes an 
employee's submission a 
condition or employment or 
a determinant in promotions 
or demotions. Or when the 
conduct of the aggressor 
interferes with the worker's 
job performance or creates 
an intimidating, hostile, or 
offensive environment. 

The Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission 

FEOC) is the federal agency 
that investigates bias in the 
workplace 

Sexual harassment takes 
place in many environments 
besides the workplace. The 
woman who is told the 
apartment is hers if she 
dates the manager is one 
example A woman or man 
who 1s harassed in public to 
such an extent that she he is 
unable to go about her his 
daily routine is another 
Sexual harassment can be 
visual, physical, or verbal

HOW OFTEN IT 
HAPPENS? 


Research results vary in 
the frequency women are 
sexually harassed On the 
average, four out of 10 wom- 
en are sexually harassed in 
the workplace 

The EEOC had 3661 
complaints in 1981 and 5694 
complaints in 1990; an in- 
crease of 55.4% in nine 
years According to some 
experts, only six percent of 
women who are harassed 
actually filed complaints 
According to AT&T, 95% of 
all its complaints turn out to 
be true 

WHO DOES IT? 

There is no single profile 
of the person who sexually 
harasses others. However, 
there are several characteris- 
tics social scientists do agree 
upon 

1. Sexual harassment is 
driven by an_ individual's 
need to dominate or control 
another person. 

2. Sexual harassment 
crosses the boundaries of 
class, status, and education. 

3. Sexual harassers are 
More prone to acting out 
when they are falling under 
stress or are at risk. 

4. Sexual harassers usual- 
ly pick targets, choosing one 
victim to badger and harass. 

5. "Pack behavior” exists 
when individuals create an 
intimidating, hostile, or 
offensive working environ- 
ments because the behavior 
is acceptable and encouraged 
by the group culture. 

WHO ARE THE 
VICTIMS? 

There is also no single 
profile of the victim. Individ- 
uals who sexually harass are 
arbitrary in picking their 
targets, according to some 
experts 

Mayor noted that harass- 
ment has little to do with 
how attractive a person is, 
how they dress, or even how 
they behave The victim can 
be anyone who catches the 
harasser’s eye for some 
unique, personal reason 
“The victim is not to blame,” 
is a key phrase for employers 
and others to remember 
Many victims are vulnerable 
already from past sexual 
abuse which means then are 
already trying to recover 









from being victimized. 
THE COSTS 

Major pointed out that 
the physical. psychological, 
and economic costs of sexual 
harassment are staggering 

The victims pay in three 
areas. Many develop physical 
illnesses directly related to 
the stress of being harassed, 
such as stomach problems, 
high blood pressure, head- 
aches, back problems, and 
gynecological problems. Psv- 
chologically, the price is even 
higher. One out of five wom- 
en in this country has been 
sexually abused as a child 
and one out of three, accord- 
ing to the FBI, will be sexu- 
ally assaulted. These prob- 
lems cause loss of time in 
the workplace and increase 
health care costs. When 
sexual harassment is allowed 
to continue, most women 
(or men) eventually find 
that. in spite of promises 
and threats, their careers 
suffer. Eventually, many 
have to leave their jobs. 

It is estimated that sexual 
harassment costs a typical 
Fortune 500 company 
$7,000,000 a year in direct 
costs and incalculable 
amounts indirectly through a 
sick time, lost productivity 
on the job, and employee 
turnover. 

HOW TO INTERVENE? 

The severity of harass- 
ment demands differing 
levels of intervention. It is 
usually appropriate for busi- 
ness management to inter- 
vene informally rather than 
in a formal way, unless the 
harassment is severe 

When any harassment is 
reported to management, the 
company is obligated by law 
to take prompt and appropri- 
ate action to stop the harass- 
ment, whether or not the 
victim wants the company to 
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act 

When taking formal ac- 
tion, the key to success is to 
have documentation, and 
when possible, evidence and 
witnesses. Taking action 
includes risks. The interven- 
tion may cause the harasser 
to retaliate and the manager 
must think of consequences 

The main weapon against 
sexual harassment 1s com- 
munication. Also, documen- 
tation is the backbone of any 
formal and legal action 
Managers must remember 
that if their efforts are not 
strong enough to stop the 
harassment of an employee, 
the employee has the option 
to sue under the Civil Rights 
Act not only the larasser 
but the company as well 

All business owners and 
managers shculd be aware of 
the seriousness of sexual 
harassment, according to 
Mayor, and should have 
posted a company policy that

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Former Crellin Resident Remembers 
Years With The Crellin Boys Band 


by Rev. Michael Mudge 
The Crellin Centennial 
Celebration held last August 
21-23 attracted nearly 1,200 
people, most of whom had 
connections to the town. 
Many people returned for 
the first time in years, but 
all had fond memories and 
stories to share. One man 
who missed the centennial 
but who came back for a 
viait a few weeks later is 
William P. "Bill” Knotts, who 
moved from Crellin to Cum- 
berland in 1926. During his 
homecoming last September, 
he shared many recollections 
of having worked as a child 
laborer at the Kendall Com- 
pany sawmill during the 
summer months, shoveling 
sawdust out from under the 
mill. Of his many stories, he 


shared most about his years 
with the old Crellin Boys’ 
Band. 

Bill played in the band 
from 1920 until 1926. He 
started on the alto horn and 
then learned the slide trom- 
bone. When the 16-year-old 
bass tuba player left Crellin 
to work in Pennsylvania 
mines, the band instructor 
offered that instrument to 
Bill. 

The band instructor was 
Mr. Harry Mickey, who was 
originally from Westernport. 
When the Kendall Company 
hired him, he moved from 
Kempton to Crellin. Mr, 
Mickey conducted bands in 
Bayard, Kempton, Kingwood, 
Terra Alta, and others in 
addition to Crellin. Mr. 
Mickey was very strict with 
the boys, always making 
sure that their hats were on 
straight, and if one of them 
lifted his third finger off the 
horn valve, he would crack it 
with his baton! 

Bill remembers playing in 
the group’s first concert,

about 1920, in front of the 
old Ashby House. At that 
time, their uniforms were 
brown with black trim. A 
few years later, they got 
bluish-grey uniforms with 
black trim. The company 
owned the uniforms and 
instruments. 

Rehearsals were held 
twice each week for two 
hours in a building behind 
the old company store. The 
boys were expected to prac- 
tice two hours each day at 
home, too. 

The Crellin Boys’ Band 
played every year at Meyers- 
dale during the county fair, 
and they marched every 
Memorial Day in the parade 
at Addison, where the pa- 
rade would form at the Toll 
House. They performed 
regularly at Oakland, Terra 
Alta, and Kingwood as well. 
Their performances in 
Crellin were held at the 
bandstand next to the old 
schoolhouse. 

Bill’s fondest memory of 
his years with the Crellin 
Band is of the time they 
travelled to Frederick to 
participate in the dedication 
of the Odd Fellows Or- 
phaned Boys’ Home. During 
that trip, Bill remembers 
that he played the E-flat 
tuba, and that the youngest

Wildlife Division 
Issues Hunting, 
Trapping Proposals 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary Torrey C. Brown, 
M.D., has announced pro- 
posed 1993-94 hunting and 
trapping regulations, follow- 
ing consideration and review 
of public comment at four 
meetings held throughout 
the state in March. These 
proposals have been subimit- 
ted to the formal regulatory 
process for further review 
and adoption. 

"Public participation in 
the regulatory process has 
enabled DNR’s Wildlife Divi- 
sion to respond to public 
concerns,” said Governor 
William Donald Schaefer. 

Secretary Brown added, 
“The discussions at these 
meetings offered all con- 
cerned an opportunity to 
learn more about wildhfe 
manageinent issues.” 

Some highhghts of the 
public comments and the 
Wildhfe Division’s actions 
are: 

* As a result of requests 
from the public for an im- 
proved deer damage permit 
system, the Wildlife Division 
is reviewing and modifying 
its policy 

* There is a perception 
that the deer herd in West- 
ern Maryland has been dras- 
tically reduced, particularly 
on state lands. The deer 
herd has been reduced some- 
what, 1n a planned effort to 
bring the population within 
the carrying capacity of the 
land and improve the overall 
condition of the herd In 
order to stabilize the deer 
population at its present 
level, a reduced number of 
antlerless permits will be 
issued. The Wildlife Division 
will continue to monitor the 
deer herd on state lands. 

° Consideration of an 
early muzzleloader season 
was requested by some 
sportsmen. The Wildlife 
Division will conduct a deer 
preference survey that will 
help in the future establish- 
ment of equitable season 
structures. 

° There waa support of an 
early September Canada 
goose season in the 14 coun- 
ties west of the Chesapeake 
Bay. This seaaon will provide 
additional hunting recreation 
and help slow the population 
growth of non-migratory 
resident Canada grease which 
have the potential to cause a 
significant nuisance and 
agricultural damage The 
season will be finalized 
through the federal regulato- 
ry procesa in July. DNR has 
submitted a state regulation 
to require persons hunting 
during the September season 
to have @ special permit and 
submit harvest and hunting 
information to the depart- 
ment

Background Scripture; 

John 1:35-50 
Devotional Reading: 

Matthew 10:1-10. 

When I was a junior in high 
school, | was hired by the Read 
ing Eagle. the daily evening 
newspaper in Reading, Pa., to 
write a weekly column about 
local high school sports. One of 
the first things | learned was 
how to prepare my copy for the 
composing room. This included 
typing the word (MORE) at the 
bottom of each page until the 
article was concluded, mean- 
ing that there was “more to 
come.” 

The implication of “more to 
come" runs through the gospel 
accounts like a litany. Every 
few paragraphs, we could write 
(MORE), especially in John 1. 
AsJohn the Baptistis standing 
by the Jordan, he sees Jesus 
walking and says, "Behold, the 
Lamb of God" (1:35). The Evan- 
gelist tells us that twoof John's 
disciples were present for this 
mountaintop experience -tosee 
the Lamb of God’ 

COME & SEE 

Some accounts would be con- 
tent ta end right. there. on the 
peak of that mountaintop expe- 
rience But that's exactly where 
I'd have placed the first 
(MORE), for, having seen the 
Lamb of God, John's two dis- 
ciples feel constrained to follow 
Jesus. “Rabbi,” they asked, 
*...where are you staying?” and 
Jesus answered, "Come and 
see.” Once again, insert 
(MORE), for having found his 
place of lodging, they decided to 
stay “with him that day"( 1:39). 

And still there was (MORE). 
One of the two, Andrew, went 
out to find his other brother, 
Simon, so that he could share 
the good news with him: “We 
have found the Messiah" (1:41). 
Andrew notonly told him about 
Jesus, he took him to meet him 
and once again (MORE) would 
be appropriate, for Jesus says 
toSimon: “Soyou are Simon the

aonofJohn™ You shall be called 
Cephas' (which meana Peter) ” 

Nor waa that the end of this 
chain of events, there was 
*(MORE)® to come when next 
day Jesus saw Philip and said, 
“Follow me” (1:43) Philip did 
juat that--he followed Jesus-- 
but he also went and found his 
friend Nathaniel, saying, “We 
have found him of whom Moses 
inthe law and alsothe prophets 
wrote, Jesus of Nazoreth...“ And 
here, it seemed, the whole chain 
of events might come to a 
screeching halt as Nathaniel 
raised 8 nagging question: "Can 
anything good come out of 
Nazareth?* (1:46). It was a fair 
question: Nazareth enjoyed no 
special stature in the scriptures 
and it had a pretty lackluster 
reputation in Jesus’ day. 

GREATER THINGS 
THAN THESE 

By his response, however, 
Philip indicated that there was 
something (MORE): “Come and 
see." 1 wouldn't say that noone 
was ever argue! into following 
Jesus, but essentially the ap- 
peal is always experiential: 
"Come and see * Try it for your- 
self and then decide. When we 
do, we find there is always 
(MORE) to come. 

What convinced the reluc- 
tant Nathaniel was the fact that 
Jesus knew him psychically. 
"How do youknow me?" he asks 
Jesus, who replies’ "Before 
Philipcalledyou, when you were 
under a fig tree, 1 saw you." 
Amazed, Nathaniel blurts out, 
"Rabbi, you are the Son of God! 
You are the KingofIsrael'" and 
once again, the Evangelist could 
rightly insert (MORE) to come, 
for Jeaus says, “Because I said 
to you, I saw you under the fig 
tree, do you believe? You shall 
see greater things than these.” 

All of us have seen our share 
of these "greater things.” We 
have seen broken lives put back 
together, people saved from life- 
long failure, lives salvaged, 
homes and marriages restored, 
the guilty forgiven, bodies, 
minds and spirits healed, and 
rescue from temptation and 
grace when we have been 
tempted, and people led from 
darkness into sight 

The gospel of Jesus Christ 
consistsof aninvitation, “Come 
and see,” and a promise that if 
we do follow Jesus there will 
always be (MORF)

New Regs Adopted For Ownership 
Of Native Reptiles, Amphibians 


Marland Department of 
Natural Resources -DNR 
Secretary Torrey C Brown 
MD, has announced new 
regulations that affect the 
owners of all native reptiles 
and amphibians, including 
snakes, turtles, lizards, frogs. 
toads, and salamanders. 

“The new regulations 
were adopted to help protect 
native populations of reptiles 
and amphibians, while at the 
same time allowing for legal 
ownership, breeding and 
commercial trade of these 
species,” Dr. Brown said 
"Certain species are highly 
susceptible to collection and 
must be protected * 

Bog turtles, wood turtles. 
and spotted turtles are such 
species and none may be 
collected from the wild un- 
der these new regulations.

‘Reptiles and amphibians 
have tremendous environ- 
Inental education value,” said 
DNR Wildlife Division Diree- 
tor Josh Sandt. “Many chil- 
dren first learn about wild- 
fife and the environment 
through a hands-on experi- 
ence with a box turtle, snake 
or frog For this reason, 
DNR will allow regulated 
possession of our native 
snakes, lizards, turtles, frogs, 
toads and salamanders” 

An owner may possess up 
te four of each species of 
snake, lizard, salamander, or 
turtle ‘except bog turtle, 
wood turtle, or spotted tur- 
tle, one each of bog turtle, 
wood turtle, or spotted tur- 
tle, or up to 25 of each frog, 
toad, or red-spotted newt 
without a permit Any spe- 
cies listed by Maryland's 
endangered species law can- 
not be possessed 

To possess more than the 
limits set forth, a permit 
must first be obtained from 
DNR. The cost of the perinit 
is $25 each vear Additional 
animals above the limits 
must be of captive origin or 
purchased! from a pet store; 
none above the limits may 
come from the wild. The 
new regulations apply only 
to those species of snakes, 
turtles, lizards, frogs, toads 
and salamanders native to 
the state of Maryland. The 
regulations do not apply to 
exotic species or those not 
native to the state. Addition- 
ally, certain exceptions are 
established related to the use 
of native amphibians as food, 
in educational situations, 
and as fish bant. 

The permit also allows 
the captive breeding of these 
species and allows the com- 
mercial trade, including sale, 
of captively produced ani- 
mals. Now, pet stores in the 
state will be required to lave 
8 permit to sell reptiles and 
amphibians considered na- 
tive to Maryland. These 
animals cannot have come 
from the wild; they must 
have come from captive 
breeding or legally obtained 
from out of state 

For persons who current- 
ly possess more than the 
stated limited, DNR will 
provide a lifetime permit for 
possession of those animals. 
To obtain a grandfathering 
permit, persons must write 
to DNR by May 30, 1993, 
requesting such a permit 
They should include in the 
request all the species they 
wish to grandfather, inelud-

“My amendment desig

He said “the confusion 
over wetlands jurisdiction” 
led to his amendment 

“American farmers want 
Ww protect their lands and 
want tocomply with the law,” 
Bond said “What upsets 
farmers and me is when four 
different government agen- 
cles come on a farmer's land 
with no warning, tell him 
different stomes about his 
land and then want two fine 
him when he doesn't know 
which story to believe.” 

A private property rights 
amendment strongly sup- 
ported by Farm Bureau may 
be offered by Sen Robert Dole 
(R-Kan.)or Sen. John Breaux 
(D-L.a.). 

The legislation would put 
into Jaw a 1988 executive 
order issued by then-Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan. It 
would require that the Jus- 
tice Department review new 
regulations, and indicate 
whether the regulations 
could possibly create a “tak- 
ing’ of pnvate property The 
review would not stop or 
modify the regulation, but 
would point out to regulators 
that a taking could occur 

Another Farm Bureau- 
supported amendment at- 
tached to the EPA bill, of- 
fered by Sen. Ormn Hatch 
(R-Utah), was tabled. The 
measure would have re- 
quired the Department of 
Environment, if created, to 
analyze the direct and indi- 
rect costs and benefits re- 
sulting from regulations it 
promulgates. 

Also tabled was an amend- 
ment by Sen Don Nickles 
(R-Okla.) requiring any leg- 
islation wntten by the new 
department to include an 
economic impact analysis.

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Inchworm Defoliation Expected 
This Spring In Western Maryland 


Spring 1n Maryland’s 
western counties:-especially 
Washington and Allegany 
counties, may be marked by 
hardwood tree defoliation 
due toloopers -orinchworms- 
this year 

Surveys conducted by 
Maryland Department of 
Agnculture personnel have 
turned up unusually large 
numbers of looper moths in 
Washington and Allegany 
counties. This probably 
means that large numbers of 
caterpillars will hatch and 
feed this spring and that trees 
in some areas may experi- 
ence defoliation. 

“Most of the mothstrapped 
this winter are half wing 
geometere and fall canker- 
worms. Both species are com- 
mon throughout Maryland,” 
said Dr. Robert Rabaglia of 
the Department's Forest 
Health Monitoring Program. 

“Usually, loopers don't 
noticeably damage trees, but 
occasionally they appear in 
such numbers that they de- 
foliatelarge areas Morethan 
5,000 acres were defoliated 
by loopers in Washington and 
Allegany counties in 1992 
and we expect the same ac- 

tivity this year,” he said 

Adult half-wing geometer 
moths emerge in the spmng 
and fall cankerworm moths 
emerge in late fall or winter 
tomate and layeggsontwigs 
The male moths are small, 
thin-bodied, and pale gray 
with wavy black lines on the 
front wings: the females are 
small, thin-bodied, and do 
not have wings 

The eggs hatch in early 
spmng andthe larvae feed on 
young leaves of host trees, 
which include oaks, maples, 
hickones, andbasswood. The 
caterpillars are small, grey- 
green or brownish and move 
by extending the front end 
and then bringing the hind 
legsup asclose tothe front as 
possible. This movementcre- 
ates the typical “measumng” 
or looping” which givesthem 
theircommon names--"inch- 
worm,” “measumng worm,” 
or “looper.” The caterpillars 
pupate in leaf Jitter or in the 
soil around the base of the 
trees. 

“The Department of Agri- 
culture does not plan to use 
any method to control the 
loopers this spmng because 
the damage these moths do 
is usually not severe and, 
even when they do appear in 
defoliating numbers, they 
usually only are a problem 
for oneor, at most, two years 
In addition, the location and 
size of looper populations are 
extremely difficult to pre- 
dict,” said Robert Tichenor, 
chief of the department’s 
Forest Pest Management 
Section. 

“Defoliation by the cater- 
pillarsis often confused with 
leaf loss due to gypsy moth 
larvae since these insects 
attack the same tree species. 
The leaf damage caused by

loopers is usually not as seri- 
ous as that of gypsy moth 
because the inchworm lar- 
vae feed for a shorter period 
and finish feeding earlier in 
the season than gypsy moth 
caterpulars, which gives the 
trees a better chance of pro- 
ducing new leaves and re- 
covering,” Tichenor said. 
“The greatest threat to 
trees occur when defoliation 
is accompanied by drought 
or other adverse conditions. 
In 1992, in Allegany County, 
a large number of trees died 


following defoliation by loop- 
ers. The trees were already 
weakened by drought in pre- 
vious summers and simply 
could not recover from the 
effects of the defoliation,” 
Rabaglia said. 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Forest 
Health Monitomng Program 
will continue to follow the 
looper’s activities this spring 
and summer as part of its 
ongoing program tochart the 
health of Maryland’s forests 
and woodlands.

due management.” 

Speaking at a media ap- 
preciation dinner in Sioux 
City, lowa, Kleckner said, 
“Cutting the number of trips 
from eight--maybe 10--to 
about four, to plant. spray 
twice and harvest, a farmer 
saves about $25 per acre in 
crop production costs. At the 
same time, he reduces soil 
compaction and cuts down 
on soil erosion.” 

Kleckner noted that farm- 
ers are experimenting with 
better cover cropsto hold soil 
between crop cycles and are 
working to fine-tune chemi- 
cal applicators to get just the 
nmght amount of crop protec- 
tion to the plant. And, they 
are exploring smother crops 
that grow quickly and block 
development of weeds. 
Equipment is continually 
being modified. 

In addition, farmers are 
taking soil samples and ana- 
lyzing plant tissues to more 
economically and efficiently 
apply fertilizers. 

Producers are increas- 
ingly working with scientists 
to increase the use of inte- 
grated pest management sys- 
tems and provide wiser use 
of crop protection tools, such 
as herbicides and pesticides. 

“We are always looking at 
ways to farm smarter,” he 
concluded.

Pesticide Container Recycling 
Program Available In Maryland 


Maryland Secretary of 
Agnculture Robert L. Walker 
haa announced that his de- 
partment will coordinate a 
pilot pesticide container re- 
cycling program on Mary 
land's Eastern Shore. 

“More than 400,000empty 
plastic agricultural chemical 
containers are disposed of on 
the Delmarva Peninsula 
each year. Through recycling 
we intend to save landfills 
and make some 300,000 
pounds of plastic available 
for future use. Most impor: 
tant, through recycling we 
will be protecting human 
health, ground water and 
surface water andthe Chesa 
peake Bay by removing po- 
tential contaminants from 
the environment,” Walker 
said. 

“This recycling program 
is free to growers and com- 
mercial pesticide applicators 
and is part of Governor Wil 
ham Donald Schaefer's com- 
mitment to improve water 
quality, helpagriculture and 
restore the Chesapeake Bay,” 
said Walker 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will col- 
lect plastic containers up to 
2% gallons in size at selected 
sites in Kent, Talbot and 
Wicomico counties through- 
out the summer.

Planting Seeds...Use A Soil Thermometer 


Almost everyone who has a vegetable garden becomes 
anxious in the spring to sow the vegetable seeds as early as 
possible. When is the time to plant? The time to plant seeds 
should be determined by soil temperatures. Every gardener 
should have a soil thermometer. If you can not find one in 
local stores, order one from a gardening catalog, They are an 
invaluable tool for determining when to plant seeds and set 
out transplanta. To use the thermometer, place it 90 the 
probe is four to six inches below the ground. If it is a glass 
thermometer, it may need to be shaken down first, as you 
would a medical thermometer. The reason for measuring 
the temperature deep in the soil rather than at the surface 
is that the surface temperature fluctuates a great deal, while 
at four to six inches soil that has warmed to planting 
temperature will probably stay warm. Also, the roots of 
seedlings will reach quickly into the deeper parts of the soil, 
making the temperatures there important to plant growth 
Take the reading eariy in the morning, around 6 to 8 a.m. 
when the soil is the coolest. 

Use whatever tricks you like to speed up the warming of 
the soil. Clear plastic over black plastic, either plastic alone, 
or floating row covers will raise the soil temperature to 
varying degrees. Monitor the temperature, and when it has 
reached the required level, as listed for several crops below, 
start planting

Selecting A Tomato Variety 

So often we are afraid totry anew tomato vanety. There 
has been great improvement in the genetic, particularly 
disease resistance, in many of the newer vaneties over the 
“old standbys.” 

Floradel, Manapal and Tropic are strong indeterminate 
non-hybrid varieties. They produce large plants and me- 
dium to large fruit. All have good foliage disease resistance. 
Manonisa slightly smaller fruited vanety but has excellent 
disease resistance. 

Better Boy, Parks Whopper, Terrific, Celebrity, 
Floramenca, and Mountain Pride are all hybrids with good 
disease resistance, higher productivity and excellent size. 
Celebrity is an outstanding home garden variety with 
excellent disease resistance. Fruit are large, deep globe 
shaped, smooth and crack-resistant. Terrific has slightly 
smaller fruit than the other hybrids but holds its size well 
through the growing season. It may also be more susceptible 
to blossom end rot than the others if not watered properly. 

Small Fry, Sweet 100, and Cherry Grande are the 
recommended small fruited cherry types. Small Fry plant 
seldom grow over three feet high, whereas the Cherry 
Grande may reach six feet and the Sweet 100 could poten- 
tially grow 20 feet tall. Cherry Grande produces fruit that 
are slightly larger than the other two varieties. Sweet 10013 
extremely productive and often produces hundreds of small 
cherry tomatoes.

Adolescent Dr ug Survey Indicates 
Alcohol Use Down, Marijuana Use Up 


Drug use by Maryland 
adolescents appears to have 
leveled off m the past two 
years after several years of 
declining use, according to 
the results of a survey of 
drug use released this week 
by State Superintendent 
Nancy Grasmick. 

The 1992 Maryland Ado- 
lescent Drug Survey shows 
that fewer students are 
using alcohol or inhalants 
but more students are using 
cigarettes and marijuana. 
The survey was administered 
last December to a represen- 
tative sample of 18,000 stu- 
dents in grades 6, 8, 10, and 
12. 

Despite a decline in its 
use, alcohol -- most often in 
the form of beer and wine -- 
retnains the most frequently 
used substance by Maryland 
students. The survey found 
that more than half of 12th 
graders used alcohol in the 
month before the survey. 
Among 6th graders, alcohol 
use increased slightly be- 
tween 1990 and 1992, from 9 
percent to 11.8 percent. 
Among 8th graders, alcohol 
use has leveled off at about 
26 percent. 

The survey found that, in 
the month before the survey, 
one-third of 12th graders 
liad sinuked cigarettes and 
one-fifth had used marijua- 
na. State education officials 
said use of these substances

“We remain very con- 
cerned about the use of 
substances by Maryland 
students, particularly ciga- 
rettes and alcohol,” the Su- 
perintendent said. “The 
survey presents compelling 
evidence that we need to 
direct more drug prevention 
education efforts to children 


in elementary and middle 
schools.” 

The survey found that 
large numbers of students 
who use cigarettes and alco- 
hol begin their use at age 13 
or younger. 

The state survey was 
designed to allow compari- 
sons with results of a nation- 
al adolescent drug survey. 
Compared with findings of 
the national survey released 
last month, use of alcohol by 
Maryland students is less. 
For example, 73.2 percent of 
Maryland 12th graders and 
76.8 percent of 12th graders 
in the nation reported use of 
alcohol in the past year. 

Since 1990, there was a 
decrease in the use of inhal- 
ants by Maryland students 
at all four of the grade levels 
surveyed while there were 
increases nationally. At the 
8th grade level -- where 
inhalants have been a partic- 
ular problem -- 4.7 percent

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of students nationally and 
4.2 percent of Maryland 
students report use of inhal- 
ants such as butane, glue 
and solvents. 

Maryland students had a 
higher rate of use of ciga- 
rettes and marijuana than 
students nationally. 

More than half of the 
high school students who 
drank alcohol in the past 
month had engaged in at 
least one episode of binge 
drinking -- having five or 
more drinks on one occasion 
Almost one in five seniors 
said they had driven a car 
within an hour of having 
five or more drinks. 

More than 17 percent of 
seniors reported they had 
used marijuana, a 25 percent 
increase since the 1990 sur- 
vey. This reverses a decline 
that has been observed since 
1982. Eighteen percent of 
seniors said they had driven 
after using marijuana. 


The survey report con- 
tains numerous findings that 
provide guidance to schools, 
parents, and communities in 
combating adolescent sub- 
stance use. 

“Adolescents must receive 
a clear message from 
schools, parents, and friends 
that drug use —- including 
the use of cigarettes and 
alcohol -- is unacceptable 
and dangerous,” Dr. Gras- 
mick said. 

The state survey found 
evidence that students who 
believe that substances are 
dangerous, and know that 
their parents and friends 
disapprove of drug use, are 
much less likely to use 
drugs. Also students are less 
likely to use substances if 
they have regular activities, 
open communication with 
the adults around them, and 

consistent family-set limits. 

The survey also provides 
evidence that Maryland’s 
approach to substance pre- 
vention is on target. The 
State Department of Educa- 
tion has adopted a multi- 
faceted approach to preven- 
tion that includes “no-use” 
school policies, instruction in 
the dangers of substances and 
how to “say no,” peer pro- 
grams, programs to help 
parents, and programs to 
help high-risk students who 
may be addicted.

DHMH Reminds 
Residents Tick 
Season Is Here 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Health and Mental 
Hygiene (DHMH) reports 
seven cases of Lyme disease 
so far this year (compared to 
19 at this time last year) and 
reminds citizens that 
measures can be taken to 
prevent tick-borne illnesses 
such as Lyme disease and 
the more serious Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever. 

‘May through September 
are the most common 
months for tick bites to 
occur and the months when 
the onset of Lyme disease 
and Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever is most often reported,” 
said Jack Grigor, D.V.M_., 
M.P.H., Public Health 
Veterinarian. 

Not all ticks carry the 
Lyme disease bacteria and 
the percentage that do may 
vary from area to area and 
year to year. “It is best if 
Lyme disease is treated 
early, or prevented altogeth- 
er, but it is Never too late to 
seek treatment,” said Health 
Secretary Nelson J. Sabatini. 

All stages of Lyme disease 
can be treated with antibiot- 
ics. Untreated Lyme disease 
can have serious complica- 
tions such as arthritis and 
neurological or cardiovascu- 
lar illness. It does not lead to 
death. 

Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever is different, as prompt 
treatment results in 
complete recovery.

Most tick bites do not 
result in any illness but 
health officials believe that 
many cases of Lyme disease 
were not recognized or 
reported. There were 185 
confirmed cases of Lyme 


disease reported in Maryland 
in 1992. 

In 1992, 17 cases of 
Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever were reported in Mary- 
land. No cases have been 
reported so far this year. 

The most common symp- 
tom of Lyme disease is a 
reddish expanding rash at 
least two inches across at 
the site of the tick bite. It 
often has a pale center. The 
rash may be accompanied by 
flu-like symptoms (headache, 
fever, chills, muscle or joint 
aches.). If early signs are 
ignored, later phases of the 
disease can be severe. Any- 
one who develops the charac- 
teristic rash or other symp- 
toms within 3-32 days fol- 
lowing a tick bite should see 
a doctor immediately. 

Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever begins with a fever of 
over 101 degrees within two 
weeks of being bitten by a 
tick. Severe headache, fever, 
general discomfort, and deep 
muscle aches are symptoms 
of the disease. Sometimes a 
rash on the palms of the 
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hands and bottums of the 
feet will appear on the third 
day 

This 18 a wonderful time 
of year to enjoy Maryland's 
great outdoors, but everyone 
should know what steps to 
take to protect themselves 
from tick bites,” said Gover- 
nor William Donald 
Schaefer 

Health officials advise 
that the best way nof to get 
Lyme disease or Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever is to 
dress appropriately and take 
special precautions this time 
of year when in areas where 
ticks look for animals to feed 
on. This includes wearing 
long sleeves and long pants; 
tuck pants into socks and 
shirt into pants; wear broad- 
brimmed hats and light- 
colored clothing so ticks can 
be easily seen before they 
have a chance to bite. Use 
tick repellents, especially on 
clothing. Walk in prepared 
pathways instead of in the 
high grass or brush in wood- 
ed areas. 

Make frequent full-body 
checks so that, if @ tick is on 
you, it can be removed 
promptly. Biting ticks must 
remain attached on the body 
for at least 24 hours to 
transmit Lyme disease and 
three to four hours for 
Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever. Removal of biting ticks 
within these times prevents 
the disease. 

The very best way to 
remove a biting tick is by 
using tapered tweezers and 
lifting the tick straight up 
from the skin. Ticks can be 
attached very firmly but are 
seldom broken when re- 
moved in this manner. If 
tweezers are not available, 
use your fingers, protected 
by a tissue. After the tick is 
removed, wash the site with 
soap and water and apply an 
antiseptic. 

The body of the deer tick 
which carries the Lyme 
disease bacteria is usually 
the size of a pinhead while 

the much larger wood tick 
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‘dog tick) which may pase 
Rocky Mountain spotted 
fever to humans can be as 
large as a bean 

Lyme disease was first 
detected in Maryland in 
1979, three years after it was 
recognized in the arca of Old 
Lyme, Connecticut, from 
which it acquired its name

Oakland resident DeCor- 
sey Bolden this week met 
with the Garrett County 
Commissioners and Garrett 
County Economic Develop- 
ment Director Tom Jones in 
an effort to clarify lending 
regulations of the Tri-Coun- 
ty Council -- an organization

Bolden claimed that in-

Bolden provided the com- 
missioners with background 
information about the coun- 
cil’s revolving loan fund, 
noting that he is a former 
member of Tri-County Coun- 


cil and was not aware of a 
policy change that apparent- 
ly took place in 1982. He 
explained that he was con- 
fused recently when his aon 
was turned down by the 
organization for a loan re- 
quest for an established 
business in Oaklend. 

However, Jones reported 
that no formal request for 
the loan was made directly 
to the committee. “I'm not 
disputing that he did make 
the calls to inquire about the 
loan, and I’m sure he woukd 
have been diacouraged be- 
cause most retail businesses 
in downtown Oakland, 
frankly, do not meet the 
eligibility requirements for 
this particular loan but, as a 
matter of record, no sppiica- 
tion for funds was made to 
the committee by his aon,” 
stated Jones.

The Garrett County 
Sheriff's Office logged 
several arrests this week on 
various charges. An Oakland 
man was taken into custody 
on charges resulting from an 
investigation into vandalism 
at a local theatre, and 
another defendant is accused 
of breaking into a storeroom 
at the Wisp Resort. 

A 19-year-old Oakland 
man was arrested this past 
week in connection with 
vandalism at the Mid-Towns 
Cinemas. Daniel M. Nordeck 
has been charged with felony 
theft and destruction of 
property, according to the 
police report, for his 
apparent part in an April 14 
incident at the movie 
theatre. 

At the time of the

17, 5-6 p.m.; Friendsville 
Elementary School, Tuesday, 
May 18, 5-6 p.m., Blooming- 
ton fire hall, Wednesday, 
May 19, 5-6 p.m.; Grantsville 
Elementary School, Thurs- 
day, May 20, 5-6 p.m.; Acci- 
dent Elementary School, 
Friday, May 21, 5-6 p.m.; 
and Broad Ford Elementary 
School, Saturday, May 22, 10 
a.m. - noon. 

Cost of the vaccination 1s 
$5 per animal at the clinics. 
Dogs should be on leashes or 
under the control of respon- 
sible individuals. Cats should 
be brought to the clinics in 
wire cages or tightly secured 
boxes with air holes. 

Last year Garrett County 
experienced 10 laboratory 
confirmed positive rabies 
cases. This year the county 
has already experienced five 
positive cases of rabies. ac- 
cording to a spokesperson. 
All five of these cases in- 
volved raccoons. 

According to Dr. Rex 
Archer If, health officer for 
Garrett County, the vaccina-

Although we are still licking our wounds from a 
recent editomal concerning the Amencans with Dis- 
abilities Act, we are apparently glutton: for punish- 
ment, for today thia column will render an opinion on 
another senaitive. emotionally charged issue that is 
presently in the news 

At its regular monthly meeting on Tuesday, the 
Garrett County Board of Education was informed of 
and discussed the Supreme Court's recent ruling pro- 
hibiting clergy-led praver at graduation ceremonies 
The ruling came about as a result of cuit filed by a 
student in Rhode Island Lee vs Weisman’ after a 
rabbi was invited to deliver prayers at the achool’s 
graduation exercises. The court determined that the 
rabbi'’s prayers at a public school graduation had 
created a “state-sponsored and state directed religious 
exercise in a public school.” which violated the First 
Amendment that guarantees. among other things, the 
separation of church and atate. 

We staunchly support the concept of separation of 
church and state, recognizing the fact that. while the 
majonty of our citizens consider themselves to be 
Christians, or affiliated with some religion, there are 
others who have chosen not to participate or believe in 
any religion - and they have that freedom in this 
country, just as much as those of us who choose Chnat- 
lanity, for example, have the freedom to worship in 
whatever way we choose. The government simply must 
not allow one “group” to force its religion and beliefs 
upon others in a public setting. 

Our nation was founded by people who were des- 
perately seeking separation of church and state. They 
were tired of being told by the government what they 
must believe and how they must worship. Any lessen- 
ing of this separation would be a step hackward toward 
the very situation from which our nation's forefathers 
were fleeing. It is one of the real gems. one of the 
strokes of genius, that is contained in our constitution. 

With this in mind, ¥e must question whether or not 
the weekly prayer offered by local Chmstian pastors 
preceding the Garrett!County commissioners’ meeting 
ts likewise unconstitutional.

our group ts that people are 
people first ond a disability

Although the members of 
our group all have some type 
of disability we have 
feelings wehavethe right to 
be treated equally we have 
goals we strive toward we 
have the mght to have jobs 
and we have a great deal to 
offer others [mportant to us 
now is that we have the 
determination to overcome 
the physical and attitudinal 
barriers that most: people 
dont understand simply 
because they dont have to 
confront them in their every 
day lives 

Small barriers that may 
go unnoticed to most people 
are hke mountains toothers 
One example is the lack of 
curb cuts in some com- 
munities.

This letter is in reference 
to the letter in your paper 
last week about a dog named 
“Lady 
December 1992, 1 received 
a call about dogs on Liberty 
Street starving todeath The 
people had gone and left 
them. This person said he 
had been feeding them, but 
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could not afford todosomuch 
longer. 

I asked if he would feed 
them if the Humane Society 
would furnish the food. He 
agreed. | thought the gentle- 
man said the name was 
Lowery and I contacted the 
Shenffs Dept., the post of- 
fice and the City Police. No 
one could locate anyone by 
this name. I had misunder- 
stood. The name was not 
Lowery. The person report- 
ing got food on our account at 
Oakland Southern States 
and was feeding the dogs. 
The dogswere then removed. 

In January 1993 we re- 
ceived another call about 
what seemed to he the same 
dog. I contacted Nancy 
Helbig, member of the Board 
of Directors and investiga- 
tive officer for the Humane 
Society, and asked her to 
check the problem. Mrs 
Helbig is a very gentle lady 
and shethought that by talk- 
ing to the people they would 
take bettercare of the dog It 
was very emaciated and tied 
with a very short chain by a 
railroad track. The dog did 
not improve. 

We kept getting calls. Fi- 
nally, on Apri 19,1993, I re- 
ceived another call and the 
Person was very upset be- 
cause the dog in an old buud- 
ing behind Englander’s 
Pharmacy was starving to 
death. I told the person | 
thought it was the dog Mrs. 
Helbig was caring for and | 
would call. Before I had time 
to do so, I received another 
call. This person was very 
irate--stating the dog at the 
Empire building behind the 
drug store was starving and 
the Humane Society was 
doing nothing about it. I 
drove to 28 miles from my 
home, down the alley behind 
the pharmacy, and saw adog 
tied toa “not sufficient” shel- 
ter. It snarled at me when I 
approached it thus | could 
not get up too close. It was 
thin, but I didn’t think it was 
starving to death. | decided 
to wait, contact Dr. James 
Fearer, field veterinarian for 
the Department of Agncul- 
ture, who makes calls with 
me whennecessary, to check 
the dog 

Before I had a chance to 
do so, Sherry Friend, presi- 
dent of the Humane Society, 
got an urgent call about a 
dog starving behind the phar- 
macy She called me and | 
referred her to Joelle Clark, 
another investigative officer, 
whose place of business is 
near.

For a second opinion the 
dog was taken to another 
veterinarian. Tests were 
taken and the results were 
malnutntion, but due tothis 
other problems were in- 
volved. The dog was hospi- 
talized for 13 days to save its 
life--I.V 's, special food, etc. 
The dog is improving. 

We met with the owner 
(not one who wrote letter) 
trying to work out acompro- 
mise. She has been given the 
dog back with the condition 
that the Humane Society 

monitors the dog on a regu- 
lar basis. If the dog is not 
cared for the dog will again 
be removed, put in a foster 
home (we have 11 wonderful 
families in the county who 
foster animals -our animals 
are never killed) and the 
owner will be taken to court. 

Also Article 27, Section 68 
of the Annotated Code of 

Maryland also states that if 
a person has their animal 
returned to them “the neces- 
sary expense for food and 
attention given to an animal 
under Section 67 of this ar- 
ticle, may be collected from 
the owner thereof, and the 
animal shall not be exempt 
from levy and sale upon ex- 
ecution issued upon a judg- 
ment therefore.” 

We, the Humane Society 
are helping the owner with 

special food and medical bills. 
We are a good organization 
and our main objective is to 
help animals. 

Maryland has one of the 
best animal laws in the na- 
tion and | intend to make 
every effort to see that these 
laws are obeyed. 

Article 27, Section 57, the 
Annotated Law of Maryland 
states, “. any person having 
the charge or custody of an 
animal, either as owner or 
otherwise, inflicts unneces- 
sary suffenng or pain upon 
the animal, or unnecessarily 
fails to provide the animal 
with nutritious food in suffi- 
cient quantity, necessary 
veterinary care, proper 
drink, air, space, shelter or 
protection from the 
weather...is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a 
fine not exceeding $1,000 or 
by impmsonrnent not to ex- 
ceed 90 days or both.” I can- 
not tolerate abuse. God cre- 
ated animals and although 
He gave man dominion over 
them, I’m sure He did not 
intend for man to starve, 
tether on short leashes, let 
go without shelter, torture 
and tormented them. 

Itismy opinionthat people 
who abuse animals think it 
is their business what they 
do with “their property” and 
once approached they either 
write nasty letters to the edi- 
tor or start legal battles. We 
cannot be held liable for en- 
forcing the cruelty to animal 
law--taking legal action 
against us 1s a waste of the 

tax payers money Also, two 
notes: 

1. The City Police gave us 
a letter with Lady’s owner's 
name giving lady to aman 
in the Oakland area, and 

2. The day of the letter to 
the editor stating the dog, 
Lady, had been missing from 
February 14 to March 22, | 
received a call from a person 
saying the dog had been 
turned loose so someone 
would find it and feed it. The 
caller could not stand to see 
it starve and the caller was 
afraid to go on the property. 

Now #1, we do not know if 
the dog-Iady’s owner wrote

#2, we do not know if the 
statement is true We have 
one concern, that this dog is

The bad news is that cars pollute. The good news is 
that we can do something about it 

Americans drive more than 2 trillion miles in a year 
Our drive in, drive up, drive away lifestyle puts thousands 
of tons of pollutants in the air. During that time, nearly 
half of us will breathe air that doesn't meet federal 
health-based standards 

As a result, some of use will suffer permanent lung 
damage; others will develop cancer. Even the mildest 
health effects -- wheezing, coughing, shortness of breath - 
take their toll. The American I.ung Association says that 
air pollution accounts for tens of billions in health care 
costs and lost productivity each year. 

And about half of all the air pollution comes from cars 
and trucks. What we drive -- the way we drive -- is 
literally making us sick. It’s also damaging our crops, 
contributing to acid rain and adding to the concern over 
global climate change. 

But it doesn’t have to be that way. 

The truth is that the situation is ours to control. In the 
late sixties, we recognized the need to limit vehicle 
emissions, and we've seen dramatic improvements as a 
result. The trouble is that we're also driving more... and 
the gains we have made on a per car basis are wiped out 
by the sheer number of miles we drive each day. 

So we have to do more. We can drive smarter. . . 
carpool, vanpool, use mass transit. We can drive cleaner 

.. with regular tune-ups, cleaner-burning fuels, and less- 
polluting cars. We can make the choices that will make 
the difference. All we need clear sense of direction. 

For those of us in the mid-Atlantic and northeast 
regions, that should be perfectly “clear” by this time next 
year. A group established by the Clean Air Act 
Amendments of 1990 -- the Ozone Transport Commission 
-- has launched a 16-month campaign to focus public 
attention on air pollution and the automobile .. . on what 
the problems are and what we can do about them. The 
message is simply, "Let’s Clear the Air.” 

It sounds like an invitation. It is a challenge and a call 
for action. It provides the opportunity to put the "good 
news” to good use.

GCMH Provides Full Range Of 
Services To Cardiac Patients 


(Note: This is the first 
in a series of articles to 
appear bi-weekly about 
available cardiac services 
at Garrett County Memo- 
rial Hospital.)

The American Heart 
Association estimates that 
600,000 Americans die of 
heart attacks each year 
although half of these deaths 
are preventable. 

According to a spokes- 
person for the Paul Dudley 
White Coronary Care System 
at St. Agnes Hospital in 
Baltimore, "The greatest 
challenge in the effort to 
reduce heart attack deaths is 
inducing patients to seek 
medical treatment early to 
receive full benefits.” 

Thomas Johnson, M.D., 
director of the Coronary 
Intensive Care Unit at Gar- 
rett Memorial has developed, 
with the assistance of the 
hospital's medical staff, a 
comprehensive “circle of 








care” program for Garrett 
Memorial that encourages 
individuals to learn to recog- 
nize the early warning signs 
associated with a heart 
attack and to seek appropri- 
ate medical care immediate- 
ly, thereby reducing heart 
disease’s toll of death and 
disability. 

"For the ‘circle of care’ to 
begin, individuals must first 
learn to recognize the signs 
and symptoms associated 
with a heart attack,” said 
Linday Stresky, R.N., cardiac 
rehabilitation nurse at Gar- 
rett Memorial. “Most heart 
attacks are preceded by a 
clear warning signal such as 
chest pain.” 

“If individuals are experi- 
encing chest pain that lasts 
for two minutes or longer, 


they need to immediately get 
to the emergency room so 
that we can evaluate them 
and get them into the cardi- 
ac care system,” said Dr. 
Johnson.

Once individuals learn to 
recognize chest pain as a 
symptom of a possible heart 
attack, they can begin to re- 
ceive Immediate Cardiac 
Care, the next phase within 
the “circle of care.” This 
phase includes contacting 
the emergency rescue service 
in your area for 
transportation to the emer- 
gency room where the pa- 
tient will then be diagnosed. 
Ifthe patient is a candidate, 
he/she will then receive 
thrombolytic therapy, the 
administering of medication 
that breaks up the blood 
clots that can cause heart 
attacks. "With the onset of 
thrombolytic therapy, we can 
provide state of the art care 
that has the potential to 
minimize the damage that 
can occur from a heart at- 
tack, thereby saving the 
heart muscle,” said Johnson. 
“Time is muscle. The sooner 
a patient receives immediate 
cardiac care, the chances 
increase that we can save 
the heart muscle.” The pa- 
tient is then sent to the 
coronary intensive care unit 
(CICU) for continued moni- 
toring and evaluation. 

Cardiac Rehabilitation 
- Phase I is the next level of 
patient care within the “cir- 
cle of care.” Once a patient is 
well enough to leave the 
intensive care unit, he may 
be transferred to a stepdown 
unit where he will receive 
continued heart monitoring 
while moving about, other- 
wise known as telemetry. 
The patient also learns why 
he experienced the heart 

attack and also learns exer- 
cises to strengthen the heart 
muscle so that normal activi- 
ty may be resumed. 

If the patient then re- 
quires further treatment and

Once the patient com- 
pletes specialty care, he then 
enters Cardiac Rehabilita- 
tion - Phase I]. "This is a 
12-week education/exercise 
program that incorporates 
heart healthy changes into 
the patient’s lifestyle,” added 
Stresky 

Garrett Memorial and the 
Garrett County Health De- 
partment’s Wellness Pro- 
gram, which completes the 
“circle of care,” offers mainte- 
nance and prevention classes 
such as Smokestoppers and 
Stress Management designed 
to help further reduce the 
risk for another heart attack. 
"Wellness Together is also 
instrumental in providing 
ways to live a heart healthy 
lifestyle to help avoid heart 
attacks altogether before 
chest pain symptoms ever 
have the opportunity to 
develop,” commented Stres- 
ky. 
"To save the lives of more 
cardiac patients, it is impera- 
tive that they be treated at 
an earlier stage in the occur- 
rence of a heart attack,” 
stated a spokesperson at the 
Paul Dudley White Coronary 
Care System. "Our only hope 
of doing that is to convince 
the patient to present him- 
self to a medical facility 
while there is still time to 
save the patient or prevent 
permanent damage to heart 
muscle.”

County Projects 
Subject Of CDBG 
Public Hearing 


A total of four proposed 
projects in the county that 
will be considered for grant 
funding from the Communi- 
ty Development Block Grant 
prograin were the subject of 


a public hearing this week 
held in the Garrett County 
Commissioners’ meeting 
room. 

The federal funds being 
requested will amount to 
approximately $494,000, 
according to Peggy Jamison, 
Planner II for the Garrett 
County Planning Commis- 
sion, and the county will be 





expected to provide a small 
percentage of that amount. 
The projects under con- 
sideration include a proposal 
by Garrett County Sanitary 
District Administrator Wen- 
dell Beitzel that would allow 
for the development of a new 
source of water for the town 
of Gorman. Currently, the 
water used by the town 
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comes from the Mountaintop 
Public Service District in 
West Virginia 

The total cost of that 
project is estimated at $237,- 
800, with the funding re- 
quest totalling $208,000. 

Funding for all the pro- 
Jects will be sought through 
the Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant program, 
which is a federal funding 
program ofithe U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban 
Development and is adminis- 
tered through the states to 
the local jurisdictions. 

The other three projects 
have all been requested by 
Garrett County Community 
Action. Funds in the amount 
of $61,000 are being request- 
ed for the purpose of supple- 
menting the ongoing self- 
sufficiency program, wherein 
Community Action sets up 
escrow accounts for house- 
holds or individuals receiving 
rent assistance so that a 
down payment can then be 
made toward the purohase of 
a home. 

"The purpose of the pro- 
gram is to help move per- 
sons from rent assistance to

Crellin Deep 
Mine Closure 
Project Begun 


Work began this week on 
the Crellin Deep Mine Clo- 
sure project for the purpose 
of “completely and perma- 
nently eliminating all health, 
safety, and general welfare 
hazards associated with the 
mine,” according to a spokes- 
person for the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources. 

located one mile south- 
west of Crellin, the mine was 
operated by the Ashby fami- 
ly from the 1890's to the 
1980’s. During the fall of 
1991, two local youth en- 
tered the mine and discov- 
ered a small stock pile of 
dynamite. Authorities were 
notified and the Bomb Dis- 
posal Squad from Baltimore 
was dispatched to remove 
and dispose ofthe dynamite. 

Shortly after that inci- 
dent, the U.S Bureau ofi 
Mines mobilized equipment 
and temporarily closed the 
mine openings. The Aban- 
doned Mine Lands division 
of the Bureau of Mines then 
began the process of obtain- 
ing federal grant to under- 
take the project, which was 
bid in February and the 
contract was awarded to 
Frank Arnold Contractors, 
Oakland, for a cost of 
$3,588. 

The project will consist of 
re-grading 1,000 cubic yards 


of material to adequately 
seal the opening, disposal of 
abandoned mining equip- 
ment, segregation and 
spreading of the best on-site 
soil as a growing medium, 
providing sediment and 
erosion controls, and re- 
vegetation of the 1.5 acre 
site 

The project is expected to 
be completed by the second

Local Native Ministering With 
Missionary Team in Samara, Russia 


Samara, Russia is a city 
of 2.5 nullion. Located on 
the Volga River, 500 miles 
southeast of Moscow, it was, 
until two vears ago, a closed 
city. No foreigners were 
allowed in. Because of the 
weapons arsenal located 
there, travel in and out of 
Samara for other Russians 
was limited. 

All of that began to 
change when the Soviet 
government collapsed. 

During the last two weeks 
of April, Samare welcomed a 


missionary team from Mara- 
natha Christian Center in 
Auguste, Georgia. 

They established a church 
-- only the second Christian 
Church in the city -- and 
ordained a local man, Vladi- 
nyr Chernov, as pastor. He 
will serve a congregation of 
260 new believers. 

In addition, the team 

srented a 600-seat auditori- 

um, and provided complete 
financial support for the 
pestor for at least six 
months. 

To help estahli..h the new 
congregation. which is also 
named Maranatha Christian 
Center, David Sisler, a na- 
tive of Loch Lynn, will go to 
Samara for three months. 
His wife, Bonnie, a native of 
Hagerstown, will join him in 
July 

"Because many Russians 
have only now received a 
Bible, they need intensive 
training in God’s Word,” 
Sisler said 

Sisler, an ordained minis- 
ter, is the son of Melvin and 
Elizabeth Sisler, Mtn. Lake 
Park. He is a 1965 graduate 
of Southern High School and 
a 1969 graduate of Frostburg 
State College. He was first 
licensed into the ministry by 
the Loch Lynn Evangelical 
United Brethren Church 


(now Faith Evangelical Free 
Church). 

Sisler has pastored in 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Connecticut, 
and South Carolina. He 
served as the editorial assis- 
tant to the editor in chief of 
Church of God Publications. 

Sisler is the author of 
Finished’ Lu ing Words from 
the Dying Savior. He writes 
a syndicated column, "Not 
For Sunday Only,” which 
appears in newspapers in 
Georgia, Alabama, North 
Carolina, and Maryland. 

Commenting on the trip 


to Russia, Sisler said, “The 
responsibility is staggering 
These people are 80 new to 
the Gospel that for the next 
100 vears, what they believe 
about God and His Church 
will be what 1 teach them. 
The congregation in Au- 
gusta will ship e 40-foot 
cargo carrier to Samara. The 
container will be filled with 
non-perishable food, clothing 
and medical supplies. Sisler 
will work in cooperation 
with local government offi- 
cials to distribute the sup- 
plies to the Russian people 
“One ofithe most pressing 
needs is for birth control 
pills,” he said. “Abortion is 
practiced as a means of birth 
control, and it is not uncom- 
mon for a Russian woman to 
have as many as eight abor- 
tions - the average is four.”

the case, a Rabbi had been 
chosen by the principal to 
deliver prayers at the 
Nathan Bishop Middle 
School, Providence, Rhode 
Island, during the gradua- 
tion ceremony. A student 
then sued to ban the school 
system from having prayers 
at future ceremonies 

Because the principal had 
appointed the Rabbi, having 
decided a prayer would be 
given, and had given him 
guidelines to follow (instruct- 
ing him to be nonsectarian 
in the prayer), the Court 
found that the state had 
"directed and controlled the 
content of the prayer.” Since 
the setting was a public high 
school, the state had “in 
effect, required participation 
in a religious exercise.” This 
was a mix of church and 
state, which is unconstitu- 
tional, according to the re- 
port

Court Case Delves Into 
Child Custody Issue 


by Cindy Stacy 

Oakland -- Take two unpaid, unsolicited lawyers, each 
one claiming to represent the best interests of a nine-year- 
old child, add a third lawyer suddenly appearing to 
represent the child's father, and you've got the bizarre 
makings of a civil case which unfolded Tuesday before 
Judge Gary G. Leasure in Garrett County Circuit Court. 

On the surface, and what in fact prompted a dozen 
parents who are home schoolers to show up in the 
courtroom, appeared to be a case about public versus 
home schooling. But as the first three and half hours of 
testimony dragged on in the so-called “emergency 
hearing.” the case seemed fo re-visit child custody issues, 
supposedly settled two years ago when the youngster was 
placed in the care of his mother. 

Ironically, neither the child’s mother nor father 
initiated the petition which brought the new case to court. 
Instead, it was Oakland attorney Thomas Doyle, who 
represented the father in an initial child custody case. “| 
care about this kid and what happens to him,” Mr. Doyle 
explained briefly before the hearing. “I've asked myself 
why I didn’t let this thing go, but there’s nobody out 
there to fight for him.” Mr. Doyle is seeking a court order 
to place the nine-year-old into public school so that he 
may "grow socially and be mainstreamed.” He said he 
opened the case as an “unpaid, unsolicited lawyer.” Joining 
Mr. Doyle in questioning was Jeffrey Getty, a Cumberland 
lawyer, who said he represented the child's father. 

According to testimony during the hearing, the 
youngster was enrolled in a Garrett County elementary 
school last fall, did exceptionally well academically until 
about mid-March when his mother abruptly withdrew him 
from school and began a home schooling program. 
Diagnosed with attention deficit hyperactive disorder 
‘ADHD) yet also gifted with above average intelligence, 
the child received some individualized instruction under 
special education guidelines but also was one of 19 
students of a regular fourth-grade classroom teacher, 
according to witnesses. 

The child’s mother, who supports her son with ADFC 
benefits, learned of Mr. Doyle's petition two weeks ago and 
had no legal counsel until Oakland attorney Craig Ingram 
came forward to help last Friday Mr. Ingram is also a 
home schooler “I realize this may not be just a pure 
home-schooling case, but I'm treating this as strictly 
that,” said Mr. Ingram, who offered his legal services 
gratis. Unable to subpoena some witnesses at such late

Mr. Ingram -- as did Mr. Doyle -- tried to present a bes 
case scenario for the child’s educational needs. As Judge 
Leasure noted, in question was not child custody by schoo 
placement 

"We're not her to judge whether or not home schooling 
is good or bad -- and there are representatives of hom« 
schooling here today,” said Mr. Doyle. “The issue here i: 
the misdirection and the inability to control a child. (Thi: 
child) should be mainstreamed and not under the 
domination of one person” Mr Doyle's witnesses includec 
the child’s public school teacher, who provided a history 
of the child’s intellectual development, including the fact 
she identified him for an enrichment program. "He needed 
more than I could provide him,” said the teacher. “He hac 
a vast storehouse of information and so many interest: 
that needed to be worked with and I didn’t have the time 
to develop all that.” For two terms, the child received al 
A's, but by mid-March, he slowed production and hit 
grades dropped, the teacher testified. But she also said she 
was surprosed when the mother suddenly withdrew her 
son from school. 

Also testifying was a_ licensed psychologist and 
consultant to the Garrett County Board of Education whc 
recommended that the child be returned to publie school 
“where he could be reinforced correctly.” The psychologist, 
who was familiar with the child’s emotional and intel- 
lectual background, described the grade schooler az 
“dealing well with the adult world but not a kid's world.” 
Though not endorsing home schooling, he admitted that 
a one-to-one teaching relationship such as the mother and 
sulla now share, is a "good way of dealing with ADHD 

ids. 

After some shaky attempts to qualify a Taneytown, Md 
home schooler and private school teacher as an expert 
witness (m church home schooing instead of education as 
was first sought), the home school educator endorsed the 
child’s home schooling curriculum At Mr, Thomas' 
request, he has evaluated the child in the morning before 
the hearing. He cited an apparent “nurturing environ- 
ment, mother s log book of instruction and the pair's 
enthusiastic inter-relationship” as evidence of successful 
home schooling 

The mother was also briefly called to testify when 
Judge L#asure, citing time constraints, suggested that 
out-of-town witnesses be called first The hearing was 
recessed in late afternoon and will be co 
in Allegany County Circuit Court, 
days.

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced that 
interest rates on loans from 
the Maryland Water Quality 
Revolving Loan Fund are

‘reatment plants, providing 
sewers to areas with failing 
septic tanks, and reducing 
nonpoint source pollution. 

"We want to help local 
governments with projects 
which are needed to clean up 
the Bay,” said the governor. 
"Many projects have been 
ready to go for several years, 
but were beyond the eco- 
nomic reach of local govern- 
ments. These reduced rates 
can help get water quality 
improvement projects under- 
way.” 





Moat local governments 
will be eligible for 3.25% 
loans. Counties with low 
median household incomes — 
Allegany, Caroline, Dor- 
chester, Garrett, Somerset, 
and Worcester counties and 
the City of Baltimore — will 
be eligible for 2.25% interest 
rate loans. Prior loans from 
the Revolving Loan Fund 
have carried interest rates 
ranging from 3.705 percent 
to 4.804 percent. 

Local governments have 
20 years after project com- 
pletion to repay the loan. 





Local governments with the 
highest bond ratings borrow 
money at about 5 to 6 per- 
cent in the public debt mar- 
kets for comparable bonds. 

The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Environment (MDE) 
administers the Revolving 
Loan Fund which was estab- 
lished after the federal 
wastewater grants program 
was abolished in 1989. The 
federal government now only 
provides funds for loan pro- 
grams. 

The buying power of the 
fund has been increased in 


recent years by using inno- 
vative financing techniques 
to make loans which save 
local governments about 10 
percent of their project costs. 

“By creatively leveraging 
our federal grants with reve- 
nue bonds and careful man- 
agement of the fund in past 
years, we have created some 
additional loan opportunities 
at this time,” said Maryland 
Secretary of the Environ- 
ment Robert Perciasepe. "We 
will have approximately $84 
million available to loan this 
year.” 





SOUTHERN 
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Since the Revolving Loan 
Fund was established, $172 
million has been loaned for 
60 water quality improve- 
ment projects around the 
stete using funds provided 
by the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency and the 
State of Maryland. 

The special rates will be 
available until September 30, 
1993, after which they will 
rise to 2.50 percent and 3.50 
percent until the end of the 
year. Local governments are

well, where have you encountered 
him unrecognized in your life.

Sing “Auld Lang Syne” and 
shed a tear in your beer Alter 
more than a decade, one of TV's 
bnghtest. warmest lights 1s about 
lo fade away Cheers takes its 
final bow Thursday, May 20. in 
a 90-minute closing episode pre 
ceded by a half-hour of reminis 
cences dubbed Last Cail The 
series was the last vestige of 
NBC's “hest night of television 
on television” of the early- to 
mid- 1980s. which included The 
Bill Cosby Show and Hill Street 
Blue 

One of the longest-lived sit 
corns of all time, Cheers grew 
more expensive to make with 
each passing season, as the 
ensemble cast earned ever-high 
er salaries But despite rumors 
for each of the last three years 
that production costs were 
becoming prohibitive, it has 
returned to delight millions of 
devoted fans 

Yet to Rhea Perlman, a multi- 
ple Emmy winner as Carla the 
feisty barmaid and one of only 
four cast members who has been 
with the show since the begin 
hing (the others are Ted Danson, 
George Wendt and John 
Ratzenberger). the biggest 
investment in Cheers came mits 
first season 

“From the beginning, the way 
the network handled the show 
made us feel special.” Perlman 
said at a January reception held 
for the press on the Cheers set 

“Even though we were way 
down in the ratings - way down, 
dead last - I think we always felt 
lihe we had a special show 
NBC was constantly patting us 
on the back and saying. ‘We're 
gonna stick with it‘ Tt was a very 
positive feeling * 

But it wasn't money or lack of 
network commitment that finally 
ended Cheers’ run It was a deci 
sion by Danson to move on 
With expenence in feature films 
and TV movies including # Men 
and a Baby, Cousins and 
Something About Amelta., 
Danson decided to quit his day 
job - a move that sealed the 
fates of his fellow actors as well

In 
its sweep and depiction of mu- 
tual misunderstanding of val-

Each of the first five seg- 


ments takes up the history of 
settlers’ conflicts with a dif- 
ferent Western tribe the Na- 
vajo. Nez Perce. Apache, 
Cheyenne and Lakota. The fi- 
hal installment traces the de- 
cline of American Indian pow- 
er after the high-water mark 
of its resistance. the victory of 
Sitting Bull's Indian alliance 
over Custer's 7th Cavalry at 
the Little Bighorn 
“How the West Was Lost” in- 
corporates the hy-now-famil- 
tar techniques used hy Ken 
Burns in “The Civil War”: nar- 
ration. current and archival 
photography. voice-overs hy 
actors reading from contem- 
porary accounts and the per- 
Spectives of historians (in this 
case. Utley). It adds an impor- 
tant new wrinkle. as well the 
accounts of current living de- 
scendants of the principais of 
what they were told happened 
Given the rich oral traditions 
of many American Indian 
tribes, it is an important coun- 
terbalance to written ac- 
counts, which were. of course. 
largely composed by the white 
victors 
What really sets “How the 
West Was Lost” apart. howev- 
er, is its even-handedness — it 
is not afraid to admit that 
American Indians. as well as 
whites, were capable of atroc- 
ities. But this only adds to the 
Indians case When the facts 
are on the table, the intemper-

Governor Schaefer Announces $4.3 
Million Increase In Financial Aid 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced that 
financial aid for Maryland 
students attending college 
in-state will increase by $4.3 
million during the 1993-94 
academic year. 

The increase will make it 
possible for an additional 
3,400 students to receive 
scholarships under the Gen- 
eral State Scholarship pro- 


gram, the state’s major grant 
program. The projected aver- 
age award will be $1,259. 
Funds for the increase 
come from three sources: 


* A $2.75 million increase 
in the financial aid budget 
recommended by the gover- 
nor and approved by the 
General Assembly. 

* A $354,567 cut from the 
budget as a cost containment 
moasure during FY ’93 but 
restored for FY ‘04. 

* $1.2 million that was 
awarded to more than 1,000 
Maryland students attending 
college out-of-state. In De- 
cember, recognizing that 
more than 5,500 in-state 
students did not receive 
swards in FY ‘93, the Mary- 
land Higher Education Com- 
mission voted to restrict 
General State Scholarship 
awards to students attending 
in-state institutions. 


Total funding for the 
General State program in FY 
‘94 will be $16.1 million. 
Over 13,000 students will 
receive grants. 

The average award is 
almost eight percent higher 
than during the 1992-93 
academic year because tui- 
tion and fees at public cam- 
puses in Maryland will in- 
crease by that percentage 


Tax Receipts 
Pour In Just 
Before Deadline 


Maryland State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Gokistein says 
the April flood of individual 
income tax returns, 
estimated tax payments, and 
employer withholding 
returns produced a record 
amount of gross revenue for 
April 1993. “The total 
amount of income tax 
revenue received amounted 
to $619.5 million, exceeding 
the April 1991, record for a 
single month’s receipts of 
$592.2 million by 4.6 
percent,” Goldstein said. "We 
also set a record for a single 
day’s deposit when $76.1 
million was deposited on 
April 28th - $2.1 million 
higher than the previous 
record set on June 17, 1991," 
the comptroller added. 

Goldstein pointed out 
that, after refunds and local 
income tax distributions 
were subtracted from the 
record gross receipts for 
April, net General Fund 
state income tax revenue 
amounted to $302,237,659, 
up $30.1 million over the net 
amount received for the 
same month last year. 

The comptroller said an 
important reason for the 
record receipts was the quick 
deposit procedures practiced 
by the income tax division, 
where employees worked 
shifts from 5:30 a.m. until 
10:30 p.m. from April 5 
through April 28 - including 
two Saturdays - to deposit 
629,390 checks. Those 
checks, received during that 
intense period of filing 
activity, totaled 
$479,857,041. 

“We record the payments 
and prepare the checks on 
special] encoding machines to 
allow the state to earn 
interest on deposits starting 
from 9 a.m., even though the 
deposit is not made until 
later in the afternoon,” Gold- 
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stein said. 

For the first nine months 
of fiscal year 1993, net Gen- 
eral Fund individual and 
corporation income tax reve- 
nue totaled $2.4 billion, a 
growth of $125.4 million 
over the collections for the 
same period of the previous 
year, and approximately $30 
million ahead of estimates 
for the period. 


Water Skiing 
Restrictions 
Noted By DNR 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) reminds personal 
watercraft users that it is 
illegal in Maryland waters to 
tow water skiers. On May 
24, new regulations will go 
into effect that will allow 
water skiing from personal 
watercraft that are specifical- 
ly designed for pulling skiers 
and similar activities. 

The Maryland Natural 
Resources Police (NRP) will 
be monitoring this activity 
and will issue citations to 
users of personal watercraft 
(Jetski-type vessels) who do 
not abide by the new and old 
regulations. 

After May 24, a personal 
watercraft can tow a skier 
only if the vessel: has a 
capacity of three people 
(which includes the driver, a 
rear-facing observer and the 
water skier should he/she 
need to stop skiing and go 
on-board), and is specifically 
designed by the manufactur- 
er for water skiing. 

The drivers of these ves- 
sels must also adhere to all 
regulationsregarding person- 
al watercraft and water 
skiing.

SHA Cautions 
Motorists ‘About 


Construction Sites 


The Maryland State 
Highway Administration 
(SHA) reminds motorists 
that every day throughout 
the sununer there are more 
than 100 construction work 
zones statewide, and 
motorists should be extreme- 
ly cautious for their own 
safety and the safety of 
highway workers while 
traveling through work 
zones. 

“Guiding motorists safely 
through construction work 
zones this summer continues 
to be one of our priorities,” 
SHA Administrator Hal 
Kassoff said. “Motorists, as 
well as highway workers, 
need to be aware of the 
potential dangers that exist 
in work zones. Because of 
the dangers, we have taken 
extras step to make our 
construction work zones as 
safe as possible.” 

One preventive SHA 
takes in maintaining safe 
work zones is a work zone 
safety training program that 
has reached national 
prominence and in which 
more than 8,000 state 
emplovees have been trained 
An intense site inspection 
programcomplements SHA’s 
safety training. 

Nevertheless, SHA 
reminds motorists of the 
dangers of driving through 
work zones and offers some 
suggestions to ensure a safe 
trip. 

Following are some hints 
to help guide drivers safely 
through work zones. 

* STAY ALERT! - Pay 
attention to where you are 
and what you're doing! It's 
the most important part of

approaching and passing 
through construction sonee. 

* PLAN AHEAD - Whe- 
ther you are taking a trip 
over unfamiliar roads, or just 
making your daily commute, 
construction activity may be 
present on your route. SHA 
regularly provides informa- 
tion to statewide media 
about current construction 
projects. You may want to 
plan alternate routes, or 
leave earlier in order to 
assure you reach your desti- 
nation on time. 

* DETOURS - In some 
cases, detours will be posted 
to advise motorists of alter- 
nate routes. It is important 
to take your time because 
you may not be familiar with 
the detour. 

* SLOW DOWN! -- 
Speed limits are often re- 
duced in work zones. Lower 
speed limits are imposed for 
numerous reasons, but pri- 
marily, for your safety and 
the safety of highway work- 
ers. Motorists convicted of 
speeding in designated work 
zones pay double the stan- 
dard fine. These work areas 
are marked with special 
signs that tell drivers speed- 
ing fines are doubled. 

* THINK ORANGE - 
Orange is the standard color 
for all work areas. If you see 
orange, be aware and pre- 
pare to make driving adjust- 
ments. 

"Although work zones 
may cause delays and incon- 
venience some drivers, they 
are a necessary step in pro- 
viding safe and efficient 
roadways. So, before you hit 
the open road, find out 
where and when the con- 
struction will be occurring 
and try to avoid that area,”

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AFBF Says Labeling Of BST 
Milk Not Supported By Science 


Labeling of nulk from 
cows receiving supplements 
uf bovine somatotropin 
(BST) would raise un- 
founded food safety fears to 
the detriment of consumers 
and producers. a Vermont 
dairy farmer said 

Representmg the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion before a federal Food 
and Drug Administration 
(FDA) panel. Walter Pyle 
testified that requiring food 
product labels that fail to 
provide any real health or 
nutrition information runs 
counter to the mission of 
government food labeling 

“Based on the many 
studies and large amount of 
research that has been done 
(it is obvious that) labeling 
of milk from cows receiving 
supplemental BST will not 
provide information on 
health or nutrition. since 
their milk and milk prodl- 
ucts are indistinguishable 
from any other milk or milk 
products.” he said 

“Raising unfounded food 
safety fears should never be 
the roleof government regu- 
latory activity, By requir- 
ing any labeling regarding 
BST. FDA would be creat- 
ing astandard. whichis not 
scientifically verifiable 

“Pyle. president of the 
Vermont Farm Rureau and 
a member of the AFBF 
board. said AFBF has “no 
direct policy interest either 
proor conin the approval of 
BST” AFBF policy. how- 
ever does support “the de- 
velopment and acceptance 
of new technology as long 
as it does not lessen the 
quality of the product and is 
found to be safe for humans. 
animals and the environ- 
ment” 

He said new technology 
should be evaluated and if 
approved. should be made 
available to producers who 
will ultimately determine 
its acceptance based on its 
abihty to increase efficiency 
and improve an operation s 
bottom line 


“1 want to be able to 
market my products in con- 
tainers w hose labels reflect 
science-based decision mak- 
ing not debates over the 
production practice ” he 
said “The strength of the 
FDA review and label pro- 
cess is based on adherence 
toscientific evaluation The 
credibility of the process is 


what is at stake here 

Pyle said that labeling 
mandated aceording to how 
a product is produced 
rather than on tts safety for 
animals andhumans, would 
set a confusing precedence 

“Do consumers need to 
know whether my milk is 
from Ilolstein. Jersey or 
some other breed?” he 
asked “Should we require 
labeling on type of feed and 
forage. milk parlor design 
orgeographic keation of the 
farm” 

The Vermont dairyman 
said the BST labeling deci- 
sion would not only decide 
the “propriety of labeling a 
particular product of bio- 
technology’ -- in this case 
BST -- but it would also set 
the tone of American 
society's attitude toward 
new technology in general 

“The key to both (issues) 
is the same.” he said “A 
science-based system. sub- 
ject to review and public 
input. must be the final de- 
cision point Whether BST 
ts approved for use or not ts 
irrelevant to the central is- 
sue of whether product la- 
beling should be based on 
emotion rather than sci- 
ence” 

Thus far. Pyle testified 
scientific research has 
shown that 

*All milk contains BST 
and the level of BST in milk 
from cows recewing supple- 
mental BST 1s in the same 
range as that of non-supple- 
mented cows 

*Milk and milk products 
produced from the milk of 
cows recewing supplemen- 
tal BST have been evalu- 
ated by nutritionist: and 
found tobe nodifferent from 
that of non-supplemented 
cOWs 

*Novalidhuman health 
concerns have been identi- 
fied by those in the medical 
and scientific communities 
who have studied the use of 
supplemental BST 

“Science and the FDA 
decision-making process 
must be the final determi- 
nant.” he saul “Although 
the final decision 1s pend- 
ing the strong scientific 
conclusions regarding (the 
safety of} BST and the milk 
from cows receiving supple- 
mental BST seem irrefut- 
able”

Affordable Electric Fence 
Deters Deer, Protects Plants 


With the arrival of spring, 
meny people are eager to 
enjoy the pleasurea of their 
grounds and gardens. Un- 
fortunately, in many places, 
so are hungry deer 

With the explosive growth 
of Maryland's deer popula- 
tion over the last decade, 
people in more rural areas 
are finding it almost impos- 
sible to maintain a usable 
garden or to protect fnut 
trees and other high-value 
crops from hungry deer, ac- 
cording to Jonathan Kays, 
natura) resources specialist 
with the Cooperative Exten- 
sion Service, Maryland In- 
stitute for Agriculture and 
Natural Resources. Even 
suburban residents living in 
more developed areas are 
experiencing increased dam- 
age to prized plants and 
shrubs. 

Fortunately forthem, says 
Kays, an affordable electric 
deer fence has proved effec- 
tive in keeping deer out of 
arcas up to three acres. 

The fence 1s usually made 
of polywire, a high-visibility 
plastic filament wire inter- 
woven with strands of stain- 
less steel, which conducts 
electricity. A single strand of 
polywire is suspended about 
30 inches above the ground 
from three- to four foot tall 
fiberglassrods at intervals of 
30 to 50 feet. Two strands of 
wire also can be used, one 20 
inches and the other 36 
inches above the ground. 

Aluminum foil “flags” are 
attached to the wire with 
tape orclips. The undersides

of the flegs are baited with 
peanut butter. When deer 
smell the peanut butter and 
try to eat it, they touch the 
flags with their noses and 
get eshock. The shock causes 
no serious damage, but is 
painful enough to leave a 
lasting impression. 

“The baited flags are an 
important element of the 
electricfence,” Kaysexplains, 
“because a shock to the nose 
is more of a deterrent than a 
shock to the leg would be if a 
deer walked into the fence.” 

Electrical current is pro- 
vided to the fence by a high- 
powered charger. Chargers 
with outputs of two joules or 
more are available from elec- 
tric fence companies. An 
A.C.-powered charger costs 
the least per joule of output 
and requires little mainte- 
nance. In many cases, the 
charger can be located at a 
nearby power source and an 
aluminum wire strung to 
where the fence starts. Be- 
cause of the pain caused by 
the charge, landowners who 
install this fence must ad- 
dress potential liability is- 
sues, including the possibil- 
ity of accidental shock tochil- 
dren or other people. 

Maintenance of the fence 
is crucial to its success. It 
must be checked every day 
for the first few months to 
ensure that the voltage is 
sufficient and that the fence 
has not been knocked down. 

The flags must be rebaited 
every six to eight weeks. 
This type of fence costs 
less than conventional high- 
tensile electric fencing-- 
about $277 for a three-acre 
area. It can be taken down 
and moved easily when nec- 
essary.

Young Poultry 
Need Health 
Protection 


Springtime 18 flu season 
for all sorts of poultry young- 
sters-.including chicks, 
poults, ducklings, goslings 
and keets (baby guinea fow)). 
Like newborns of almost any 
species, poultry peeps have 
not been exposed to a wide 
range of viruses and other 
disease-causing organisms. 

So they have not had op- 
portunity to build up anti- 
bodies that permit resistance 
to maladies like avian influ- 
enza--a disease that can 
prove fatal to poultry but is 
not transmissible tohumans. 

Even low-level infections 
to which older birds are im- 
munecancause problems for 
poultry youngsters, accord- 
ing to Edward T. Mallinson, 
poultry veterinarian for the 
Cooperative Extension Ser- 
vice, Maryland Institute for 
Agriculture and Natural 
Resources. Dr. Mallinson 1s 
a faculty member at the Col- 
lege Park campus of the Vir- 
ginia-Maryland Regional 
College of Veterinary Medi- 
cine. 

Mallinson notes that the 
bigavian influenza outbreak 
during the winter of 1983-84 
in Pennsylvania actually got 
started in the spring of 1983, 
when the disease was 
thought tobe active in young 
waterfowl] and/or seabirds. 

There also was an avian 
influenza scare for the poul- 
try industry in the Mid-At- 
lantic area this past winter. 
And even though no cases 
were confirmed in commer- 
cial poultry flocks, Mallinson 
feels that areservoirof HSN2 
virus infection exists, espe- 
cially in the network of small 
flocks and live poultry auc- 
tion marketsthroughout the 
Northeast. This emphasizes 
the continuing need for vigi- 
lant attention to biosecurity 
measures. 

Wild waterfowl] hatchlings 
have been known to infect 
range-reared domestic tur- 
key flocks with the avian in- 
fluenza virus, and they could 
infect other types of poultry 
allowed torun free. So poul- 
try producers are advised to 
check hiding places for wild 
waterfow] neats. These hid- 
ing places could be under 
bushes near farm dwellings 
and other buildings--includ- 
ing poultry houses. 

Other sources of infection 
include: 

* Free-ranging poultry 
wandering to neighboring 
farms. Such birds might also 
be killed by predators and 
their carcasses dragged to 
someone else’s property. 

* Contact with the live 
auction market network. 

Most large commercial 
poultry flocks are kept in 
confinement these days, 
largely asa health measure. 
And Mallinson emphasizes 
that confinement also can 
help prevent the spread of 
disease among small flocks. 

Afour-page leaflet, Home- 
made Comfort Cages for 
Small Poultry Flocks (FS 
429), is available free from 
offices of the Cooperative 
Extension Service through- 
out Marylend 

Other biosecurity mea- 
sures include: 

* Keep various poultry 
species separate. Guinea 
fowl, for instance, may be 
more susceptible to certain 
strains of avian influenza 
than arechickens. Don'ttake 
chances with a menagene,

of new, potentially danger- 
ous virus mutations. 

* Purchase healthy chicks 
from a reputable source. The 
1993 Small Flock Source List 
is now available free from 
county Extension offices in 
Maryland. 

Charles J. Wabeck, Ex- 
tension poultry specialist at 
the Princess Anne facility of 
the Lower Eastern Shore 
Research and Education 
Center, notes that hatcher- 
iesin the Small Flock Source 
List are those that meet mgid 
criteria established by the 
National Poultry Improve- 
ment Plan of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Dr. Wabeck agrees that 
buyingchicks from approved 
hatcheries will not guaran- 
tee disease-free flocks. But 
the potential for poultry dis- 
ease problems 1s greatly re- 
duced. 

Both Wabeck and Mallin- 
son admonish small flock 
owners that this is notime to 
be complacent about avian 
influenza and other serious 
poultry diseases, despite re- 
cent easing of restrictionson 
poultry shows and live poul- 
try auction markets. 

“Caution 18 still--and al- 
ways will be--the watchword 
for poultry health,” Mallinson 
declared:

* Slugs love cool, moist weather and succulent. leafy 
crops, especially lettuce and cabbage. Debris m the garden 
provides them with a place to hide and should be removed 
promptly. To see if your garden is under attack, put out a 
board or invert a flower pot m the garden. The next morning 
see if there are any slugs clinging underneath If so. begin 
removing them by hand to decrease their population 
* When crops hke squash and cucumbers are planted 
in acircle or hill, place a stick upright in the middle of the 
circle and leave it there. Later on youll know where towater 
the main roots hidden among the vines 
* To ensure pollination of sweet com. plant several 
rows together in a block. rather than in one long row. Side- 
dress with three tablespoons of 10-10-10 per 10 feet of row 
when 12-18 inches high 
* Regular swect corn. super-sweet varieties. and pop- 
corm should be isolated from each other by at least 200 feet 
to prevent cross-pollination 
* When planting large-seeded lima or butter beans in 
our heavy clay soils. it may help germination to plant the 
seed on edge. facilitating the emergence of the large cotyle- 
dons. or seed leaves 
* Deep transplanting is good for tomatoes. Tomato 
plants can ve set 60 deeply in the ground that only a httle tuft 
of leaves shows above the surface. Remove all leaves that 
would be under the soil. Don't try deep transplanting with 
other vegetables or flowers 
* Seed should normally be planted at depth that is two 
to three times the seed diameter

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer has announced that 
more than $5.6 million dol- 
lars has been released to the 
Maryland Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (MEMA) by 
the Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency (FEMA) for 
distribution to state agencies 
and local subdivisions for 
emergency claims following 
the “Blizzard of ‘93."

The County Commissioners of Garrett County proposes to increase 


property taxes. 


1. For the tax year beginning July 1, 1993, the estimated 
assessable base will increase by 3.2%, from $603,388,199 to 
$622,876,290. 
2. If Garrett County maintains the current tax rate of $2.24 per 
$100 of assessment, propertytax revenues will increase by 3.2%, 
resulting in $436,533 of new property tax revenues. 

3. In order to fully offset the effect of increasing assessments, the 
property tax rate should be reduced to $2.17, the constant yield 


rate. 


4. The County is considering not reducing its property tax rate 
enough to offset increasing assessment. 


The County proposes to adopt a tax rate of $2.24 per $100 of 
assessment.

A wonderful way to spenda 
rainy summer afternoon. when I 
was a young girl on the farm.

haymow “Stay away from the 
hay holes.” we were cautioned 
If we avoided those havholes.

or getting hurt oursclycs 

Grandma soldlace curtains 
became wedding gowns and ball 
gowns to be worn with Mom s 
old high-heeled shocs as we 
climbed to castles and fons lo- 
cated high on the cliffs of the 
haymow Quitc oficn we would 
find a nest of baby kittens with 
their cyes still closed 

And 1] vividly remember the 
time | found the old hen with a 
bunchof baby chicks scratching 
around for hayseeds and grain 
onthe barn floor Whenthe hen 
saw me, she decided to take the 
chicks to the safety of their nest 
hidden between twobales of hay 
and about six inches higher than 
the barn floor 

She went into the nest hole. 
clucking to her chicks who all 
followed obedicntly All except 
the last little chick. thatis Ityust 
couldn't seem to make that six- 
inch climb into the nest So | 
reached down and helped it! As 
I ran screaming from the barn 
with that old hen chasing and 
flogging me. my fear of chick- 
ens. which lasted about 20 years 
began 

Some of the other hens vis- 
ited the barn floor on a regular 
basis. and laid an cgg a day ina 
spot they chose for e nest 
Grandma usually found the nests 
and gathered the eggs to use in 
the house But one afternoon. 
before the eggs were gathered. 
my cousins and I went off to the 
bam with the kettles and dishes 
from my new play baking set 
and a bucket of sand from the 
sandbox Mixing sand and cggs

togcther, we made some of the 
best mud pics ever The fun 
continued until we were discov- 
ered by Grandia when she came 
for the cggs. which she found 
broken. mixed with mud. and 
smeared all over the barn 
Once cach summer a scl- 
dom-used door high up at the 
back of the barn floor was 
opened From that door, which 
had been used long before I was 
born when threshing was still 
done on the farm, I could sec out 
over the pastured valley downto 
the creck (pronounced crik) and 
onupthce opposite hill tothe hay 
fields ontop The loose hay and 
straw on the barn floor was 
forked out of that door into the 
barnyard and the floor was swept 
clean. the cobwebs were re- 
moved. and long tables and 
benches were set up in prepara- 
tion for the annual family re- 
union 
It seemed to me that our 
farm was bombarded that one 
day cach ycar with flocks of 
distant relatives I didn't know, 
who pinched and hugged me 
and told me how much I'd 
grown The food was great. 
though. and the long table that 
ran the whole width of the bam 
floor groaned under the weight 
of it Ten-gallon milk cans were 
filled with iced tea and a couple 
of really big watermelons were 
stored in the milk cooler to be 
cut later in the hot afternoon 
At an older age, the time I 
spent in the barn involved more 
work than play I helped put

German “bank” barn, built into 
the side of a hill with a barn 
bridge leading from the top of 
the bank into the upper story of 
thebarn That'sthe style of most 
of the older barns tn the arca 
Barns are not built that way 
today. for many rcasons. and 
it's our loss There’s a special 
feeling of quict solitude felt in 
old barns not felt in todays new 
oncs Or maybe it’s that good 
feeling of providing shelter for 
the animals and a barn full of 
winter feed, all in one unit, that 
is the special appeal of an old 
barn In the beautiful book

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Garrett District President Bishoff Is 
Currently Serving On Bay Committee 


By Diane Lee 

Although Garrett County 
is a long way from the Ches- 
apeake Bay, George Bishoff 
of Friendsville is still con- 
cerned about pollution in the 
Bay. He’s concerned enough 
to get involved. 

On November 17, 1992, 
Bishoff (who serves as presi- 
dent of the Garrett Soil 
Conservation District'sboard 
of supervisors) was one of 
over 80 representatives from 
state and federal agricultural 
environmental agencies, the 
research community, and 
farm and environmental 
organizations who met to 
begin developing strategies 
for reducing the amount of 
agricultural nonpoint source 
run-off entering the Bay 

A large portion of water 
pollution comes from what is 
called "nonpoint sources,” 
pollution that finds its way 
into streams and rivers from 
widely scattered sources on 
the land and in the air. 
Nonpoint pollution can come 
from erosion, acid rain, for- 
estry, mining, and from 
cities and towns. It can also 
come from agriculture. 

Nutrients, mainly nitro- 
gen and phosphorus, have 
been identified as a major 
nonpoint source pollutant 
affecting the Bay and its 
tributaries. These nutrients 
are contained in animal 
waste, fertilizers, and sludge. 
In excess, they upset the 
Bay’s ecological balance and 
can harm aquatic life. The 
1987 Chesapeake Bay Agree- 
ment committed Maryland 
and other Bay jurisdictions 
to a 40% reduction in nutri- 
ents entering the Chesa- 
peake by the year 2000. 

The Chesapeake Execu- 


Nonpoint Source Initiative 
Committee is a cooperative 
effort between the Bay 
States of Maryland, Pennay!- 
vania and Virginia, federal 
agencies and the agricultural 
community. Bishoff is serv- 
ing on the Intergovernmen- 
tal Coordination and Part- 
nership Subcommittee. 

"The Committee was 
developed to try to insure 
that farmers did their part 
to reduce the nutrient reduc- 
tion goals set for the Bay,” 
Bishoff said. “Somebody has 
to take the time to help 
represent the farmer. I just 
felt obligated to represent 
agriculture - the farmer.” 

Bishoff accepted an invi- 
tation from Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer to 
serve on the committee. 
Schaefer is chairman of the 
executive council, which 
created the initiative. Bishoff 
serves on the committee asa 
representative from the 
Maryland Association of Soil 
Conservation Districts. He is 
second vice-president of the 
state organization and has 
been chairman of the Gar- 
rett Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict since 1978. 

"The initiative will bring 
diverse groupe from universi- 
ties, the private sector as 
well as federal and state 
government together to 
determine how we can en- 
hance and better coordinate 
our efforts,” said Governor 
Schaefer in his letter ask- 
mg Bishoff to participate 

"By participating in the 
initiative, you along with 
your fellow representatives 
have the opportunity to 
develop policy recommenda- 
tions that will benefit both 
the agricultural community

Bay,” Schaefer said in a later 
letter 

Bishoff, a fourth genera- 
tion Garrett County farmer, 
grew up learning about soil 
conservation from hus father. 
He remembers his father 
installing a diversion ditch in 
the 1940's, possibly one of 
the first conservation efforts 
in Garrett County. That 
ditch, which was dug with a 
two-bottom drag plow and 
leveled with a pull-type grad- 
er, is still being used today. 
It still serves its purpose of 
protecting the land below it 
from erosion. 

Bishoff says one of Gar- 
rett County’s main problems 
concerning conservation 
efforts is the red tape of 
getting permits for even time 
tested and proven tech- 
niques. Last year it took one 
farmer four months to ob- 
tain a permit to put in a 
culvert so his cattle coukl 
cross a stream without walk- 
ing through it and making 
the water muddy every time. 

"The time element and 
complexity of dealing with 
multi-layered federal and 
state agencies and regula- 
tions discourages and frus- 
trates land owners to the 
point that it’s counterpro- 
ductive,” Bishoff said. 

One of the Intergovern- 
mental Subcommittee’s 
recommendations is for 
various agencies to work 
together to set up a permit 
policy which will expedite 
the procedure. If the agen- 
cies worked together they 
could issue the farmer one 
permit instead of requiring 
him to contact each individu- 
al department. Delays would 
be eliminated without creat- 
ing more bureaucracy. 

The Intergovernmental 
Subcommittee is also recom- 
mending that farmers have 
better representation on the 
original Chesapeake Bay 
Commission, which has only 
one member who is a farm- 
er. 
"Somehow the proportion 
of agriculture representation 
on the Bay Commission 
[must be] corrected to give 
agriculture a fair representa- 
tion,” Bishoff said. "The 
people who own and work 
the land aren’t represented.” 

“George has been very 
helpful,” said Stacy Seidlitz 
of Bishoff's work on the 
committee. Seidlitz repre- 
sents the Maryland Secre- 
tary of Agriculture on the 
Committee. "It really brings 
back reality to have the 
farmer's input. People like 
George have been great and 
have been very involved.” 

The Intergovernmental 
Subcommittee will present 
its report to the Agricultural 
Nonpoint Source Initiative at 
its next meeting. The initia- 
tive will then combine its 
three subcommittee reports 
and present a final report to 
the executive council in

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Former Garrett County Farm Queen Becomes 
Farm Editor Of Lancaster, Pa., Newspaper

Daina Savage Dailey has 
represented agriculture 
from the time she was 
Garrett County Farm 
Queen less than 10 years 
ago. until now an her job as 
the farm editor of The 
Intelligencer Journal. a 
daily newspaper in 
Lancaster County. Pa.. one 
ofthe most productive farm- 
ing areas in the United 
States 

The former Daina Sav- 
age. daughter of Wilham 
and Ruta Savage of. Turkey 
Neck. speaks of growing up 
in Garrett County and her 
early years in 4-H. “I was a 
4-H member for seven years. 
beginning in the Monte 
Vista Jumor Club and the 
Garrett County Dairy Goat 
Club When I was a mem- 
ber of the Dairy Goat Club 1 
tasted yogurt and goats 
milk for the first tame ” 

In her record book 
Daina found this statement 
in her first year's 4-H story 
written when she was nine 
yearsold:“Mrs Kepple,our 
leader. talked me into giv- 
ing a talk at public speak- 
ing I didnt believe it but 1 
got a red ribbon Later I 
gave a visual presentation 
and won a blue mbbon.” In 
her third year in 4-H. she 
was elected news reporter 
for the Country Kids 4-H 
Club “1 was very busy tak- 
ing notes and writing sto- 
ries "she wrote in her record 


book Her early journalism 
training continued when 
she was elected news re- 
porter for the Red House 4- 
H Cluban her fourth year of 
club work 

In 1985. Daina was cho- 
sen Garrett County Farm 
Queen and represented 
Farm Bureau at picnics. 
dinners. banquets. the state 
farm queen contest and the 
state convention as well as 
the Rotary dinner and the 
Garrett County Fair Board 
banquet where she spoke 
She rode floats in the Au- 
tumn Glory Festival and 
Grantsville Days parades 


“At the Garrett County 
Fanr | enjoyed attending al- 
most every event listed on 
the schedule and learned so 
much about things I had 
completely missed other 
years at the fair. All the 
livestock judges made a spe- 
cial attempt tohelp melearn 
about the finer parts of their 
animals,” she said in her 
farewell speech at the end 
of her reign in 1986. Today 
she says that is something 
that has come in handy for 
all the fairs and shows she 
covers in her job as agricul- 
tural reporter. She said she 
even had a chance to draw 
on that experience while 
serving as judge for the 
Pennsylvania State Poultry 
Queen Contest held in 
Lancaster 

After leaving the county 
following graduation from 
Southern High School in 
1986. she attended Dickin- 
son College in Carlisle, Pa., 
where she graduated in 


1989 While there, she was 
editor of the college literary 
magazine, The Dickinson 
Revieu: She also wrote the- 
atre reviews for the college 
paper. The Dickinsonian 
and worked as an intern for 
thecollege communications 
office writing stories about 
college hfe for incoming 
freshmen students 

Following graduation, 
she says she applied at 
newspapers in Harrisburg, 
York and Lancaster. “I 
wrote fora weekly, the Litiz 
Record-Express 1n Lan- 
caster, for eight months, 
then I was hired as farm 
editor at the Lancaster 
Intelligencer Journal, Lan- 
casters morning paper 
where I've worked since Gc- 
tober 1990,” she says. She 
adds that the newspaper 
was amazed that they had 
found a writer with some 
background in agriculture, 
and they were thrilled that 
she had raised steers when 
she was in 4-H 

“My responsibilities in- 
clude covering agricultural 
issues that affect Lancaster 
County. and as a staff re- 


porter, I also review plays. 
concerts, and art shows for 
the weekly Happenings tab- 
loid. In a snowboarding 
story for the guide, I was 
able to include The Wisp in 
my coverage of nearby ski 
areas” 

Daina’s typical day usu- 
ally begins at 3 p.m., when 
she might possibly stop by 
the Farm and Home Center 
tovisit the Extension agents 
for each area - horticulture.

Lancaster County is the 
most productive non-irri- 
gated farming county in the 
United States, with total ag 
receipts at $678 million last 
year. Such productivity has 
made Lancaster County 
farmers known worldwide 
“Dignmitaries from foreign 
countries often make the 


county's farms one of their 
tour stops to learn about 
local farming practices, and 
Ihave achance tointerview 
these foreign leaders.” she 
says. 

The county's farming 1s 
quite diverse, from the small 
Amish farms, to the large- 
scale business with a 
henhouse holding several 
million layers. Lancaster 1s 
ranked first in the state in 
poultry. dairy, tobacco. corn. 
alfalfa. barley, hay, cattle 
and hog production Second 
in the stete in soybeen end 
winter wheat production. 
third in potatoes and sheep, 
and sixth in peach produc- 
tion. “Last year the county's 
94.900 dairy cows averaged 
16.600 pounds of milk each 
for a total of $212.3 million 
value. The county's 8.2 mil- 
hon layers and 47 million 
broilers were worth $186.6 
million. 

The county has 4,940 
farms, and last year the 
average price was $4,857 
an acre or $277,542 perfarm 
for the farms sold,” reported 
Daina. “The county's loca- 
tion, though great for mar- 
keting farm products. also 
brings in development 
which makes farmland 
quite expensive and causes 
problems for farmers whose 
new ‘city’ neighbors object 
to the ‘country’ odors. The 
farmland preservation 
movement is very strong 1n 
thecounty with 15,000 acres 

in permanent agricultural 
easements since the pro- 
gram began 10 years ago,” 
she explains 

“The Amish farmershad 
the advantage this year with 
the wet spring as only they, 
with their horses, could get 
out and work the soaked 
fields.” Daina says “Those 
with tractors have hed to 
wait. The rains have pushed 
our season back about three 
to four weeks ”

Farm Bureau Meets The Needs 
Of Garrett County's Farmers

Farm Bureau is a free, 
independent, non-govern- 
mental voluntary aseociation 
of farm families and those 
with related interests. 

Farm Bureau is local, 
statewide, national and in- 
ternational and non-secret 
in character. It is organized 
to provide a means by which 
farmers can work together 
toward the goals upon which 
they agree. It is wholly con- 
trolled by its members and is 
financed by dues covering 
county, state and national 
membership, paid annually 
by each member family. 

The Garrett County Farm 
Bureau was organized 53 
years ago to meet the needs 
of the farming community as 
it existed in the 1940s. The 
times have changed, but the 
problems continue, only of a 
different magnitude. We, like 
everyone today, are con- 
cerned about the environ- 
ment. Many are asconcerned 
as we are about the safety of 
our food supply. We eat the 
food we produce so we only 
want to eat food that is safe 
to ent 

In January five members 
went to Annapolis to testify 
on HB-132which would have 
combined the Department of 


Natural Resources (DNR) 
and the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (MDA). 
It was overwhelming to the 
committee to see the support 
from Farm Bureau in its op- 
position to this bill. HB-132 
did not pass thanks to Farm 


Bureau. 

SB-34 was abill that Farm 
Bureeu supported but at the 
last minute it died in com- 
mittee. SB-34 wasa bill about 
privete property rights. 
Hopefully next year we can 
get this bill passed. We are 
strong believersin the rights 
of individuals to maintain 
control over our own prop- 
erty. 

Through our resolutions 
we have instigated several 
policies which the state Farm 
Bureau has adopted. 

Going back several years 
ago, a committee of the 
Garrett County Farm Bu- 
reau looked into the commu- 
nity colleges inthe state. This 
committee was composed of 
Emerson Bishoff, Foster 
Yost, Wilbur Meyers, 
Claudia and Wayne 
Hamilton end Bill Umbel. 
Thanks to the Garrett Farm 
Bureau, their study got the 
idea of a community college 
off the ground and we have 
Garrett Community College 
as the result of the Garrett 
County Farm Bureau. 

Garrett County Farm 
Bureau meets with our 
elected officials topresentour 
views on various subjects. 
We have a member on the 
Salary Study Cunmiasion 
and are involved with other 
government agencies. There 
are presently 192 members 
in the Garrett County Farm 
Bureau. 

Farm Bureau is the voice 
of agriculture in public af- 
fairs. Our policies stem from 
the people on the land. Farm 
families discuss issues, talk 
them over in the community 
and make recommendations.

market lamb contests. seven 
baby beef shows, seven pa- 
rades and seven livestock 
auctions. It’s quite challeng- 
ing making each story 
fresh,” she says, “but in in- 
terviewing the 4-H mem- 
bers. theres always some- 
thing that makes the story 
For instance. last year, at 
the final sale of the fair sea- 
son, it was difficult to be 
mspired. especially as I had 
done several stories on the 
grand champion winners, 
but my interest was revived 
when a young girl decided 
to donate the proceeds of 
her lamb to a shelter for 
homeless women and chil- 
dren Her average lamb 
brought a final bid of $11

Danna. who is 24 years 
old now, married George 
Dailey (formerly of Mc- 
Henry) in June of 1990.

Dr Kling w originally 
from Frederick County. 
Maryland. He wasborn and 
raised on a Holstein dairy 
farm, and moved here in 
1983 after graduating from 
grad school. He has a 
bachelors degree in dairy 
science from Virginia Tech. 
and a D.V.M degree from 
the University of Florida 
One of his classmates was 
from LaVale and knew Dr 
David Rawe of Granteville 
This classmate knew that 
Dr. Rawe was looking for 
an assistant, and when Dr 
Kling came to Grantsville 
for an interview it was just 
the second time he had ever 
been in Garrett County 
“My father and I had been 
up to Garrett County for a 
cattle sale once.” he said 

"Dr. Rawe was very ac- 
cepting. | felt comfortable, 
and liked the people here | 
worked with Dr. Rawe for a 
year, moved away for two 
years and then came back 


So. 1 worked for him four 
years all together ” 

Dr. Kling says he became 
interested in embryo trans- 
plants in undergraduate 
school. “1 wrote some pa- 
person thesubyect, did some 
studying and spent some 
time with practitioners, and 
my interest just kept grow- 
ing. Being raised on a Hol- 
stein farm. I've always had 
that urge to breed cattle and 
show cattle and all that's 
still there. I also like veteri- 
nary medicine. It's a good 
way to combine all of it.” 

There 18 a sporadic 
amount of work in this area. 
There are about 16 farmers 
around here, active ones, 
who are doing it continu- 
ally. Dr Kling explains. but 
he does a good bit of work in 
Somerset County. Pa., the 
northern part of West Vir- 
gimia, and northern Vir- 
ginia “We used to travel as 
far as Jamestown. New 
York. Marylands Eastern 
Shore. Lancaster, Pa., and 
West Middlesex. Pa. Weve 
cut back. We used to fly 
Tom Glotfelty would fly us 
on those long distance trips. 
but we've cut back because 
its gotten harder for one 
person to do all of that.” he 
said 

Dr Kling explains the 
process. He says a client

ing one or two follicles at a 
time. she'll produce many. 
up to 30 good eggs on a 
flush It varies between 
cows and between flushes 
on one cow,” he explains

48 hour period (24 hours on 
either side). The farmer will 
then go ahead and breed 
the cow with multiple units 
of semen. and a week later 
Dr. Kling will flush out the 
embryos. “What recipients 
will work that day, well go 
ahead and transfer the em- 
bryos fresh and what em- 
bryos we don't have recipi- 
ents for we'll go ahead and 
freeze them.” he describes 
"You can pretty commonly 
get a 75% pregnancy rate 
from the fresh embryos and 
greater than 55% from the 
frozen ones 

"It's not too hard to get 
everything timed right 
Usually the first flush can 
beconfusing After that. it's 
notthat difficult. The farmer 
has a lot todo with the orga- 
nization We tell him what 
to do but he has to do it.” 
Dr. Kling explains 

Dr. Khng says the pro- 
cess is very cost effective for 
the cows that are being 
flushed. “It varies quite a 
bit as far as if the farmer 
has made the correct mat- 
ing.” he says. and adds, "If 
it's a wrong mating, or the 
bull becomes a flop, then it's 
not very successful. But if 
it's a good mating and the 
bull stays as popular or be- 
comes more popular, it’s 
good economically. And it 
varies too. If the embryos 
are all bulls. andthe farmer 
has nobull contracts, it may 
not pay. On the average, 
you Il definitely make out.” 

Today the procedure is 
all done non-surgically 
There's no surgical proce- 
dures mnvolved. Dr Kling 
says that eight ornine years 
ago, veterinarians were still 
doing embryo transfers sur- 
gically in the recipient. But 


today, it’s all done 
nonsurgically. “When they 
first started doing ETs (em- 
bryo transfers), they were 
doing the donor cow collec- 
tions surgically too.” Dr. 
Kling exclaims. "I'm glad 
we're not doing that now.” 

When you do them sur- 
gically, a cow that’s in the 


milking string is not only 
stressed and her production 
drops, but her milk has to 
be thrown away through- 
out the withdrawal period 
“Done nonsurgically we 
don’t use any antibiotics at 
all,” he said. 

Dr Kling isthesole prac- 
titioner of New Vision 
Transplants. His wife. 
Linda. does all the book- 
keeping, and in the past has 
been a technician, and 
Sherry Beitzel 1s the tech- 
nician. The services pro- 
vided by New Vision Trans- 
plants include on-farm. 
nonsurgical embryo collec- 
tion and embryo freezing 
They are certified through 
the American Embryo 
Transfer Association 
(AETA), and are recertified 
every three years by practi- 
cal and written exams. They 
are also approved to do ex- 
port work for the European 
Economic Community 
(EEC) 

“We have a mobile van 
which enables us to drive 
onto the farm and hook up 
to the electricity. This gives 
us a controlled lab environ- 
ment that's EEC approved.” 
he explains. He continued 
by explaining that he is not 
a broker for export, but does 
a lotof collection of embryos 
that get exported "We work 
through a broker.” he says 
“They ll contact our client 
if they want embryos out of 


fatua and to datact a haalthy haartbaat. It can be usad to 


acow. We'll make arrange- 
ments to flush the cow and 
freeze the embryos and get 
the embryos sent to where 
they need to be, and get the 
health requirements taken 
care of ” The EEChasjoined 
together for unity as far as 
health requirements are 
concerned 

New Vision Transplants 

has sent embryos to France. 
West Germany, Spain. 
South Africa, Australia and 
New Zealand from cows Dr. 
Kling has flushed. South 
America, he says, is a 
strange market. “Often 
times they want embryos 
but the money falls 
through.” 

A new service Dr Kling 
offers 1s ultrasound diag- 
nostics - clinical evaluation 
of reproduction problems 
and early pregnancy deter- 
mination, and fetal sexing - 
ultrasound determination 
of fetal sex bet ween days 60 
and 80 of pregnancy. “We 
purchased this ultrasound 
machine this year,” he said. 
"and we're using it for dif- 
ferent purposes. We're us- 
mg it to help with problem 
cows by diagnosing repro- 
duction problems. early 
pregnancy detection, also 
viability of the fetus. With 
any pregnancy, we can de- 
termine if it’s the normal 
size and has a healthy heart- 
beat 

“There are neat things 
were doing with it,” he 
adds. “We're sexing the 
pregnancies at 60 days

Three 
conservation practices that 
come to mind are 
stripcropping, pasture man- 
agement, and nutrient man- 
agement. 

Stmpcropping has always 
been a low cost way to con- 
trol erosion and conserve 
plant nutrients The main 
cost of strips 1s some extra 
time during fieldwork which 
is avery reasonable trade-off 


na 
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for the benefits of good run- 
off control, moisture and 
nutrient conservation. Not 
only do stmps help to save 
your sou, but they also help 
conserve moisture for the 
growing water that infil- 
trates into the soil. Also, keep- 
ing soil and water movement 
under control will increase 
the amount of soil nutrients 
saved for the next crop. 
Improving pasture yields 
can be a very low to moder- 
ate cost. If pH is above six 
and a farm already has three 
to five pasture fields, plan- 
ning a grazing schedule 
might be the only thing 
needed to improve forage 
yields and quality. Setting 
up a basic pasture system 
from scratch should involve 
careful planning so that the

Nutrient management, or 
wise use of manure and fer- 
tilizer, 1s aconaervation prac- 
tice that will save dollars 
now! There are some things 
we need tobe looking at when 
it comes to applying plant 
nutrients on the land. First, 
every pound of plant food 
that 1s kept in the field is a 
pound less that needs to be 
purchased. Socontrolling soil 
movement and runoff go 
hand-in-hand with nutrient 
conservation. Manure is a 
good source of plant food. 
Give credit to the manure 
that is spread on your fields 


and make adjustmentsinthe 
amount of fertilizer applied. 
Soil test and know what the 
nutrient levels are in your 
fields. If there are fields that 
you are convinced have very 
high levels of a particular 
nutrient, make the necessary 
adjustment and reduce your 
plant food cost. 

Conservation pays, if dune 
in a reasonable, responsible 
way. Conservation of our 
farm soils and water sup- 
pliesisimportant in the short 
and long term. The preser- 
vation attitude of some env- 
ronmentalists and the con- 
servation attitude of the 
GSCD should not be con- 
fused.

had farm backgrounds, and he 
was interested in bringing them 
back to Iowa and Nebraska to 
develop the farmland in the 
midwest. Many ofthe daughters 
of these immigrant families 
married the midwestern farm- 
ers and that was the basis ofthe 
wonderful Scandinavian farm- 
ers in lowaand Nebraska today. 

Aretired Union officer from 
the Civil War, Mrs. Helbig’s 
grandfather, David A. Head, was 
arather important man, owning 





from Mrs. Catherine Helbig, of. 
Oakland, who told me she had 
talked with her brother in Rich- 
mond, Va., and they were sure 
that the driver pictured on the 
old tractor in the photo I had 
used was their father. In that 
phone conversation and an in- 
terview which followed with 
Mrs. Helbig and her sister, Do- 
rothy Stahl. this is the story they 
told that I found so interesting 

“My mother had asthma,” 
Mrs. Helbig began. She ex- 
plained that because of. her 
mother’s condition, they moved 
from their home in lowato Den- 
ver, Colorado, hoping that the 
higher altitude would help her 
respiratory problems. Later on 
they found out that Colorado 
Springs could help her even 
more 

Mrs. Helbig said that her 
grandfather (her mother's fa- 
ther) went from his home in 
Iowa to New York on business 
two or three times a year. There, 
he would meet the ships that 
came from Europe and hire the 
arriving immigrants to move to 
Iowa to work on the midwestern 
farms. Many of. the people he 
hired were Scandinavians. They

3,000 acres in Iowa. He was a 
banker and established banks in 
his state. He was a state legisla- 
tor, and all inall, avery success- 
ful man. He and his wife had 14 
children. 

While in New York on one 
of.his business trips in 1910, he 
was reading the New York 
Times one day and saw an ad in 
the paper that said there was a 
place in Garrett County, West- 
em Maryland, called Mt. Lake 
Park that was a health resort for 
people with respiratory diseasc 
He finished his work in New 
York. and came to Mt. Lake 
Park. He found out that there 
was a farm on the edge of Mt 
Leke for sale and bought it 

Mrs. Helbig said, “he wired 
our parents in Denver - they 
were in their early 20s - wired 
them that they had purchased 
this farm. and it hopefully would 
be a good place for them to live, 
and healthy for her mother 

The Stevensons and their 
four-year-old daughter, 
Catherine, came to Garrett 
County by train. “I remember 
the train trip and the night we 
arnved so well,” Mrs. Helbig 
said. “The train got in late at 
night. There weren't any taxis 
in those days. They had horses 
and buggies to haul pcople 
around It was II o'clock at 
night when we got in al the 
Oakland Train Station. At that 
time there wasn’t anybody to 
haul us, so we walked from the 
Station to the corner where the 
Lutheran Church is now and 
there was aboarding house there 
where we spent the night. The 
next day we got a horse and 
buggy to take us out to the farm 
It was 1910.” 

Mrs Helbig said her Uncle 
Chartes, her mother's brother. 
traveled with them on the train 
to care for her mother's two 
horses “Our mother loved to 
nde, so they brought her horses 
Grandfather wasn’t going to 
have her be without a horse 
Dan and Buck were her two 
nding horses. They spent that 
first night ine freight car parked 
at the station ” She said that her 
Uncle Cherles stayed with the 
horses and helped unload them 
and the rest of their belongings 
the next day He also lived in 
Maryland for a while 

The Stevensons, John 
“Jeck” and Vava (Heed), had 
never been on a farm before 
“Not s day,” Mrs Helbig said 
“They'd never been on a farm 


There's my father, 22 years old. 
and my mother, sick and having 
Ied a sheltered childhood, and 
there they were. in a new coun- 
try. mountainous area with 
pcopic they d never seen. And 
Vllhave to say, my mother lived 
to be 95 years old. and nght 
before she died she said. ‘you 
know, from the minutc I set foot 
in Garrett County | loved it.” 
Father liked it here and was 
happy. but he always retained a 
hile bit of love for the mid- 
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west ” 

Mrs Helbig continued the 
story “My grandfather knew a 
Lt West, a naval officer who 
lived in the house that 1s now 
Cormsh Mannor, and when he 
was here visiting and when he 
was here purchasing the farm, 
he staycd with Lt West They 
were very fricndly to our par- 
ents Because my parents and I 
werc staying in ‘the wildcrness 
and because they (the Wests) 
were wonderful people. they 
helped them get started Before 
we knew many other people 
around, Sunday evenings we 
would drive over to Cornish 
Mannor and have dinner with 
the Wests Thais thc only people 
we knew at thal time” 

The Stevensons immediately 
joined the Methodist Church in 
Mt Lake Park (Bethel) and un- 
til the time of her death, Mrs 
Stevenson was a member ofthat 
church. “My parents lived here 
all their lives,” Mrs. Helbig said 
“My father dicd when he was 
70, and my mother’s health was 
always an issuc 1n their lives 
After they'd been here four or 
five years, her system became 
adjusted to the climate and her 
asthma became the same as be- 
fore they came. So every sum- 
mer from the month of: August 
until the first frost. we children 
(there were eventually six of 
them, although one little brother 
dicd just after World War I)

Bartlett Requests Additional Funds To 


Cover County Snow 


Sixth District Congress- 
man Roscoe Bartlett this 
week requested that the 
Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA) reim- 
burse Garrett and Allegany 
counties for expenses to 
repair roads, curbs, and 
private property damaged 
during emergency snow 
removal after the major 
winter storm experienced in 
March. This request is in 
addition to funds already 
earmarked for the actual 
cost overrun of the snow 
removal operation. 

"We think this is a legiti- 
mate request under the 
declaration for emergency 
help to our western coun- 
ties,” Bartlett said. “The 
damage was the natural 
consequence of the snow 
removal process. Nothing 
could be done to prevent it. 
But we think it’s reasonable 
to ask for assistance for 
these counties to help offset 
the unexpected costs in- 
volved in making repairs.” 

While the request is being 
considered by FEMA repre- 
sentatives, Bartlett has

prepare damage estimates. 
According to Bartlett, the 

heavy snowfall and deep 
drifts required heavy equip- 

ment, such as front-end 

loaders and bulldozers, to 

remove snow from major 

highways and secondary 

roads.

County Needs More Accurate Reporting 
System For Recycling, Officials Say 


Following a report in the 
Sunday edition of The Baltz- 
more Sun that Garrett 
County was recycling zero 
percent of its solid waste 
stream, questions were di- 
rected to Garrett County 
officials about the accuracy 
ofi the published report and 
the actual progress of the 
effort 

According to the pub- 
lished report, Garrett is one 
of six counties falling short 
of a state mandate that will 
take effect at the beginning 
of the year. The mandate 
specifies that counties with 
populations over 150,000 
must recycle 20% ofi their 
waste and less populated 
counties, 15% by January 1, 
1994 

A chart depicting each of 
the jurisdiction’s tonnage 
and percentage of recycled 
materials, as of December 
31, 1992, showed Garrett 
County at "0," although 
Garrett County Commission- 
er Brenda Butscher and 
Garrett County Recycling 
Coordinator Lee Thorne 
both confirmed that the 
actual percentage for that

Police said 
when they responded to the 
Bookout residence they 
heard Mrs. Bookout shout 
that she had shot her 
husband. Police found a 
Remington .22 caliber rifle 
lying on the walkway. Mr. 
Bookout was found in the 
residence suffering from a 
single gunshot would to the 
right chest area. He allegedly 
told police that his wife 
accused him of abusing her 
and then shot him. Mr. 
Bookout’s injury was report- 
edly not life threatening 

Mark J. Johnston, 36, 
Friendsville, was sentenced 
on battery and reckless en- 
dangerment charges of 
which he had been found 
guilty in February court 
proceedings. At that time, a 
pre-sentence investigation 
had been ordered in the 
case 

Johnston was handed a 
one-year jail term (all was 
suspended but 10 days) for 
each count, fined $25 for 
each count, and placed on 
one year of supervised proba- 
tion. The sentences are to 
run concurrently. 

Johnston had been 
charged with those offenses 
by the Maryland State Police 
following an October 9, 1992, 
incident at Ken’s Tavern in 
Friendsville. Johnston re- 
portedly struck a man in the 
face with a broken beer 
bottle during an altercation. 

Bobby J. Goodwin, 33, 
Swanton, was found guilty of 
non-support of a minor child 
in April court proceedings 
and sentence was passed by 
Judge Turney last week 

Goodwin was sentenced 
to an 18-month suspended 
jail term and placed on 24 
months of supervised proba- 
tion. The fine was waived, 
except for court costs. Good- 
win was ordered to make 
regular support payments. 

Robert D. Smith, 25, 
Accident, was found guilty of 
battery. The judge handed 
him a one-year jail term (all 
was suspended but the 66 
days he had already served). 
The fine was waived and the 
court documents indicated 
no probation time. 

In a plea agreement with 
the State's Attorney’s Office, 
a charge of violating an ex 
parte order under the Do- 
mestic Violence Protection 
Act was not prosecuted. 

Smith had been arrested 
by the Garrett County Sher- 
ffs Office on March 6 after 
an officer witnessed Smith 
throwing a necklace and a 
pair of glasses at his wife, 
Tamala 

Stephanie Merrill, 19, 
Crantsville, was sentenced 
last week on a telephone 
misuse charge. A pre-sen- 
tence investigation was or- 
dered in February court 
proceedings 

Mernill was handed a six- 
month suspended jail term, 
fined $100, and placed on 
one year of supervised proba- 
tion She was also ordered to 
have no contact with Karen 
Wilt 

Wilt had charged Mernill 
with that offense in Decem-

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Gays in the Military... 


Another aizzling controversy that has occupied far 
too much time and attention in the first 100 days of 
the Clinton administration is the question of gays in 
the military, and there is a compromise proposal before 
Congress nght now that. we believe, has ment 

Last week we apoke of constitutional nights regard- 
ing freedom of relyaon The gays in the military issue 
Involves our constitutional mght to privacy 

The presence of gays in the military ts certainly 
nothing new Undoubtedly every army that has ever 
existed has included soldiers of homosexual onentation 
To our knowledge there has never been a significant 
negative impact or result from having gays in the 
military On the contrary, a number of gays have been, 
and are, outstanding soldiers, who have set a solid 
example of service to their country. Some have been 
highly decorated for their efforts. It simply is not mght 
that these people are being booted out of the military 
simply because of their sexual omentation and with no 
regard to their performance az armed zervices per- 
sonnel 

The compromise proposal now before Congress does 
not unilaterally lift the ban on gays in the military, but 
It eases the regulations to allow gays to serve in the 
military, as long as their conduct while on duty is 
appropriate and doe not include sexual advances or 
innuendo toward fellow soldiers. What they do on their 
own time behind closed doors is their business, and not 
the business of the military or the government, az it is 
right now, which takes us back to our constitutional 
right to privacy. It is precisely an invasion of these 
soldiers’ privacy - reading their mail, spying on them. 
etc. - that has led to their dismissal from the military 

Certainly a similar invasion into the bedrooms and 
private lives of "straight" soldiers, whose sexual 
activities might also easily be construed as “deviant,” 
would be met with outrage. 

One of the biggest arguments about allowing gays in 
the military is that the overall morale of our armed 
forces would suffer. Frankly, we find that hard to 
believe, at least in the long run. There have been 
similar arguments in times past concerning allowing 
non-white individuals to serve, not only in the military 
but in numerous other capacities. 

It 18 most ironic that we must maintain a strong 
military to protect our nation, its principles, and the 
many guaranteed rights of its citizens, and yet one of 
those very mghts that must be protected is being 
denied to a segment of our population who wish to

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Hanging Baskets 
by Bonnie Fedde 
For an eye-catching display of color this spring, create 
a hanging “moss ball” of flowers. The visual effect of 


plants growing from moss is a pleasing, natural 
alternative to the usual white plastic hanging basket. 
Materials for the project include a wire hanging basket, 
sphagnum moss, paper coffee filters, potting soil, compact 
varieties of flowers, and all-purpose water soluble 
fertilizer. 

Sphagnum moss is used to line the wire basket frame. 
The moss can be purchased tightly packaged at local 
garden centers. Soak the moss overnight in water so it 
will expand and become pliable. Squeeze out the excess 
water and gradually line the inside of the wire form until 
there is approximately a quart-sized cavity in the center 
Next, line this cavity with flattened coffee filters to help 
conserve soil and moisture. Finish by padding the rim 
with additional moss, checking that all the wire is 
covered. Mosses found in shady areas of the yard and 
along creeks can be lifted in sheets and substituted for the 
sphagnum but will be more difficult to use. 

Compact, dwarf, bushy plants are the best choices to 
keep the ball-like appearance of this container. Read the 
descriptive plant tags and combine those with similar 
needs for sun and moisture. Possible selections include 
viola, pansy, ageratum, coleus, browallia, lobelia, sweet 
alyssum, impatens, blue-flowered nierembergia, pnmrose, and 
wax begonia. 

Begin planting the outer surface of the ball by making 
holes through the filter lining and moss layers and then 
gently position a plant, carefully preserving the root 
system Tuck in a plant about every six inches, including 
the bottom area. Plants can be set about one-third closer 
than recommended for garden planting. This should be 
dense enough to completely cover the surface when plants 
mature Now fill the cavity with good potting soil to 
within an inch of the top and tamp firtnly. Add plants to 
the top surface, and spread a thin layer of moss to 
conserve moisture and complete the effect. Thoroughly 
water the ball to eliminate air pockets and feed with a 
liquid solution of 15-30-15 plant food. 

Because all surfaces of the moss ball are exposed to the 
drying effects of breezes, frequent watering is required. 
Use a sprinkling can to gently water once or twice daily 
with water that is air temperature so the plants’ roots are 
neither disturbed nor shocked. It is better to water in 
shade rather than in bright sunlight ao leaves and 
blossoms do not become water spotted and burned. 
Fertilize every other week with water soluble plant food. 
Since this type of fertilizer is absorbed by a plant's leaves 
as well as roots, it is beneficial to also spritz the solution 
on the entire surface of the moss ball. 

For profuse blooming, continually deadhead the plants, 
completely removing the seed head, not just the faded 
bloom. Plants with especially small flowers, such as 
lobelia and alyssum, can he sheared. Hot weather can 
cause some plants to become leggy and bedraggled 
looking Renew their vigor by pinching them back by at 
least one-half This can be done in stages ao the ball never 
is completely bald. Most plants show new growth in a 
couple of weeks 

At the end of the season, remove the plants and store 
the moss ball in a paper or plastic bag for re-use next 
spring After a little patching with more moses it will be 
ready to plant again to brighten the family's favorite 
outdoor living area. greet visitors, or cheer a passer-by.

FACTS ABOUT MENTAL ILLNESS 
What Is mental illness? 

* Mental illnesses are biologically-based brain diseases 
that can severely disturb a person’s ability to think, feel. and 
relate to other people and the environment. 

* The New England Journal of Medicine in March 1990, 
reported “definitive evidence that schizophrenia is a brain 
disease and that it involves more than genetic susceptibility. 
What are some of the more disabling mental illnesses? 
How common are they? 

* Schizophrenia is a brain disease that often strikes young 
people between the ages of 16 and 25. In any give year, 
nearly two million Americans age 18 and over have « 
diagnosis of schizophrenia. Some people with schizophrenia 
experience hallucinations. They cannot distinguish what 1s 
real and what is not. The exact causes are not known, but 
are believed to be biological, sometimes involving genetic 
factors. ; 

* Depressive disorders -- including major depression and 
manic depressive illness (bipolar disorder) -- are very 
common and range widely in severity. Within any given one 
year period, 6.3% of the population -- about 15 million 
Americans - suffer from these disorders. 

* The number one reason for hospital admissions 
nationwide is psychiatric disorder. At any moment, almost 
21% of hospital beds are filled by mental patients. 

* Mental illness is more common than cancer, diabetes, 
heart disease or arthritis. 

How many children and adolescents have mental, 
behavioral or developmental disorders? 

* Attention Deficit Hyperactivity Disorder (ADHD) is a 
common mental disorder which affects 3.5% of the nation’s 
youth under 13.

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Enhanced 911 
System Explained 
By Consultants 
Note: The following 
article was prepared by 
MSAG Data Consultants, 
Orange, Va. to explain 
what county residents 
can expect in the months 
ahead us the Enhunced 
911 System isn being 
developed and imple- 
inented in the county. 
Studies by the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency indicate that at 
present time the national 
average response time for 
emergencies is five minutes 
for urban calls and 30 
minutes for rural calls. 
These are calls to police, fire 
and ambulance agencies. 
Where 911 Emergency 
Telephone Service is 
available, response time is 
reduced by minutes in cities 
and by as much as ten 
minutes in rural areas. The 
same studies reveal that 911 
saves many lives and 
millions of dollars in 
property damage 
On September 14, 1992, 
in response to State 
mandated legislation, the 
Board of County Commis- 
sioners authorized address- 
ing for Enhanced 911 
Emergency Telephone 
Service throughout Garrett 
County. MSAG Data 
Consultants. Ine., of Orange, 
va., specialists in yll rural 
addressing, has been hired 
by the county for this 
purpose. Funding for this 
project has been provided by 
the State Emergency 
Number Systems Board. 
When work on the 911 
system is complete, residents 
will be able to dial 911 in 
emergency situations and 
can expect police, fire, and 
rescue personnel to arrive 
more quickly at the scene of 


the emergency 

Before this 911 service 
goes into effect, there is 
much to be done that re- 
quires residents’ cooperation. 
While existing addresses in 
towns will remain the same, 
current rural route and box 
numbers must be changed 
because they lack the loca- 
tion accuracy needed by the 
Enhanced 911 system in an 
emergency situation. 

That means rural roads 
and driveways not already 
named with three or more 
residences must be named. 
In addition, address numbers 
must be assigned to homes 
that formerly had rural 
route box numbers. For 
instance, a mailing address 
that once was Route 3, Box 
14-C could conceivably be- 
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come 1010 Lake Road Post 
Office name and zip code 
will not change 

The new addresses will 
become permanent and will 
improve rural deliveries by 
enabling mail to be pre-sort 
ed at regional postal service: 
centers. 

Responsibility for naming 
roads and driveways rests 
with county officials If you 
live in the country and your 
road is not already named, 
your assistance in naming 
the road on which you live is 
welcome. Discuss likely 
names with your neighbors. 
Reach an agreement with 
them on the name all of you 
would like for your road. 

Road naming and struc- 
ture addressing is a long, 
involved process. In the 
months ahead, you may see 
a field team from MSAG 
Data Consultants in your 
area. They will be there to 
determine how many struc- 
tures may be on a road or 
driveway and how far along 
that road or driveway the 
structures may be -- and 
whether or not someone 


lives in them. They want to 
learn if barns, stables or 
work sheds on farms have 
telephones. They want to 
locate pay telephones and 
fire hydrants. They want to 
know if bridges and roads 
are suitable for fire equip- 
ment. And they want to 
check out ponds and streams 
as sources for fighting fires. 
If you meet a field team, you 
can help them by telling 


“them what you know about 


bridge and road conditions in 
your area because they are 
not easily seen. 

The work of MSAG Data 
Consultants field teams will 
also lead to the production of 
new maps of the county. 
These maps will be used by 
dispatchers who receive 
emergency calls and by re- 
sponding emergency units to 
quickly and accurately locate 
the scene of an emergency -- 
where people are hurt in an 
auto accident, where some- 
one is stricken with a heart 
attack, where a fire has 
broken out, or where a roh 
berv is in progress. 

With Enhanced 911 
Emergency Telephone Ser 
vice, Just dialing 911 instant 
ly identifies the caller’s loca- 
tion so help can be dis- 
patched even though no 
words may be sponen be- 
tween the caller and the 911 
dispatcher. 

But before this time-sav- 
ing service can go into effect. 
more roads must be named 
and all residences and busi- 
nesses must be addressed 
After that. confidential 
questionnaires must be dis- 
tributed to and returned by 
rural residents so computer 
information can be prepared 
Thiscomputer information is 
esseritial to make Enhanced 
911 service a functioning 
reality. 

Citizens in the county 
also are responsible for dis- 
playing their new address 
numbers so they are visible 
to responding public safety 
personnel. 

All of this work will be 
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taken a step at a time tn the 
months ahead. Residents will 
be kept abreast of progress 
through periodic reports in 
the newspaper and on the 
radio By working together, 
citizens, local government, 
the post office and the tele- 
phone company can speed 
the installation of an accu- 
rate Enhanced 911 Emer- 
gency Telephone System 
that will go a long way to- 
wards saving lives end prop- 
rty in Garrett County.

GCC Grad To 
Climb 20,000 Ft. 


Peaks In Ecuador 

"It's a long way from the 
mountainsof Garrett County 
to the 20,000 foot high peaks 
of Ecuador, but Chris Wilt- 
won of Deep Creek Lake will 
be making that trip in June,” 
said a Garrett Community 
College spokesperson. 

Wiltison, who graduates 
from GCC this month with 
an A.A. degree in Natural 
Resources and Wildlife Tech- 
nology, has been selected to 
accompany internationally 
known mountain climber 
Chris Warner on an Earth 
Treks expedition to Ecuador. 

There the group, expected 
to number six climbers, will 
leave the capital ofi Quito for 
the climb up a glacier and 
volcanic peaks to the top of 
19,348-foot-high Cotopaxi 
and 20,703-foot-high Thim- 
borazo. According to Wilti- 
son, the trip will be planned 
so that the group reaches 
the summits al dawn to 
view the “spectacular” sun- 
rise. The expedition is ex- 
pected to take approximately 
14 days. 

As a student at the col- 
lege, Wiltison has taken 
adventure sports courses for 
his personal enjoyment, 
including skiing, whitewater 
kayaking, rafting and river 
guiding, and rock climbing. 
After taking his first rock 
climbing course last fall, he 
accumulated the necessary 
climbing gear during the 
winter and enrolled in the 
intermediate rock climbing 
course this spring. It was 
during the weekend of that 
course that Warner invited 
Wiltison to participate in the 
Ecuador expedition. 

Of his climbing experi- 
ence in the Garrett County 
and West Virginia moun- 
tains, Wiltison said, "It’s a 
big rush - great adrenalin 
pumping.” 

He calls the anticipated 
trip to Ecuador "the chance 
ofia lifetime.” 

During hie years at GCC, 
Wiltison competed asamem- 
ber of the college's ski 
team and has worked part- 
time for the Garrett County 
Sanitary District doing water 
analysis. He plans to contin- 
ue his education at Frost- 
burg State University in 
September where he will 
enter the Environmental 
Analysis program.

Ive 
thought a lot about it and. 
maybe, it's a matter of one 
family member being consci- 
entious about it and sending 
another family member who 
doesn't care about recycling 
to deposit the items.” 

Thorne agreed that the 
way in which individuals 
recycle plays a role in the 
efficiency of the program but 
that the real difference will 
he made when commercial 
businesses -- the recycling 
inarket -- begin to provide 
an accurate accounting of 
how much is being collected 
‘That’s where the attention 
needs to be placed.” he said

Seasonal employment 
growth, while slower than 
the norm, revived Mary- 
lund’s job market during 
March.

lower than at this time last 
year,” said Mark I. Wasser- 
man, secretary of economic 
and employment develop- 
ment (DEED). “Although 
several of the state’s 
economic indicators are 
moving in a positive 
direction, Maryland’s 
recovery from the recession 
remains sluggish.” 

Both the labor force and 
employment levels rose to 
record highs for the month. 
The labor force increased by 
almost 4,400 persons during 
March, rising above the 2.6 
million mark. Employment, 
expanding by 15,238, rose to 
2,441,583. With this 
increase, the number of 
unemployed fell to 162,586 — 





a decline which placed the 
current jobless count more 
than 24,500 below last year’s 
estimate for March. 

A separate survey of 
Maryland establishments 
showed that seasonal gains 
were strongest in services 
industries, particularly in 
agricultural services, amuse- 
ments, education and busi- 
Ness services. These gains 


were complemented by re- 
ports of hiring in construc- 
tion, food processing, restau- 
rants, and building supply 
stores. 

Nationally, the unemploy- 
ment rate dropped from 7.7 
pereent in February to 7.3 
percent in March.

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tinue to point to a slow and 
uneven recovery from the 
recession. Payroll employ- 
ment increased from Febru- 
ary to March 1993, but re- 
mained virtually unchanged 
from March 1992. During 
March, average hourly wages 
in Maryland's manufacturing 
industries increased, while 
retail sales were somewhat 
above levels of a year ago. 

During March 1993, pay- 
roll employment rose by 
7,300 jobs to 2,046,200, but 
remained 0.3 percent below 
the level of a year ago. Com- 
pared to March 1992, manu- 
facturing employment was 
down 1.6 percent in Mary- 
land and 1.0 percent in the 
United States. 

Initial unemployment 
insurance claims for unem- 
ployment insurance were 
12.8 percent higher than in 
March 1992, while continu- 
ing claims were 11.2 percent 
lower. The amount of unem- 
ployment insurance benefits 
paid during March 1993 was 
20.8 percent lower than in 
March 1992. 

Retail sales for February 
were 0.5 percent above Feb- 
ruary 1992 levels. Nationally, 
retail sales were up 1.2 per- 
cent.

This problem has been with 
us for a long time. No matter 
how frequently we seek to solve 
it, it persista Remove it here 
and it will crop up over there 
And we will have the Galilee 
Problem so long as there are 
people, for it is a human prob- 
lem. It is not inherent in the 
cosmos or even this tiny planet 
we call home. Were the earth 
devoid of life, there would be no 
Galilee Problem. 

Letme make itclear that the 
Galilee Problem that we find in 
John 7 is not the Galilee Prob- 
lem, but only one example of it. 
Jesus has been teaching in the 
Temple and many of those who 
listened to him are inclined to 
see him as the Christ, the 
“anointed one” from God. He 
sounds like the Messiah, he 
acts like the Messiah and what 
people say of him and his mighty 
works certainly seems to clinch 
it 

FROM GALILEE? 

Ah, but there is one prob- 
lem--and not a small one at 
that, as some of those who lis- 
tened began tw question: "Is the 
Christ to come from Galilee?” 
This is actually a rhetorical 
question because the question- 
ers went onto answer theirown 
query. reminding those listen- 
ing that the Messiah was to 
come from Bethlehem. (Not 
having read Matthew and Luke 
to read, they didn’t realize that 
Jesus had been born there’).

WHAT ELSE IS NEW? 

That doesn't sound that an- 
cient a problem, does it? | ote of 
people today still operate on 
that legalistic level that over- 
looks divine realities for the 
sake of human theologies or 
philosophies. We still, as Jesus 
put it, "strain at gnats” while 
"swallowing camels.” When 
John records for us that “So 
there was a division among the 
people over him,” | write in the 
margin of my Bible, "So what 
else is new'" There are many 
divisions "among the people over 
him" and they still argue and 
divide even today We may no 
longer argue over whether the 
Messiah should come from Ga- 
lilee, but we still have a Galilee 
Problem in Christendom: hav- 
ing our minds made up about 
Christ on the basis of trivia. 

At this point, Nicodemus, a 
Pharisee butnotofthe nit-pick- 
ing variety--yes, the same 
Nicodemus who came cau- 
tiously to Jesus “by night” in 
John 2--now comes boldly to 
Jesus’ defense: "Does our law 
judge a man without first giv 
ing hima hearing and leaming 
what he does?" Nicodemus’ ad- 
vice is still good for our world 
Don't judge Jesus because of 
what people say about him or 
because of the way he is de- 
Picted. Listen to him and de- 
cide for yourself. 

If I listen to what others say 
about-including and especially 
other Christians--and listen not 
to his own words, I am likely to 
make the same mistake the 
Pharisees did and fall victim to 
the Galilee Problem. But when 
T listen to both his words and 
his life, I cannot help exclaim- 
ing. "Is there amore compelling 
life than this anywhere else in 
history or the present?” 

And always, for me at least, 
the answer is a thunderous 
“NO”

1980.° However, spending on 
skiing and ski rentals regis- 
tered an increase, thanks to 
the cold and snow.

How- 
ever, spending for movie 
tickets, another popular 
winter time activity, declines 
be one-half of one percent, to 
$19.8 million. Shows and 
exhibits also attracted fewer 
entertainment dollars for 
January, February and 
March 1993 period. 

“All of this spending for 
entertainment generates 
admissions and amusement 
tax revenue which our office 
collects for Maryland’s coun- 
ties, cities and towns,” Gold- 
stein said. "We are now send- 
ing checks totaling 
$7,904,614 to local govern- 
ments as their share of these 
admissions and amusement 
tax receipts.” 

Included in the amount is 
the distribution of 
$1,713,961 to the Maryland 
Stadium Authority which 
the law provides as its share 
of admission and amusement 
tax receipts. 

"The distribution to the 
subdivisions is 3.2% more 
than the $7,658,790 we 
returned to the local govern- 
ments for the same period in 
1992," Goldstein said. "We 
collect this revenue at rates 
set by local officials and 
return the money to local 
governments each quarter.” 
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Garrett County will re- 
ceive $112.399, compared to 
$95,578 received in the same 
quarter last year.

Across the 
state, 85 percent of the top- 
sou had an adequate supply 
of moisture and 15 percent 
remained with surplus mois- 
ture. Subsoil moisture was 
adequate in 89 percent of 
Maryland, while 11 percent 
had surplus moisture 

Field preparation reach- 
ed 77 percent completedcom- 
pared to81 percent normally 
prepared. Pastures andcattle 
were un excellent condition, 
with adequate hay supphes 
Afew acresofhay were made 
Small grains were in fair to 
mostly good condition. wath 
hght occurrencesof powdery 
mildew, cereal leaf beetles 
and alfalfa weevils were feed- 
ing Planting of both sweet 
comand fieldcorn advanced, 
scouting for pests still ad- 
vised. Vegetable and melon 
planting progress were near 
normal and near midpoint.

Senate Bill 624 in its 
onginal form, mandated all 
farms on which animal ma- 
nure ts applied to have in 
place and be implementing, 
a soil conservation and wa- 
ter quality plan, as well asa 
nutrient management plan 
by July 1, 1999. It alsostated 

that land that did not meet 
the above requirements/ 
plans, could not qualify for 
farmland assessment 

The Senate amended the 
bill to mandate only nutri- 
ent management plans for 
farms on which animal ma- 
nure 1s applied. if the acre- 
age goals under the Action 
Agenda were not met. In 
addition, if the goals were 
not met, farmland would not 
continue toqualify for farm- 
land assessment if the land 
was not under a current 
nutrient management plan 
Maryland Farm Bureau 
opposed the original billand 
the version reported out of 
the senate 

Inthe House. Senate Bill 
624 was amended and modh- 
fied into a nutrient man- 
agement program and over- 
sight bill The bill would 
have established an over- 
sight of the Nutrient Man- 
agement Program. in rela- 
tion to the “Action Agenda 
for Mannging Nutnents,” by

requiring the Department 
of Agriculture in consulta- 
tion with the University of 
Maryland. to report annu- 
ally to the Governor, Gen- 
eral Assembly and inter- 
ested agencies, the progress 
in meeting the goals of the 
Action Agenda, and poten- 
tial problems of the Nutn- 
ent Management Program 

Maryland Farm Bureau 
supported the House ver- 
sion, which in turn passed 
the House. However, the 
Senate would not concur 
and at the close of session, 
tune did not allow for con- 
ference committee consid- 
eration. therefore the bill 
failed. 

House Bill 358 - Ve- 
hicle Laws - Combina- 
tion Vehicle - Overall 
Length 

This bill would have in- 
creased the overall length 
hmit of a combination ve- 
hicle with a cargo-carrying 
power unit that is trans- 
porting farm equipment. a 
farm tractor. or agricul- 
tural, horticultural, or sil- 
vicultural products, from 55 
feet to 65 feet. Maryland 
Farm Bureau supported the 
bill which passed the House, 
but failed in the Senate. 

House Bill 1018 - 
Nontidal Wetlands -Miti- 
gation Banking 

This bill requires the 
Department of Natural Re- 


sources to adopt standards 
for the establishment of 
nontidal wetland mitigation 
banking projects. Mitiga- 
tion banking means, wet- 
land restoration, creation. 
or enhancement under- 
taken expressly for the pur- 
pose of providing compen- 
sation credits for wetland 
losses from future activities 
Furthermore, the Depart- 
ment may establish mitiga- 
tion banking through and 
with the cooperation of the 
private sector and may use 
state lands for mitigation 
banking sites. The bill 
passed both houses 

House Bill 1050 - Ve- 
hicle Laws - All Terrain 
Vehicles 

This bill would have re- 
quired all-terrain vehicles 
(ATV) to be registered with 
the Motor Vehicle Adminis- 
tration. All-terrain vehicles 
were defined as self-pro- 
pelledvehicle that were less 
than 50° wide, dry weight 
less than 600 Ibs. and would 
have traveled on at least 
three low pressure tires 
Also, mini-bikes and off- 
road motorcycles would 
have been included. A reg- 
istered decal would have 
been issued and required to 
be displayed. Operators 
would have been required 
towear protective head gear 
and any eve protective de- 
vice.

Evaluation Of 
New Horizons 
Program Complete 


The New Horizons 
Program, an adult single 
parent/displaced homemaker 
and single pregnant women 
project of Garrett Communi- 
ty College, has for the past 
three years, been participat- 
ing in a program evaluation 
arranged by Maryland State 
Department of Education, 
Division of Career Technolo- 
gy & Adult Learning. 

A self assessment of the 
program, done in FY ‘91, 
was the first part of a three- 
phase evaluation. Comple- 
tion of the self assessment 
enabled the New Horizons 
staff to determine project 
strengths and weaknesses. 

A program enhancement 
plan was developed in FY '92 
based on the findings of the 
self assessment. 

The third phase of the 
evaluation took place 
Tuesday, April 6, when three 
external members of a 
review team spent the day at 
Garrett Community College. 
The review team included:

The purpose of the review 
team’s visit was to assess the 
project’s progress toward 
achievement of the enhance- 
ment plan’s objectives. 

The review team met first 
with the staff of New 
Horizons, consisting of 
Barbara Frey, director; Sue 
Sines, intake/counselor 
specialist, and Mary Kirk- 
land, outreach/job awareness 
specialist.

Police said the accident 
occurred when Jackson was 
traveling south on U.S. Rt 
219, one-half mile south of 
the Ben DeWitt Road, and 
rounded a curve when the 
boy darted into the roadway 
and was struck by the 
vehicle. Cpl. G.R. Chaney 
investigated and filed no 
charges in the 3:30 p.m.

It was at this time that the SIT, which is 
composed of faculty members and parent representatives, 
met to evaluate the school’s academic program and to 
establish goals for curriculum which evidenced a need for 
improvement. As the team reviewed assessment data 
concerning the students’ abilities to comprehend and apply 
science concepts, a significant deficiency was apparent across 
all grade levels, one through eight. As a result of these 
findings, it was decided to strive for better understanding 
and improved performance in the area of science this school 
year 
The school staff has utilized various strategies to help 
students become more knowledgeable ofiscience concepts and 
consequently improve their performance in this area. As a 
recommendation from the School Improvement Team, the 
students have participated in several field trips which have 
provided opportunities for practical application of science 
concepts. In October, students went to Herrington Manor 
State Park where they studied habitats of forest animals and 
observed these animals as they prepared for hibernation. 
Additional ecological studies were also conducted. In late 
November, an extended overnight adventure was held at 
Hickory Environmental Center for the students. Here they 
performed observations and experiments with animals, soil, 
and water On May 28th the students will travel to 
Petersburg, W.Va., to explore Smoke Hole Caverns. 
In the classroom, regular curriculum has been presented 
including expanded activities for weather, space exploration, 
and flight. The sixth through eighth grade students were 
especially interested in the correspondence of which they 
became involved with N.A.S.A. and the National Air and 
Space Museum. Mr. Jim Sconyers, who is the Math and 
Science Resource Teacher for the Board of Education, and 
Mr. Jim Hart, who is the Planetarium Teacher for the Board 
of Education, have been excellent resources. They will be 
assisting the students with the model rocket launch the last 
week of May. Other resource people who have supplemented 
the science program at Swan Meadow are Ranger Lisa Baker 
from Herrington Manor State Park, Rangers Shelly Ringer 
and Eric Savage from Savage River State Forest, and Mr. 
Harris LaFew from Westvaco 
Swan Meadow students will present projects, which 
evidence their acquired knowledge of the complexities of 
science, at their Science Fair on Friday, May 21st. The

After 
two years of joint effort with the University of Maryland, 
GCC was finally able to announce a new academic degree 
program -- Agricultural Management Technology. We are 
especially pleased that we were able to gain approval for this 
degree because we know that agriculture is deeply rooted in 
Garrett County’s life and culture.

The Agricultural Management Technology degree is 
unique in the state and a prototype for the nation.

The Institute of 
Applied Agriculture of the University of Maryland, College 
Park, currently offers a two year 60 credit Cert‘ficate. The 
Institute will bring its agricultural program to the GCC 
campus, making GCC a satellite of College Park for the 
purposes of this program. In past years several Garrett 
Countians attended College Park to earn this prestigious 
certification. Presently the Institute has four job openings for 
every graduate. Dr. Ron Seibel, Director of the Institute of 
Applied Agriculture, has visited Garrett County many times 
in the last two years to help in the development of the joint 
program 

In addition to earning the Institute's Certificate, students 
who attend the program at GCC can earn GCC’'s associate 
degree in Agricultural Management Technology. Students 
who attend the program in College Park cannot earn such 
a degree. Furthermore, the total tuition cost for those who 
attend GCC's program is lower than the total cost for those 
who take the program at College Park. 

The Institute of Applied Agriculture will hire a full-time 
professor to be permanently sited at Garrett Community 
College. GCC’s faculty will supplement the instructional 
staff. In addition, the Institute secured a grant from USDA 
to offer distance education instruction transmitted from 
Collewe Park to GCC 

We believe that this program is well suited to the needs 
of Garrett Countians. People who want to learn the most 
current techniques in farm management and production will 
be able to acquire an education while continuing to live at 
home, working their family farms.

Referrals to in-patient 
treatment programs are 
available when necessary, 
with contact by a designated 
addictions counselor remain- 
ing throughout the treat- 
ment time and after care has 
been provided to the 
student. 

The Garrett County 
Board of Education Student 
Assistance Program provides 
intervention from a team 
consisting of an administra- 
tor, a guidance representa- 
tive, two teachers, and the 
school nurse. The local 
teams are currently in place 
in both high schools in the 
area and one middle school. 
A team is currently being 
developed in the other area 
middle school. All student 
assistance programs are 
organized with the consent 
and input of local parents. 

Confidentiality is a major 
factor in all adolescent and 
teen addition programs and 
services. 

Group treatment also is 
available for local women 
seeking services for sub- 
stance abuse. Educational 
and therapeutic counseling is 
available at both the Oak- 
land and Grantsville loca- 
tions of Addictions Services. 

Hazel Eagan is the Addi- 
tions Counselor in charge of 
the local women’s group, and 
is the newest member of the 


Addictions Services staff. 
Her background includes 
experience with self-help 
groups, community action 
and outreach, senior citizens, 
and youth program develop- 
ment. She is also working 
with dual-diagnosis groups 
at Addictions Services.

Sines said A represen- 
tative from the consulting 
engineer firm then proposed 
to the hoard members that 
two designs he prepared - 
one for an oil-fueled system 
and one for propane-tueied - 
at no additional cost to the 
board. When the designs are 
completed, the bidding pro- 
cess will take place to deter- 
mine the most cost-efficient 
fuel to use, and that fuel’s 
design will then be used in 
the actual installation of the 
heating system at Northern 

After some discussion, 
board members agreed to 
this plan. and the recom- 
mendation to begin the de- 
sign project was passed 
unanimously After the vote, 
McClingenpee] then told 
board members that an 
additional $15,000 may be 
needed to rent temperarv 
boilers during the renovation 
process, as the work may 
last far into the fall months, 
and heat may be required In 
the case of a mild fall. no 
heating would be needed, 
hut the designers said they 
wanted to make sure the 
board would have the extra 
funds if the need arose. 
Rvscavage indicated that the 
budget request did include 
some extra money that could 
be designated for the boiler 
rental. 

Because Northern cur- 
rently has two working boil- 
ers, Sebold asked if one 
could remain operational 
while the other is worked on 
to avoid the usage of thie 
temporary boilers. Sines 
indicated that the space 
constraints in the boiler 
room would make that pro- 
posal impossible, although it 
had heen considered. Sebold

reasonable, it is modest, and 
it is critically important ” 

Shaffer suggested to the 
commissioners that they use 
a portion of the estimated 
$1 4 million dispari- 
ty targeted grant provided by 
the state to help the educa- 
tion board with the sorial 
security payments 

He added that it is impor- 
tant for the county to “stay 
competitive.” noting that the 
county loses 10-20% of its 
instructional force to better- 
paying jobs elsewhere 

Sheila Edwards, repre- 
senting Citizens ( nited for a 
Betuer Education CUBE), 
told the commissioners, 
Since we don't have the 
choice of private school in 
the county, it should be our 
obligation to make the public 
school 43 stem the best it can 
be“ She added that illiteracy 
costs the Inited States an 
estimated $20 billion per 
year. and significantly in- 
creases social security costs 
as well 

Another CUBE represen- 
tative, Rob Sharps, pointed 
out that concerns about the 
education board being top- 
heavy are unfounded since 
only 4 3% of the budget goes 
to administration In con- 
trast, he said, as much as 40- 
50% of other school board 
budgets in the state “never 
finds its way to the clasa- 
room.” 

Sharps also noted that 
the Garrett County educa- 
tional system produces “good 
students” despite the fact 
that it 18 one of the poorest 
jurisdictions in the state “I 
believe there is nothing more 
important for the county 
than providing a quality 
education for its youth,” he 
said 

Tom Fowler. also from 
CI'BE, stated that the edu- 
cation budget is not “fat with 
waste “ In fact. he said, Gar- 
rett County has the distinc- 
tion of “getting the best bang 
for its buck” Fowler ex- 
plained that after touring 


the school facilties in the 
county, he was “stunned at 
how well-maintained they 
were, especially considering 
the small staff” 

Fowler also indicated 
that, while it is unfortunate 
that Garrett County has to 
come up with an extra 
$800,000 to make up for the 
social security payments no 
longer being paid by the 
state, “I'm glad the state 
took away that funding 
because counties like Mont- 
gomery should have to pay 


their own social security 
payments since they pay 
large salaries. It 1s a more 
equitable way of funding ” 

The Garrett County Com- 
missioners indicated that 
they hope to complete and 
announce the county budget 
by June 8.

In Fire Deaths 


Maryland State Fire 
Marshal Roeen J Gabriele 
has announced positive news 
regarding areduction in fire 
deaths for 

There were 94 fire deaths 
recorded in the state last 
year, which represents a 
5.1% decrease from the 99 
fire fatalities reported in 
1991 

Of the 4 fire deaths 
which occurred last year, 45 





“curred in Baltimore 

Tinee George's County had 
the second highest mumber 

t fire deaths for any jiris- 
diction with 16 fire fatalities 
reported, which was a signif- 
teant increase from the five 
fire fatalities reported in 
Prince George's County in 
1901. 

The leading cause of fire 
deaths in 1992 was arson. 
There were 20 arson-related 
fire deaths recorded in the 
state last year which repre- 
sented a 100% increase over 
the 10 such fire deaths 
reported in 1991. Careless 





smoking was the second 
leading cause of fatal fires 
with 17 recorded last year 
which was a 34.6% decrease 
from the 26 deaths reported 
in 1991 caused by careless 
use of smoking materials. 
Last year was the first time 
in approximately eight years 
that careless smoking was 
not the most frequent cause 
of fatal fires. 

More than one-third of 
all fire deaths last year were 
the result of fires which 
originated in the bedroom. 
The living room area was 
the second leading area of 


origin with 26 fire fatalities 
caused by fires started in 
this area. 

There was an increase for 
the second year in a row in 
the number and percent of 
fire death victims who were 
15 years old or older. Thirty- 
seven chiklren under the age 
of 15 perished in the fires 
during 1992 which repre- 
sents 39.4% of all fatal fire 
victims for the year. 

Tragically, there was a 
47.6% increase in the num- 
ber of victims who were 
younger than 7 years of age. 
There were 31 such victims 


in 1992 as compared with 21 
for the previous year. Nine 
of these fire deaths resulted 
from just two fires; 5 chil- 
dren less than 6 years of age 
died in an arson fire in Balti- 
more in July, and 4 children 
died in acooking-related fire 
in Prince George's County in 
April. 

The leading cause of 
death during the past year 
was smoke inhalation which 
claimed the lives of 50 of the 
94 fatalities. Burn injuries 
was the second leading 
cause, with 27 fatalities. 

During 1992, a significant 





number of fire fatalities 
occurred between the hours 
of 2 p.m and midnight 
During this period, approxi- 
mately 41 of the 94 fire 
deaths resulted from fires 
occurring during this time 
frame. Historically, the ma- 
Jority of fire deaths occur 
between midnight and 6 a.m. 

More fire deaths occurred 
in April, October and No- 
vember than in other 
months during the year. 
There were 11 fire deaths 
recorded in both April and 
November and 10 fire deaths 
in October 
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Commenting on the over- 
all fire deaths reduction, 
Gabriele stated, “I am very 
pleased that for the fourth 
consecutive year fire deaths 
in our state remain below 
100 | am also pleased that 
there was a reduction in 
deaths in 1992 as compared 
with 1991. However, | feel 
confident that many of the 
victims who died in fires in 
our state last year could 
have been saved had more 
attention and concern been 
paid towards fire safety. | 
urge all Marylanders to

We usually assume that if 
we can just see something. we 
can believe init and that 1s all 
thereistoit Ofcourse we trust

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Yard Sale Signs 
Should Not Be 
On Utility Poles 


Utility poles are tempting 
spots for tacking up posters 
and signs for yard sales. 
However, staples, tacks and 
nails used to post these signs 
pose a real safety threat to 
linemen of the Potomac 
Edison Company. 

According to Potomac 
Edison’s Western Division 
Manager Nancy Neff, this 
practice may seem harmless, 
but when signs are removed 
from poles, the nails and 
tacks usually aren't. Line- 
men climbing poles to work 
on power lines can hit these 
metal objects with their 
climbers and fall. 

“We ask our customers to 
avoid the posting of signs on 
our poles,” said Ms. Neff. 
“Linemen use metal climbing 
spikes or climbers to scale a 
pole and complete mainte- 
nance and repair work. 
Climbing linemen must have 
a solid wood pole to dig into 
in order to climb a pole 
safely. If climbers hit a nail, 
staple or tack, the linemen 
could fall and be injured. 


“The safety of our employ- 
ees is the top priority at 
Potomac Edison,” she said, 
“and we encourage our cus- 
tomers to consider our line- 
men’s safety, as well. Nails 
and other metal! objects can 
also puncture a lineman’s 
protective rubber equipment. 
This equipment is used to 
insulate a lineman against 
electrical shock. Even the 
smallest hole in a lineman’s 
rubber sleeves, gloves or 
other protective gear can 
mean electrical shock, burns 
or electrocution.” 


Ms. Neff added that cus- 
tomers can help protect 
linemen from injury simply 
by refraining from tacking 
their signs or any other 
items on utility poles. 

"We want customers to be 
aware of the potential dan- 
ger to our employees that is 
associated with the posting 
of these signs. We would like 
customers to remember that 
the safety of our linemen 
depends on keeping poles

Via Helicopter 

The Potomac Edison 
Company will begin inspect- 
ing power lines using heli- 
copters the week of May 31 
as part of the company’s 
ongoing maintenance pro- 
gram.

(KV) and larger transmission 
and distribution power lines 
for hardware that may need 
repair or replacement. 
Transmission line rights-of- 
way will also be checks for 
vegetation growth. 

Low-flying helicopters are 
used to scout the transmis- 
sion and distribution system 
because they can cover large 
sections of the lines in short 
periods of time. 

Inspections are conducted 
throughout the year by the 
company in order to ensure 
areliable supply of electricity 
to its 347,000 customers.

Among Honorees 
At Johns Hopkins 


Eric Neubert, son of John 
and Cathy Neubert, Grants- 
ville, and a seventh grade 
student at Northern Middle 
Schoo! was honored during 
an awards ceremony at 
Johns Hopkins University, 
Baltimore, on May 15. 

Some 455 seventh-graders 
from the District of Colum- 
bia and Maryland were hon- 
ored for their outstanding 
verbal and/or mathematical 
ability discovered in the 1993 
annual Talent Search con- 
ducted by The Johns Hop- 
kins University Center for 
Talented Youth (CTY). 

The students, who scored 
well above the mean for high 
schoo! seniors, received cer- 
tificates of merit at the state 
and regional level. 

Last fall, public and pri- 
vate schools in the District 
of Columbia and Maryland 
identified more than 4,223 
students who qualified for 
the Talent Search and took 
the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT), in January. Approxi- 
mately 11 percent of these 
students and their families 
and teachers were invited to 
the ceremony. 

More than 47,000 stu- 
dents from over 4,000 
schools in 19 states and the 
District of Columbia partici- 
pated in the 1993 Talent 
Search. Approximately 23 
percent of all Talent Search 
participants scored at or 
above the mean for 1992 
college-bound seniors on the 
mathematics portion of the 
test and about 20 percent 
scored at or above the verbal 
mean. 

This year marks the 14th 
anniversary for the Center 
for Talented Youth Talent 
Search. During that time, 
CTY has helped thousands of 
mathematically or verbally 
talented seventh-graders 
develop their academic tal- 
ents through educational 
planning and counseling, 
fast-paced courses, and one- 
day workshops.

W. Tolliver is urging all 
Marylanders to prepare for a 
safe summer travel season 
by making sure they use 
safety belts and child safety 
seats on every trip in a mo- 
tor vehicle 

State police are participat- 
ing in Buckel Up, America! 
Week being observed nation- 
ally from May 24-31. Col. 
Tolliver has ordered troopers 
to be on the lookout for 
motorists failing to obey 
Maryland's safety belt and 
child safety seat laws. 

"The lifesaving benefits of 
seat belt and child safety 
seat use are beyond ques- 
tion,” Tolliver said. “Thou- 
sands of lives have been 
saved and tens of thousands 
of injuries have been less- 
ened because of passenger 
restraint laws.” 

Maryland's safety belt law 
requires drivers and right 
front seat passengers to be 
buckled up if they are in 
cars, trucks, tractor-trailers, 
multi-purpose vehicles, or 
passenger buses. 

The state's child safety 
seat law requires children 
under age 4 and weighing 40

Farmers Face Problems From 
Loss Of Minor Crop Chemicals 


Fruit. vegetable and 
other “minor crop” farm- 
ers face serious problems 
due to the continued loss of 
many safe, effective chemi- 
cals, according to a recent 
survey conducted by the 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation and other mem- 
bers of the Minor Crop 
Farmer Alhance 

The alhance 1s a coah- 
tion of farmers and farm 
organizations that have or- 
ganized to address the mi- 
nor use problem 

“We found that unless 
Congress and the regula- 
tory agencics act quickly 
these growers face serious 
problems.” said AFBF 
President Dean Kleckner 
“Consumers also would feel 
the effect in the form of re- 
duced supplies and poorer 
quality fruits and veg- 
etables ” 

The problems stem from 
1988 amendments to the 
nation’s pesucide-contno! law 
the Federal Insecticide, Fun- 
gicide and Rodenticule Act. The 
new law required all products 
registered before 1981 to be 
registered by 1997 


Chemical manufactur- 
ers. faced with expensive 
tests to get products reap- 
proved. generally have re- 
spdnded by choosing not to 
reregister products with 
lower sales potential. hence 
the term “minor crops ” 

As a result, the number 
of products available to 
farmers has beencut inhalf. 
from approximately 44.000 
pesticide products. repre- 
senting 611 active ingredi- 
ents. in 1988 to 20.000 prod- 
ucts and 400 active ingredh- 
ents today 

“This is an economic 
problem--not a safety prob- 
lem,” noted Kleckner. “Yet 
under this scenario every- 
one loses Farmers hkely 
will end up using larger 
amounts of less effective 
chemicals Those growers 
who rely on integrated pest 
management, combining 
cultural practices with the 
hmited use of chemicals. will 
lose some of their most ef- 
fective tools” 

Kleckner cited sweet 
corn as an example of a 
“minor” crop now facing 
problems, due to the loss of. 
propiconazole. a fungicide 
used to control southern 
corn leaf bhght and rust in 
sweet corn Without the 
product, farmers could suf- 
fer yield losses as high as 40 
percent, totaling $43 mil- 
hon. And. propiconazole al- 
lows sweet corn producers 
to reduce their total active 
ingredient application by 96 
percent when compared to 
the next best alternative 
As a result. growers will 
have to make at least twice 
as many fungicide applica- 
tions 

As the number of chem:- 
cals available diminishes. 
there isa greater hkelihood 
ofipest resistance to the re- 
maining products. Kleckner 
added 

A solution to the prob- 
lem could pay added divi- 
dends, he said In some 
cases, pesticides already 
registered for use on major 
crops would prove superior 


for use on minor crops. re- 
sulting in lower application 
rates Klecknoerwarnedthat 
failure to resolve the di- 
lemma would hkely result 
in sustained losses for farm- 
ers

Nitrogen Soil Testing Available 
For W. Va. Corn Producers

Are you interested in 
growing corn silage or grain 
with less fertilizer cost? If 
you are. consider having 
your corn fields tested for 
nitrogen fertilizer needs 

In 1992 Soil Conserva- 
tion Service staff provided 
assisiance to 29 Preston 
County farms totaling 1073 
acres saving 22.000 Ibs. of. 
nitrogen fertihzer for an 
economic value of $7.000 
While these producers pock- 
eted the savings for the cost 
of nitrogen they did so wath- 
out any reduction in corn 
yields 

Nitrogen is an essential 
plant nutrient for corn pro- 
duction Research has 
shown there to be a rela- 
tionship between the 
amount of. nitrogen avail- 
able to plants and the pro- 
duction of corn’ When m- 
trogen fertilizer is in- 
creased. production wall in- 
crease to a point. At this 
point. added mitrogen wall 
not increase yields and in 
fact production may begin 
to decrease. Realistic yield 
goals, based on soil capabil- 
ity and inanagement, will 
help corn producers avoid 
over fertilization of their 
corn fields 

A corn crop needs 150 
pounds of nitrogen to reach 
typical production levels for 
an entire season The plant 
will only use 10% of ats m- 
trogen needs within the first 
45 days of the growing sea- 
son These first 45 days gen- 
erally are some of our wet- 
test days in the growing 
season which increase the 


potential for nitrates to 
leach from the soil into the 
water Because of the lagged 
demand for nitrogen, sphit 
apphcations provide an op- 
portunity to more efficiently 
use nitrogen fertihzer The 
SCS staff with the nitrogen 
test kits provide the oppor- 
tunity to evaluate soil in 
corn fields when the corn 1s 


six to 18 inches tall and de- 
termine the amount of ni- 
trogen needed to reach the 
target yield 

Recent technological ad- 
vances in the agricultural 
community have made it 
possible to determine the 
amount of mitrogen a corn 
plant needs to reach a real- 
istic yield) There are cur- 
rently three nitrogen test 
kits on the market in the 
US Herein Preston County 
we will be using two of the 
three to advise corn produc- 
ers of. additional nitrogen 
fertuhzer needs The Nitrate 
Quick Test developed in the 
Northeast and the Cardi 
Test developed in the Mid- 
west will be used to analyze 
soil samples taken from corn 
fields for nitrogen fertilizer 
needs Based upon the soil 
nitrate content. aside-dress 
nitrogen fertilizer recom- 
mendation can be made

* 1 notice that some of the emerged corn got frost-bit 
last week In most instances, | believe the corn will recover 
unless the growing point was damaged. Keep an eye on it. 

* The suil has stayed rather cool this spring which 
slows down germination ofthe corn seed If your corn is not 
emerged in a reasonable time, check to see if the seed has 
rotted or has been destroyed by seed maggots 

* The flea beetle has been held back by the cool 
weather If the weather warms up. they will becoune more 
active. In most cases the flea beetle does not cause enough 
economic damage to field corn tojustify the cost of spraying 
Different story on sweet corn because the flea bectle trans- 
mits a bacteria wilt disease called Stewart's Wilt 

Pinkeye In Cattle 
With spring approaching, cattle producers become con- 
cerned with the potential for severe infectious bovine 
keratoconjunctivitis (BK or pinkeye) outbreaks in calves. 
yaarlings, andheifers The specific conditions under which 
such outbreaks occur are still largely unknown, although 
soine key elements have been identified. Aconstant factor 1s 
the occurrence of virulent strains of Mforaxelia boris in the 
affected cattle. In addition. it 1s also evident that there are a 
number of predisposing factors that play a role in setting the 
stage for these outbreaks. Occurrence of these predisposmg 
factors can be highly variable and this is the reason for the 
unpredictable nature of pinkeye outbreaks 
Important predisposing factors are. (a) the absence of 
protective concentrations of specific or crose reactive anti- 
bodies against the pilus serotype expressed by the mfecting 
Af. bovis, and (b) presence of large populations of face flies 
Although other factors, such as intense sunlight or tall grass 
are commonly thought to predispose cattle to pinkeye infec- 
tions, the published evidence does not bear out a strong 
correlation with disease, Rather, these factors nay affect 
face fly population levels 
Most young calves have maternal immunity to several 
common V. bovis pilus types to which their dams have been 
exposed. Eight pilus types have been described to date 
among Af. bovis strains in the US.A When calves are 
vaccinated with “pilus vaccines,” they respond with serum 
and lacriunal antibodies against the pilus serotypes used in 
the vaccine, and these are usually the most frequently 
encountered serotypes 
Prevention is amuch more economical and cost-effective 
approach to solving the pinkeye problem in dairy and beef 
herds than treating already infected herds. Treatment 
programs often are labor intensive Treatment can include 
* Topical application of antibodies, furacins, sulfas and 
corticosteroids 
* Injections of antibodies and corticosteroids into 
subconjunctival tissue Intramuscular injection of long- 
acting oxytetracycline 1s frequently used 
* Sutunng the eyelids closed in severe cases. Adhesive 
eye patches are sometimes substituted for suturing, but 
these patches can be rubbed off by the animal or fall off due 
to poor adhesion

It is somewhat early in the season to see so much algae 
growth in our ponds It has grown atsuch a fast pace that the 
mats are already floating Extensive algae growth presents 
several potential problems The long strands of growth can 
actually trap fish or cause off-flavor in fish A large amount 
of algae can cause severe oxygen depletion and sometimes 
pH problems 

The most coinmnon algae found in our fresh water ponds 
is called Pithophora. |t can be controlled with chemicals, but 
often expensive There is a whole hoat of chemical controls.

Amendment Would Increase 
Costs To Farm Diesel Users 


An effort to minimize 
diese] fuel tax evasion by 
taxable highway users may 
force farmers and ranchers 
to install additional fuel 
storage tanks and face the 
prospect of higher diesel 
costs 

An amendment to the 
llouse Ways and Means tax 
bill proposed by Rep. Rob- 
ert Matsui (D-Calif) would 
require that dye be added to 
the fuel to distinguish be- 
tween taxable and tax-ex- 
empt diesel 

Matsu: had also offered 
the amendment last year 
Farm Bureau was instru- 
mental in defeating the 
ineasure in 1992. The pro- 
posal was defeated last Au- 
gust by a vote of 200-207 

The problein the bill as 
attempting to address 1s 
caused when diesel fuel is 
ostensibly purchased for off- 
road use, which 1s not sub- 
ject to federal and state 
taxes, and then later used 
legally for on-road uses-- 
such as reselling the fuel to 








distributors, truck stop op- 
erators or truckers as “tax 
paid” diesel fuels for on- 
road use 

Grace Ellen Rice. deputy 
director of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation's 
Washington office, said the 
issue of tax evasion 1s a se- 
rious one 

“But this provision casts 
such a wide net that it's 
going to require farmers to 
incur some very expensive 
storage costs,” Rice said 

Farmere and ranchers 
account for approximately 
$140 million of the federal 
taxes paid for diesel fuel 
The legislation would re- 
quire them to shoulder a 
disproportionate burden of 
the enforcement cost be- 
cause of costs for additional 
on-farm fuel tanks 

Higher fuelprices might 
also result if rural suppliers

Maryland Secretary of 
Agriculture Robert L Walker 
remindsall Marylanders that 
viral encephalitis can occur 
dunng the late summer or 
early fall until all mosquitos 
are killed by cold weather 
Thevirus circulates ina bird- 
mosquito-bird cycle Horses 
can contract the disease. but 
are not mvolved in its spread 

"Fortunately people only 
rarely get this disease. And 
there are things we allcan do 
to prevent the virus from 
spreading,” said Walker 

According to Dr Henry 
Virts, state veterinarian at 
the Maryland Department 
of Agriculture, there are 
three types of viral encepha- 
lus that can occur in horses. 
Eastern, Western and Ven- 
ezuelan 

“The Eastern forin 18 
moet frequent in our part of 
the country with mortality 

reaching 85 to 90 percent in 
horses and 30 percent in 
humans,” Dr Virts said

Flea Beetles - Sweet Corn 

When flea beetles attack field corn. I very seldom 
recommend spraying an insectcide even though the corn 
plant may look pretty ragged In most cases field corn will 
recover with very little economic damage But flea beetles on 
sweet corn is a different story Flea beetles transmit a 
bacterial wilt disease known as Stewart's Wilt: After a mild 
winter you can expect a higher than usual population Some 
vaneties are more susceptible than others Check with your 
seed suppher 

There are several insecacides that can be used to 
control flea beetles Two of the common insecticides avail- 
able in our area are Lorsban 4EC and Sevin Follow label 
directions carefully You may have to repeat the spray 

A “Mean” Disease on Raspberry and 

Blackberry 

Anthracnose has put a lot of grow ers out of the berry 
business This fungus disease affects both raspbernes and 
blackberries and is easily recognized by the ash-gray lesions 
on the canes and leaves Senous damage occurs when many 
cane lesions merge to produce large irregularly shaped 
cankers that weaken or kall the cane Fruit from infected 
canes is usually small and of poor quality 

Probably one of the most effective fungicides for 
anthracnose control is Benlate 50W Benlate will also help 
control several other diseases You should spray pre-bloom 
and repeat about every 10 days If insects are present. you 
can add Malathion to the Benlate mix Follow label direc-

Gabriele Sends 
Fire Fighting 
Gear To Bosnia 


State Fire Marshal Rocco 
J. Gabriele is sending sur- 
plus and used equipment to 
aid fire fighters in the battle- 
torn Bosnia-Herzegovina 
area. 

The fire marshal recently 
attended a dinner in Wash- 
ington, D.C. and witnessed a 
presentation by John Jordan, 
a volunteer fire fighter from 
New England, who has been 
spearheading fund-raising 
and assistance for the fire 
fighters of Sarajevo. In his 
remarks to the nation’s fire 
service leaders last month, 
Jordan stated that fire fight- 
ers in the Bosnia-Herzego- 
vina conflict have very little 
equipment and often come 
under attack from snipers 
during the day-to-day fight- 
ing in the conflict-torn re- 
gion. Equipment, such as 
turnout coats, helmets, 
boots, gloves and hose, are in 
scarce supply in Sarajevo 
and are in dire need by the 
fire service. 

Gabriele has forwarded 
used turnout coats, work 
gloves, fire retardant uni- 
form pants, and other mis- 
cellaneous supplies to the 
Firemen’s Brigade of Sara- 
jevo. 

Commenting on the dis- 
bursement of this equip- 
ment, Gabriele remarked, “I 
was extremely moved by the 
presentation by Fire Fighter 
Jordan of the needs of the 
fire service in Sarajevo. See- 
ing film clips and hearing of 
the pain and suffering of the 
Sarajevo fire fighters, I felt 
that if I had the opportunity 
to provide assistance that | 
would.

the new $18 million Per- 
forming Arts Center on the 
FSU campus. He said he 
feels confident that the arts 
will actually be stronger at 
FSU in the future. 


Dr. Allen explains that 
his optimism is based on "a 
constructive faculty re- 
sponse” to program changes, 
the opportunity presented by 
the state-of-the-art Perform- 
ing Arts Center, and the 
formal designation by the 
University of 1994 as the 
Year Of The Arts. 

"A year-long celebration, 
called ’Arts Alive!’, will initi- 
ate a long term commitment 
to the arts in western Mary- 
land,” he added. “All of this 
will mean the arts will be 
more prevalent than ever.”

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Senior Citizens’ 
Medicaid Waiver 
Gains Approval 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer announced last 
week that an application for 
a Medicaid waiver for home 
and community-based care 
for the elderly has been 
approved by the Health Care 
Financing Administration 
(HCFA), the federal agency 
which oversees state Medic- 
aid programs. 

The waiver was requested 
by the Maryland Office on 
Aging and the Department 
of Health and Mental 
Hygiene (DHMH) to enable 
275 elderly people to be 
discharged or diverted from 
nursing homes. Those 
approved to participate in 
the program will be placed 
in less costly group homes 
for the elderly under a 
program known as Senior 
Assisted Housing and 
regulated by the Office on 
Aging 

"This marks the begin- 
ning of a new era in commu- 
nity care for some of the 
state’s most vulnerable 
citizens -- the frail elderly,” 
said Governor Schaefer. "By 
granting Maryland this 
waiver, the federal govern- 
ment is allowing our state to 
offer more flexibility in 
helping senior citizens who 
can no longer care for 
themselves, but who may 
not wisli to go into a nursing 
home.” 

The goal of the state in 
asking for Medicaid waiver is 
to slow the growth in 
nursing home utilization by 
strengthening the capacity of 
small group homes to care 
for nursing home eligible 
seniors. 

“Currently, $439 million, 
or 22 percent, of the state’s 
$2 billion Medicaid budget is 
spent on nursing home care,” 
said Nelson J. Sabatini, 
Secretary of DHMH. “With 
this waiver, the state will be 
able to expand its Medicaid 
expenditures in community

settings where additional 
people can be served,” he 
said. 

"Group homes have al- 
ways been an important 
resource for mildly to moder- 
ately impaired seniors who 
do not require nursing care,” 
said Rosalie S. Abrams, 
Director of the Office on 
Aging. “Until now, we have 
been unable to meet the 
needs of the more highly 
impaired elderly in the group 
home setting. Because of the 
Medicaid waiver, we now 
have the option.” 

"Hardly a week goes by 
that I do not receive a dis- 
tress call from someone 
struggling with a decision to 
place a relative in a nursing 
home,” said Ms. Abrams. “We

There are currently about 
150 group homes for the 
elderly in Maryland ap- 
proved by the Office on 
Aging. They are home to 
more than 1,000 seniors 
whose age-related disabilities 
make it impossible for them 
to live alone. The homes are 
small and family-like in 
appearance, ranging in size 
from four to 15 residents. 
The average resident is 85 
years old and suffers from 
multiple chronic illnesses. At 
least half have Alzheimer’s 
Disease or some other form 
of dementia. 

In addition to the assisted 
living services provided in 
the group home, a number 
of other services will be 
reimbursable under the 
waiver in order to extend the 
time that an individual can 
be cared for in the group 
home. Additional services 
include environmental as- 
sessments by occupational 
therapists, environinental 
modifications, and aasistive 
equipment to assure the 
health and safety of resi- 
dents with special environ- 
mental needs, as well as 
behavior consultation servic- 
es for residents with behav- 
ior problems. 

Waiver participants will 
also be encouraged to make 
use of specialized senior 
center programming or med- 
ical day care for one or more 
days per week outside of the 
group home, when appropri- 
ate. In fact, the waiver ser- 
vice package includes a ser- 
vice called Senior Center 
Plus, which is designed for 
elderly, disabled individuals 
and which has a social and 
recreational orientation 
rather than a medical orien- 
tation. 

The state and federal 
governments will split the 






















cost of the assisted living 
and related services covered 
under the waiver. The waiv- 
er program is expected to go 
into effect on July 1, 1993, 
for a three-year period, after 
which it will be renewed ifi 
the state is able to success- 
fully demonstrate its cost- 
effectiveness.

Room, Board 
Increases At 
FSU Approved 


The University of Mary- 
land System Board of Re- 
gents last week approved 
Frostburg State University’s 
proposed rate increase for 
room and board, allowing 
the University to fund two 
enhancement projects for on- 
campus housing.

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Lvev Creek Dinner Theatre To 
Open; Summer/Fall Season Planned

Residents and visitors of 
Garrett County will be pro- 
vided with a returning form 
of entertainment at Deep 
Creek Lake this summer, as 
the curtain will soon be 
drawn at the Deep Creek 
Dinner Theatre, located on 
Glendale Road in the former 
Das Gasthaus. Under the 
proprietorship of Chas. Rit- 
tenhouse, formerly of 
Hagerstown, the new busi- 
ness will begin operation on 
June 8 with the production 
of I Do, I Do, which is, in 
Rittenhouse’s words, a "mu- 
sical fable about marriage.” 
The two-person show will in 
fact star the proprietor and 
his wife, Sherry, who has 
been working alongside her 
husband in this business 
endeavor. 

The couple and their four 
children (Andrew, 5; Jane, 4; 
Margot, 2; and Chip, six 
weeks) moved to this area in 
late April, and Chas. and 
Sherry began immediately to 
renovate the former BJ. 
Whistler's tavern into a 
workable, attractive theatre 
space with ample room for 
dinner guests. Major work 
has already gone into the 
structure, as a 30-foot wall 
was torn down and a back 
porch has been transformed 
into the actual 12-foot 
square acting space. The 
Rittenhouses are confident 
that the place will be intact 
for the opening of their first 
show. 

"We may be a little ragged 
around the edges at first,” 
Sherry said, “but the show 
will be ready.” 

Chas. has been familiar 
with the surrounding area 
for many years, as he attend- 
ed Camp Lakewood in 
Preston County as a younr- 
ster and was taken on sever- 
al field trips to Swallow Falls 
and other Garrett County 
sights. The original idea of a 
dinner theatre for this area 
materialized four years ago 
when the Rittenhouses 
stopped in Garrett County 
on their way from Pitts- 
burgh (Chas.’s hometown) to 
Hagerstown. 

“We stopped at Little 
Sandy’s and had lunch, and

State Park.” Chas said. “It 
was at that time the idea 
germinated about establish- 
ing a dinner theatre here“ 
Rittenhouse has been mak- 
ing regular visits to the area 
since this January, arranging 
and planning. 

Rittenhouse has a lengthy 
background in stage work, 
beginning with his theatre 
degree from the University 
of Virginia and experience 
with the Barter Theatre, 
Bristol, Va. He moved on to 
New York City, where he 
lived for eight years and 
appeared on the soap opera 
Edge of Night. He also ap- 
peared in the movie Sweet 
Dreams, and worked with 
famed playwright Tennessee 
Williams on a special project. 
Hagerstown was his next 
stop, where he served for six 
years as the artistic director 
of the Western Maryland 
Shakespeare Company, and 
worked in numerous capaci- 
ties at the Washington 
County Playhouse. Ritten- 
house was involved in pro- 
ductions at various dinner 
theaters as well during the 
10 years he resided in the 
area. 

Chas. met lyric soprano 
Sherry Wyne in 1986 when 
the two were performing 
together in a Hagerstown 
dinner theatre. The produc- 
tion was You're A Good 
Man, Charlie Brown, and 
Patty (Sherry) and Snoopy 


(Chas.) fell in love, they 
report. Now they are work- 
ing hard, side by side, as 
they launch this new busi- 
ness in an area they feel is 
ideal for this type of enter- 
tainment. 

The typical evening for a 
Deep Creek Dinner Theatre- 
goer will begin at approxi- 
mately 6 p.m. when the 
doors open. The actors and 
actresses of the night’s per- 
formance will be on hand to 
greet patrons and to serve 
beverages and other refresh- 
ments. Patrons may then 
partake of a buffet dinner, 
catered by the Point View 
Inn, which will offer three 
types of meat, six vegetable 
dishes, and salad. Chas. 
noted that the type of food 
will change in accordance 
with the current perfor- 
mance.

the theatre's production of

As the patrons finish 
their meals, the waiter actors 
will disappear backstage to 
prepare for the show. A last 
cal] to the buffet table will 
be announced, and a plate 
full of fruit or other snack 
may be taken back tc the 
guest’s table as he or she 
settles in for the production. 

At intermission, Ritten- 
house explained, patrons will 
be offered other refresh- 
ments and will pay their 
tabs before the second half 
begins. Following the show, 
the guests will be invited to 
gather around a player-piano 
for an “old-fashioned sing- 
along.” 

"We can promise a com- 
plete evening of entertain- 
ment,” Rittenhouse pledged. 
“We will transport you to 
wherever the show takes 
place, and you will have a 
wonderful time from 6 p.m. 
on.” 

“And we will present our 
productions with as much of 
a personalized touch as we 
can give them,” Sherry add- 
ed. "Personal touch is impor- 
tant. We have learned 
through experience that this 
is what people want.” 

The couple plans to run 
each show for eight weeks 
with performances on Tues- 
day through Saturday nights 
and a Sunday matinee. The 
line-up for the next several 
months begins with I Do, I 
Do, followed by Grease, then

Agatha Christie’s Mousetrap, 
and finally, as a Christmas 
show. The Sound of Music 
Rittenhouse also has tenta- 
tive plans to conduct a child- 
ren’s theatre workshop on 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays, beginning in mid- 
dune. 

Auditions for Grease were 
held last Sunday, but Ritten- 
house has indicated that 
additional try-outs will be 
conducted this Sunday night 
beginning at 7 p.m. at the 
theatre. All interested per- 
sons are invited to audition 
and should have one pre- 
pared piece of music. Back- 
stage personnel will be need- 
ed as well. Positions will be 
paid, Rittenhouse said. For 
more information about the 
auditions, persons may call 
the theatre at 387-8383. 


Rittenhouse said he will 
be depending on local talent 
to cast the shows, and will 
also solicit the theatre de- 
partments of Frostburg State 
University and West Virginia 
University. He noted that 
Nate Motz, Oakland, is cur- 
rently an assistant and will 
be involved in the produc- 
tions. 

“We are very encouraged 
by the response we have had 
here so far,” Sherry said. 
‘We've had lots of calls ask- 
ing about auditions and 
about the shows.” 

"This is the perfect area 
for a dinner theatre,” Chas. 
said, noting the influx of 
tourists in both summer and 
winter, as well as the resi- 
dents’ apparent need for 
more theatre entertainment. 
"We really need support from 
the community, though,” he 
said. 

Rittenhouse indicated 
that he and Sherry have 
encountered various prob- 
lems concerning regulations 
and stipulations as they 
construct and plan their 
business. Chas. stated specif- 
ically that they will be un- 
able to obtain a liquor li- 
cense, and therefore are 
inviting their patrons to 
bring the alcoholic beverages 
of their choice with them to 
the theatre, as the drinks 
may be served but not sold. 

“This is done in several 
exclusive clubs in Virginia,” 
he said, explaining that the 
bottles will be marked with 
the patrons’ names, and if 
they wish to have a mixed 
drink, the beverages will be 
prepared and brought to the 
patrons by the waiters. He 
added that non-alcoholic 
beverages will be offered as 
standard procedure. 

“We share the com- 
munity’s concern about 
alcohol, and understand the 
regulations,” he said. 

The Rittenhouses are 
optimistic about their en- 
deavor and excited by it. Ina 
discussion of the potential 
Garrett County audiences, 
Chas. remarked that “culture 
is not in direct proportion to 
population” and that the 
response he has received 
thus far has been positive 
and favorable. 

“We're prepared to pro- 
vide quality entertainment 
to the community, and we're 
very pleased to do so,” he 
said

Initial Phase Of Cardiac Care

Heart attacks kill 600,000 
Americans annually, making 
heart attacks America’s 
number one health problem 
according to the American 
Heart Association. However, 
half of these deaths can be 
prevented when an individu- 
al learns “to recognize the 
early warning signs and 
symptoms associated with a 
heart attack and immediate- 
ly seeks emergency cardiac 
care,” said Linda Stresky, 
R.N., cardiac rehabilitation 
nurse at Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital. 

"Most heart attacks are 
preceded by a clear warning 
signal,” continued Stresky. 
“These warning signs in- 
clude: uncomfortable pres- 
sure, squeezing or pain in 
the center of the chest last- 
ing two minutes or more; 
pain spreading to the shoul- 
der, neck, jaw, arms or back, 
and dizziness, fainting, 
sweating, nausea and/or 
shortness of breath. If indi- 
viduals experience any of 
these symptoms, it 1s imper- 
ative that they seek emer- 
gency medical care to pre- 
vent disability and death.” 

“Garrett Memorial’s emer- 
gency room is fully equipped 
and staffed to provide the 
initial phase of cardiac care 
as required by the patient,” 
said Jeff Hinebaugh, R.N., 
emergency room nurse man- 
ager at Garrett Memorial.” 

The three main diagnostic 
tools used to diagnose a 
heart attack include patient 
history, electrocardiograms, 






















and blood tests. Other appro- 
priate testa will also be or- 
dered 

The initial cardiac assess- 
ment phase is a teeun effort 
that also involves several 
other hospital departments. 
The cardio-pulmonary labo- 
ratory performs EKG (elec- 
trocardiogram) testing, 
which records the electrical 
currents moving through the 
heart muscle. Enzyme test- 
ing is performed by the 
laboratory. “If an individual 
has experienced e heart 
attack, certain blood tests 
can show a rise in blood 
enzymes,” said Stresky. 
“These enzymes are released 
from the damaged heart cells 
and float into the blood- 
stream.” Chest x-rays are 
performed by the radiology 
department in order to as- 
sess heart size. “If a large 
area of damage has occurred 
to the heart, fluid will back 
up into the lungs which will 
be shown on the x-ray,” 
commented Stresky. 

Hinebaugh emphasizes 
that the “emergency room is 
equipped with the latest 
state-of-the-art monitoring 
equipment and all emergen- 
cy room nurses are trained 
and certified in Advanced 
Cardiac Life Support 
(ACLS). When necessary, the 
physician can insert a tem-

porary peacemaker. Thrombo- 
lytic therapy can also be 
administered, if required, in 
the emergency room. This 
procedure can prevent seri- 
ous damage occurring to the 
heart muscle.” 

“An estimated 40 to 50 
percent of heart attack vic- 
tims experience mild chest 
discomfort prior to the be- 
ginning of a heart attack,” 
said Stresky. “If people can 
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learn to not ignore thase 
early warning signs and saek 
immediate emergency cars, 
we could quite possibly save 
thousands of lives each ysar.”

The staff 
members interact with and 
guide the consumers through 
the day's activities as well as 
through any crisis they may 
encounter 

“Our greatest challenge is 
to provide activities that will 
meet the needs of a variety 
of ages and levels of capabili- 
ty. and in an atmosphere 
that promotes positive con- 
sumer outcome.” stated Ad- 
ams-Noroski 

The Adult Day Service 
Program's monthly schedule 
includes such activities as 
cooking and sewing, art 
classes. "guided imagery” 
sessions, physical exercise, 
day trips, assertiveness train- 
ing. picnics, guest speakers, 
driver's education, Job inter- 
view and resume writing 
skills class, vocational inter- 
ests. and shopping 

Garrett County Light- 
house, with funding from the 
Department of Education’s 
Food Nutrition Program, 
provides a meal service at 
breakfast and lunch, which 
is prepared by the consum- 
ers who are also responsible 
for mealtime set-up and 
clean-up with the guidance 
of Lighthouse staff "We 
rotate kitchen responsibill- 
ties and job duties in order 
for all of our consumers to 
learn the value of good nu- 
trition,” stated Gerry Likens, 
rehabilitation counselor 

Not all of the activities 
involve all of the consumers, 
however, as activities are 
also available for groups who 


are not present at the day 
programsite Transportation 
to and from community 
appointments, for instance, 
is provided for those con- 
sumers who do not drive 
Another component of 
Lighthouse -- the Residential 
Rehabilitation Program -- 
provides residential support 
services to consumers so that

from hospital and other 
community sources. The 
final decision for placement 
then comes from Lighthouse. 
Inc A person may require as 
little as one hour per week 
or as much as 40 hours per 
week of contact with the 
residential staff. which 1s 
available seven days per 
week 

“Our residential program 
provides a certain degree of 
freedom for the consumer 
who does not need full-time 
support services but it also 
has the flexibility to provide 
more support as necessary.” 
stated Donna Gregory, coor- 
dinator of Mental Health 
Services. 

Numerous services to the 
consumer include assess- 
ment, intake, and exit plan- 
ning: rehabilitation — plan- 
ning and implementation, 
case management, crisis 
intervention, task and skills 
training, community inte- 
grated social! and recreation 
activities, transportation. 
and enforcement of home 
rules and regulations 

Lighthouse personnel 
evaluate residential service 
delivery through daily meet- 
Ings, case management re- 
views, audits of case file, and 
informal discussions with 
residential consumers. 


The third component of 
Lighthouse is the Supported 
Employment Program, 
which strives to provide 
consumers with employ- 
ment-related services appro- 
priate for those who need to 
be integrated into a work 
setting. The program's goal 
is to help the consumer 
obtain and maintain compet- 
itive employment, and to 
teach the consumer job-relat- 
ed skills to ensure their 
success in the work world 
The program aims to match 
the consumer's skills with 
Appropriate jobs 

The program also benefits 
the local business communt- 
ty by providing an opportu- 
nity for businesaes to "make 
a difference in the lives of 
people with mental illnesaes 
by allowing them to expen- 
ence the feelings of self 
worth and satisfaction that

comes from being employed,” 
according to a Lighthouse 
spokesperson. 

In addition, a job counsel- 
or provides input into the 
consumer's training to guar- 
antee job competency. The 
job counselor also monitors 
the consumer's on-the-job 
performance as well as the 
employer's satisfaction with 
the consumer’s work. “This 
frees the employer of the 
burden of training a new 
employee.” staled Adams- 
Noroski. 

Persons in the business 
community who might be 
interested in considering a 
Lighthouse consumer in 
their next employee search 
should call 334-9126, be- 
tween the hours of 8 a.m. 
and 3:30 p.m., for more 
information. 

Lighthouse job counselor 
‘loe Stevens reported that 
one consumer is currently 
employed as motel cleaner. 
“The job market is tougli -- 
there are so many people 
competing for the same job, 
and these people have the 
added stigma of mental 
illness,” he said, continuing, 
‘So we try to give our people 
an edge over the people 
walking in off the street 
competing for the same job 
by making sure they know 
how to complete a resume or 
conduct a job interview.” 

Lighthouse case manager 
Wendy Murphy works with 
all the consumers in the 
areas of their individual 
goals; “any financial, social, 
or other crisis", and network- 
ing activities. In fact, Wendy 
describes her job as “the 
bridge between the client 
and other agencies.” 

Wendy also works with 
the consumers in helping 
them develop better commu- 
nication and problem-solving 
skills, and teaches the "guid- 
ed imagery” class which is 
designed to teach relaxation 
techniques and to sometimes 
help the consumers “confront 
their anger” 

The support system pro- 
vided by Garrett County 
lighthouse, Inc, is an in- 
valuable asyet in helping to 
stabilize the lives of adults 
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who experience an ongoing 
mental or emotional iliness. 
The rehabilitation program 
works to help the consumers 
increase their skills and 
abilities; to expand their 
circle of friends, to actively 
participate in community 
events; to improve their self- 
esteem, and to enhance the 
quality of their everyday 
lives. 

The month of May has 
been declared as Mental 
Health Awareness Month, 
and the staff has urged the 
citizens of Garrett County, 
In their own indi idual ways, 
to reflect on ihe special 
needs of these individuals, 
and to raise their awareness 
of the many levels and facets 
of mental illness. 

“Awareness is the first step 
to enlightenment,” stated 
Adams-Noroski, who also 
noted that the community 
response has been “over- 
whelming, and it has given 
us renewed energy to pursue 
our vision for the future.”

Petition Presented 
To BOE Asking For 


Graduation Prayer 

A petition bearing over 
1500 signatures of local 
citizens was presented to the 
Garrett County Board of 
Education last week, asking 
the members of the board 
and the superintendent to 
allow a clergyperson to 
provide an invoca- 
tion/benediction at the 
county high schools’ gradua- 
tion exercises. The petition 
was in response to a recent 
decision of the United States 
Supreme Court which 
declared that allowing the 
clergy to provide prayer at a 
school function was uncon- 
stitutional, violating the 
separation of church and 
state. 

The petition was present- 
ed to the board by Arzella 
Parsons last Tuesday, and 
Superintendent of Garrett 
County Schools Jerome 
Ryscavage explained that the 
schoo] board has to abide by 
federal law despite the 
petition. 

"Basically, our hands are 
tied in this issue,” he said. "A 
person of the clergy is simply 
not allowed to offer prayer at 
a school function. We may 
not, as a board of education, 
direct a person of the clergy 
to conduct prayer.” 

However, Ryscavage did 
explain that although a 
clergyperson may not 
present prayer, students 
may. 

"Students possess the 
tight of free speech and 
therefore may present their 
own words of meditation or 
prayer at the graduation 
ceremonies, and we have 
directed the students to 
choose what they want at 
their own commencement 
exercises,” he said. 

In an interview yesterday, 
Ryscavage indicated that he 
and Luther Parrack, director 
of secondary schools, met 
with members of the Moun- 
taintop Ministerial Associa- 
tion and discussed the issue. 
Ryscavage indicated that the 
students at each high school 
are preparing to present 

special words of prayer. 

“After informing the Min- 
isterial Association members 
what was being planned, | 
feel they were satisfied with 
the outcome,” Ryscavage 
said. 

The superintendent also 
noted that a baccalaureate 
service is planned at South- 
ern High for students who

Commissioners Intend To Keep 
County Tax Rate At $2.24 


During a public hearing 
held this week on the con- 
stant yield tax rate, the 
Garrett County Commission- 
ers announced their inten- 
tion to set the county tax 
rate at $2.24 per $100 of 
assessed property value, 
representing the fourth year 
in a row the tax rate has 
remained at that level. 

The public hearing is 
required by law, according to 
Garrett County Commission- 
er Elwood L. Groves, when 
the recommended tax rate is 
higher than the constant 
yield rate. That rate was set 
at $2.17 this year by the 
Maryland Department of 
Assessments and Taxation, 
and is the rate determined 
to generate the same 
amount of revenue as was 
generated during the previ- 

ous year. 

"The constant yield rate 
tends to go down every year 
because the tax base tends 
to grow,” stated Groves, who 
reported that Garrett Coun- 
ty experienced “very minimal 
growth" this year -- 3.2% -- 
which, he said, represents a 
“departure from the past.” 

Groves further stated 
that, last year, one cent of 
the tax generated $60,000, 
while one cent. this year, 
will generate $62,000 
“That's hardly any increase 
at all.” he said.

When the commissioners 
were asked if they had con- 
sidered raising the rate to 
provide a cushion in the 
budget, they responded nega- 
tively. “Revenue projections 
are usually conservative, so 
we could pick up the slack 
there,” stated Commissioner 
John Braskey. 

Commissioner Brenda 
Butscher stated, “It would be 
difficult to think of raising 
taxes when so many people 
are unemployed or have not 
gotten pay raises for such a 
long time.” 

Commissioner Groves said 
that county government 
should not be in an “overt 
spending mode based on the 
requests of the departments. 
Otherwise, the taxes would 
be raised every year.” 

He added, "I think the 
overwhelming majority want 
a budget adopted that is 
reasonable -- especially in 
these economic times.” 

Butscher pointed out that 
her constituency has indicat- 
ed appreciation to her for 
not raising taxes. The other 
commissioners also stated 
that, indeed. the local resi- 
dents have not asked for a 
tax raise. 

"People may not ask you 
to raise their taxes, but they 
might accept a raise if they 
could see value received for

Lake Management 
Issues Reminder 
Regarding Docks 


As the recreation season 
approaches, the Maryland 
Department of Natural 
Resources has issued a 
reminder to Deep Creek 
Lake property owners who 
are planning to install docks. 

The Deep Creek Lake 
regulations set certain 
requirements for dock 
flotation that apply to all 
permit sites on the lake. 
Flotation devices must 
contain sufficient positive 
flotation material to keep 
the drum visibly afloat if it 
detaches from the dock. 
State Forest and Park 
Service personnel have noted 
through spot inspections 
that a number of permit 
holders have not conformed 
to this requirement. As the 
season progresses, enforce- 
ment in this area will be 
accelerated. 

One other reminder 
involves the numbering 
system used at dock permit 
sites around the lake. 
According to Lake Manager 
Paul Durham, there are a 
number of sites that go 
unnumbered each year. "The 
lake regulations require that 
each dock display the permit 
number." stated Durham 
“Aside from the administra- 
tive need for the numbering 
system, it also is extremely 
valuable in locating permit 
sites when responding to 
emergencies or citizen 
complaints.

Our nation is drowning tn paperwork and regu 
lation. lust a tew day- ago a local funerul director told 
this writer that 42 separate documenta forma muat be 
filled out for each and every “customer’ of his 
extablishment 

Ever growing regulation requires that our hanks 
complete reams of applicationa and forms for loans and 
trusts. Our hospitala are heing swamped with more 
and more and more paper and regulation, requinng the 
hinng of more and more people just to cope with all of 
it. All of our government agencies are expenencing 
similar excesses in their operations, again making the 
task at hand so much more complicated and time 
consuming 

All of this paperwork and increased regulation, of 
course, results in higher costs for everything, and it

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Pruning Rhododendron 
by Willetta Risvell 

Ideally, rhododendrons should be placed where they have 
space and light to develop naturally into full bushy plants 
Usually minor pruning will keep those plants looking tidy 
But what if they have grown too big, or worse, have gotten 
leggy and straggly? If that is the case, then more severe 
efforts are required to rejuvenate old plants. 

The best time to prune is immediately after the plants 
bloom, otherwise you may be cutting off bloom buds that 
have already formed for next season. In order to prune them 
properly, it is important to understand how rhododendrons 
grow 

Notice that leaves grow in clusters around the stem, New 
leaves and shoots grow only from just below these clusters 
of leaves. Always prune branches just above a growth point, 
leaving about one-half inch of stem. Cutting a bare spot on 
stems will cause dead stumps of stems, for the plant will die 
back to the last leaf cluster 

At those points, under leaf scars and bark, lie dormant 
buds. Pruning stimulates growth, causing dormant buds to 
start new shoots. Cutting a large bushy plant back a foot, or 
even two, won't hurt it, provided plenty of foliage remains. 
Within one season new leaves will cover the pruning cuts. 
and the plant will look robust again. Ordinarily this type of 
pruning will not affect the amount of bloom 

Rejuvenating a rangy old plant that is greatly overgrown 
requires more patience and consideration, but it can be done 
Keep in mind that it took years tor the plant to react: that 
state, and it will take three or more years to correct this 
situation Resist the urge to cut away the ends of all 
branches, but instead study the plant to determine the 
desired size. Decide how tall you would like it to be and look 
for branch crotches or new shoots slightly lower than that 
height You will need to make thinning cuts, removing only 
about one-third of the old branches each spring. Start with 
the oldest. thickest stems -- these probably are the poorest 
bloomers Reach down into the plant, and cut just above the 
growth point, removing a large branch. 

Check progress after each cut to determine where to 
prune next Shoots can start growing inside the plant now 
that they have more light. However, you must leave some 
foliage on the top of the plant to manufacture food for living 
and growing Fertilizing the plant lightly at this stage will 
give it. an added boost 

Rhododendron that are being rejuvenated will look bad 
for a couple of years, with a center of new growth and leggy 
stems above, but there is no way around it. Your plant may 
not recover if you try to remove too much foliage at once, 
and just removing the ends of all branches will not 
accomplish the desired result. 

Rejuvenation pruning will decrease the number of blooms 
for several years -- a good reason to avoid the need again 
However, the advantage of this heavy pruning over pulling 
up old plants and starting again, apart from the cost, is that 
you will have a well-established, larger plant then by starting 
anew. 

Once completed, vow to maintain your plants with minor 
pruning and annual deadheading -- removal of spent flowers 
As soon as blossoms fade, remove spent flowers and soft 
green developing seed heads. This is important because it 
allows the plant to redirect its energy into making more 
flower buds for the following season With a program of 
fertilizing for acid living plants, and slight) annual 
maintenance, your plants should be a pleasure for many 
more vears.

More Scholarship 
Monies To Be 
Awarded In '93-94 


More than 12,500 
Maryland college students 
will receive financial aid 
during the 1993-94 academic 
year through the state’s 
largest scholarship program, 
a 15.2 percent increase over 
the school year just ended. 

"Thanks in large part to 
the fact that Governor 
Schaefer and the General 
Assembly increased funding 
for financial aid, we will be 
able to assist more students 
than ever before,” said 
Walter Sondheim Jr., 
chairman of the Maryland 
Higher Education Commis- 
sion. 

Governor Schaefer 
recommended at $2.75 
million increase in funding 
for the General State 
Scholarship program for 
FY’94. 

The total general state 
budget for FY'94 will be 
$16.1 million. The average 
award will be $1,282, 
compared with $1,919 in 
FY'93, when 10,890 students 
received grants. 

Over 33,600 financial aid 
applications were received 
this year. Of that number, 
20,935 students were 
determined to need 
assistance under state 
guidelines. 

Although the number of 
students with need in- 
creased, the increased 
funding plus the decision by 
the Higher Education 
Commission to restrict use of 
General State funds to 
students attending in-state 
colleges and universities 
meant that the number of 
unfunded in-state students 

decreased by 17.4 percent.

Governor, DNR 
Head Emphasize 
Boating Safety 


With the summer boating 
season nearly here, Mary- 
land Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) Secretary 
Torrey C. Brown, M.D., and 
Natural Resources Police 
(NRP) Superintendent 
Franklin I. Wood are urging 
all boaters to practice re- 
sponsible boating. 

Governor William Donald 
Schaefer signed a proclama- 
tion Tuesday that designates 
the week of June 6-12 as 
Safe Boating week in Mary- 
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land, which will coincide 
with National Safe Boating 
week. 

"Safe boating practices 
help everyone enjoy the 
recreational opportunities of 
the bay and our rivers and 
lakes,” Governor Schaefer 
said. "I urge parents to make 
sure their children wear life 
jackets at all times.” 

Colonel Wood expressed 
his concern over the combi- 
nation of alcohol and boat- 
ing, saying, “Although a 
great deal of attention has 
been paid to the tragic boat- 
ing accident that killed two 
Cleveland Indians pitchers in 
Florida, already this year we 
have had four boating fatah- 
ties in Maryland. At least 
two of those fatalities in- 
volved the use of alcohol.” 

Last year, more than half 
the boating deaths in Mary- 
land involved alcohol. 

The apprehension and 
prosecution of intoxicated 
boaters will be a NRP priori- 
ty again this year. In addi- 
tion to normal patrols. Oper- 
ation SWAMP (Safe Water- 
ways through Alcohol Moni- 


toring Patrols) will utilize 
specially trained NRP offi- 
cers to enforce alcohol and 
safety laws in problem areas. 

None of the victims in the 
four fatalities this year were 
wearing life jackets. Over the 
last 10 years, 85-90 percent 
of the people who died in 
boating accidents died of 
drowning. Almost all of 
those people would have 
survived if they had been 
wearing PFDs.

Bartlett Votes 
Against Medical 
Research Bill 


Sixth District Congress- 
man Roscoe Bartlett last 
week registered his opposi- 
tion to expanding the federal 
bureaucracy and the scope of 
fetal tissue testing by voting 
against a six billion dollar 
medica] research bill. 

The National Institute of 
Health (NIH) Revitalization 
Act of 1993 would re- 
authorize expiring programs 


through fiscal 1996 and 
create several others at the 
National Institutes of 
Health. The House approved 
the bill, 290-130, and the 
Senate likely will pass the 
bill this week and send it to 
President Clinton, who is 
expected to sign the bill into 
law. 

“I want to make it clear 
that I support NIH and the 
work they do,” said Congress- 
man Bartlett, who worked as 
a research scientist at NIH 
between 1956 and 1958. “But 
I can’t support another layer 
of bureaucracy. It’s just not 
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The bill calls for the ea- 
tablishmant of several new 
administrative offices within 
NIH, and authorizes the 
NIH director to set up a $25 
million discretionary fund to 
carry out various NIH activi- 
ties. Bartlett believes these 
provisions, among others, 
move NIH away from its 
principal focus on basic re- 
search 


Moreover, the bill codifies 
the president's recent execu- 
tive order lifting the four- 
year-old federal ban on fetal 


tissue transplants. The new 
law would allow such proce- 
dures on feta) tissue from 
elective abortions. Bartlett, 
who opposes abortion except 
in cases of rape and incest, 
or to save the life of the 
mother, believes existing 
sources of fetal tissue (from 
miscarriages) may be ade- 
quate to support current 
medical research needs. “! 
have not yet heard a persua- 
sive argument from the 
medical community that 
fetal tissue research is hin- 
dered under existing law,” he 
said

Background Scripture: 

Philippians 1 
Devotional Reading: 

2 Corinthians 5 1 15 

Usually. 1 find that when 
someone asks mo to “be realis- 
tic,” they are asking me to see 
things their way All of us tend 
tothink that reality 1s what we 
sec But what we “see” may 
have lesstodo with reality than 
the way we sce it Like two 
people who were hearing the 
Brahms violin concerto One 
heard it as a masterpiece, the 
other as "so much horsehair 
sliding over catgut ° Who was 
right? Both of them. actually, it 
depends upon your perspective 

Researchers did a large re- 
search project on stress and its 
effectsupon us Using responses 
from a large number of people. 
they devised a stress scale of 
expenencesand the stress they 
caused At the top of the scale 
was “death of a spouse” with 
100 points. at the bottom “mi- 
nor violations of the law” with 
11 points Yet. valuable as this 
sale is in delermining who 3s 
likely to suffer from stress, the 
researchers concluded that 
none of these expenences actu- 
ally caused stress What caused 
the stress was the way people 
interpreted and reacted to 
them 

WHO IS REALISTIC? 

The pioneer researcher in 
stress, Dr Hans Selye. told of 
two brothers he interviewed 
Theor father had been a drunk- 
ardand failure One of the sons 
had followedin his father's foot- 
steps, while the other had be- 
come a very successful citizen 
When Sclye asked each why 
they had turned out as they 
had. both said, “With a father 
like mine, what would you ex- 
pect?" One saw his parentage 
as a reason for fadure and, the 
other for success Which was 
the realist? 

It 1s sometimes said that the 
Apostle Paul was not a very 


realistic man But what that 
really means is that Paul saw 
things differently than others 
He focused on another reality 
For example. the letter to 
Phihppiane--one of his lightest 
and brightest--was written 
while he was @ pnsoner in jail 
Lot sof pooplein his shoes would 
have said, "Woe is me, woe 18 
me?" or its contemporary 
equivalent. To be “realistic* 
about it jails were alot worse in 
those days And Paul's mission, 
which meant so much to him, 
was brought to a grinding halt 
Ils enemies wore in high glee 
andhis followers hadevery rea- 
sontobe discourage: The real- 
istic reaction it couldn't be much 
worse’ 
OBLIVIOUS 

Paul, however, saw things 
differently He was thankful 
for the support he was getting 
fromthe church at Philippi, the 
first church he founded in Eu- 
rope “Ithank my God in all my 
remembranceofyou thankful 
for your partnership in the gos- 
pel from the first day until now” 
(1.3) Yes. but that doesn't 
count, does it? That's not as 
important as his being in jail? 
The answer it all depends upon 
what you think is important 
He didn't deny that he wasina 
jam, but he chose to concen- 
trate onthe positives instead of 
the negatives Theproblem with 
most of us--myself included--1s 
that we are masters at seeing 
and responding tothe negative. 
but are oblivious tothe positive 

Paul sees what others ig- 
nore “I wantyoutoknow that 
what has happened to me has 
really served to advance the 
gospel, so that it has become 
known throughout the whole 
proletarian guard that my 
impnsonment ts for Christ and 
most of the brethren have been 
made confident in the Lord be- 
cause of my imprisonment. and 
are much more bold to speak 
the word of God without fear,” 
(1 12-14) 

It is not an accident that his 
reality is different than others, 
but one of choice "Yes and 1 
shall rejoice ° Just as there is 
always something in life to dis- 
courage us, so there 1s always 
something to rejoice about. if 
we are determined to find it 
That choice. that determina- 
tion of what is andis not realis- 
tic, 1s always ours to make

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State Police 
Using New Tool 
To Detect Drugs 


Maryland State Police in 
the Commercial Vehicle 
Enforcement Division made 
two arrests and seized drugs 
and handguns last week by 
using a high-tech detective 
to search for drugs 


Larry W. Stubblefield, 36, 
of Denver, Colorado, was 
charged with possession of 
marijuana and a handgun 
violation. Consuclo (NMN) 
Gonzales, 46, also of Denver, 
was charged with a handgun 
violation. They were arrested 
after police were alerted to 
the presence of drugs in 
their truck by an ion scan- 
ner. 


"Operation lonscan” em- 
ploys an ion scanner to de- 
tect traces of controlled 
dangerous substances. The 
scanner has been in use 
since last Friday at the State 
Police scale house in New 
Market. State Police use a 
vacuum to remove particles 
from truck log books. The 
particles are then placed in 
an ion scanner which deter- 
mines if drugs are present in 
the particles. 

If the test is positive, 
State Police use a K-9 drug 
dog to scan the truck the log 
book was in If the dog 
alerts, a search of the truck 
is made. 

This process was used in 
last week's arrests. Troopers 
recovered a small bag of 
marijuana from Stubblefield 
and an unidentified white 
powder and pills from Gon- 
zales. Handguns found in 
the truck included loaded 
.357 caliber and .38 caliber 
revolvers and an unleaded 
.22 caliber revolver. 

As of midnight last night, 
443 ion scans had been con- 
ducted with 77 tests positive 
for the presence of drug 
particles. However, not until 
last week were drugs found 
in any of the trucks that 
have been scanned. 

"Operation lonscan" is a 
cooperative drug interdiction 
initiative that also involves 
the U.S. Department of 
Transportation, Delaware 
and Maryland National

Some Tax Payments 
Due Electronically 


Starting In August 

"We have contacted 5,799 
Maryland businesses to tell 
them how to comply with a 
new requirement to make 
some tax payments electron- 
ically,” said State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein. 

Under the newly imple- 
mented law, sales and use 
tax, withholding and 
corporation income tax 
pay ments of $20,000 or more 
must be made by electronic 
funds transfer beginning in 
August, 1993, applicable to 
July, 1993, tax liabilities. 
Businesses who had made 
even one payment of $20,000 
or more for one of those 
taxes in 1992 were mailed 
instructions on how to com- 
ply with the new require- 
ment. 

“Instead of writing and 
forwarding a check to the 
Comptroller of the Treasury, 
businesses will be able to 
transfer funds electronically 
from their bank to the 
state's bank, using automat- 
ed clearing house (ACH) 





debit or ACH credit,” the 
comptroller said. 
"Businesses will save the 
time and cost of generating 
and signing checks and will 
insure that the state receives 
their payments in a timely 
fashion,” Goldstein said. 
Businesses that didn't 
receive the mailing on elec- 
tronic funds transfer or who

Panels Approve 
Tax Hike, Ag 
Spending Cuts 


President Clinton's bud- 
get plan took another step 
forward last week with pas- 
sage of a tax bill by the 
House Ways and Means 
Committee The measure 
passed on a party-line vote 
of 24-14 

The bill contains a ma- 
jor tax increase, including a 
$70 billion energy tax. The 
committee agreed toexempt 
on-farm use of diesel fuel 
and gasoline. but only from 
the oil supplemental por- 
tions of the BTU tax. This 
meansaericulture must still 
pay approximately half of 
the BTU tax that was origi- 
nally recommended. The 
exclusion is paid for by 
eliminating an exemption 
for ethanol 

The committee also 
raised the RTU tax on pe- 
troleum products to 26 8 
cents per milhon BTUs from 
the onginally proposed 25.7 
cents The Ways and Means 
Committee cut a proposed 
increase in the barge tax 
from $1 to 50 cents 

To help pay for an ex- 
emption for commercial 
heating oil, the committee 
added a provision requiring 
indelible dyes to be added to 
chesel fuel 

Grace Ellen Rice. deputy 
director of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation's 
Washington office. said 
Farm Bureau opposes the 
bill. which contains one of 
the largest tax increases 
ever 

“The energy tax will af- 
fect agriculture specifically 
and the economy in gen- 
eral. she said “Even 
though there is an exemp- 
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Plan will cost each farmer $2,500 


A typical farmer will ex- 
perience an income decline of 
approximately $2,500 per year 
under the Clinton admuini- 
stration's plan for higher energy 
tax and adjustments in farm pro- 
gram payments, said Terry 
Francl, American Farm Bureau 
Federation senior economist. 

Francl says energy costs 
for agriculture will increase $992 
million per year, while cash re- 
ceipts will decline more than $700 


million annually. 


The House action to lower 
the BTU tax rate for farm fuel 
use saves only $113 million, 
Francl pointed out. 
changes would reduce the direct 
tax on farin-used diesel and gaso- 
line from $232 million to $119 
million, he said. The 50-cent per 
gallon barge tax will likely cost 
farmers at least $150 million per 
year as a result of the adjust- 
ment in grain and oilseed prices.

Safe Use Of Pesticides 

Most people understand the benefits associated 
with pesticide use But the benefits of pesticides can quickly 
disappear if aceidents occur and injury or environmental 
contamination results To avoid accidents, it's important 
that you “take time for safety” before you use pesticides 

Strawberry Renovation 

You may think at's a little early to be thinking of 
renovating vour strawberry patch But now as the tame to 
start planning and marking your calendar to assure the job 
1s completed 

First of all, vou should only renew a good planting 
Ifthe plants are unhealthy and diseased, you should replace 
the plants Usually the hfe ofia strawberry planting is three 
to four years To renovate a patch. the first thing you do 
immechately after harvest is to mow offthe tops ofthe plants 
one to three inches above the crowns without damaging the 
crowns Allow the tops to dry and then reduce with width of 
rows to 18inches Do this by removing plants on both sides 
of the row with cultivators Throw about 1/2 inch of soil 
around the crowns to stimulate new root development 

Next. thinthe plants in the row. leaving them six to 
eight inches apart: Do not leave too many plants in the field 
A count of six to 12 plants per square foot by September 1s 
fine Irrigate af the weather is dry during renovation 

Iftbroadleaf weeds are aserous problem. apply 1.4D 
amine immeihately alter harvest but before mowing You 
should expect some injury from this treatment. Fertilization 
at renovation is similar to that used m planting year. As a 
“rule ofthumb" apply about 20 Ibs of 10-10-10 per 1.000 sq 
ft To be more accurate a soil test is needed In mid to late 
August. apply two Ibs of actual nitrogen per 1.000 sq ft

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Commissioners Adopt FY94 County 
Budget Of Nearly $23.6. Million 


The Garrett County Com- 
missioners this week an- 
nounced their adoption of a 
$23,579,000 budget for Fiscal 
Year 1994 that provides for 
the county tax rate to re- 
main at $2.24 per $100 for 
the fourth consecutive year. 

The tax rate will remain 
unchanged "despite de- 
creased revenues as a result 
of the state’s financial woes,” 
stated Commissioner Elwood 
L. Groves, who also pointed 
out that the overall county 
budget grew by approximate- 
ly 2.2% over the prior year’s 
adopted budget before state 
cutbacks. 

Education received the 
most significant gain in 
funding of all the county 
departments or agencies, 
with an increase of 

$1,048,000 over last year's 
funding appropriations. The 
education department re- 
ceived a total of $10,207,000 
for the coming school year. 

Groves stated, "The com- 
missioners recognized the 
difficulties of trying to pro- 
vide adequate revenue dur- 
ing inflationary times while 
trying to maintain an afford- 
able tax rate for county 
taxpayers. The board was 
quick to add that they have 
been successful in not having 
to impact the county piggy- 
back tax, which over one- 
third of the other political 
subdivisions have increased 
in their search for new reve- 
nue.” 

Groves reported that the 
adopted budget provides for 
a three percent cost-of-living 
raise for county employees 
and a merit increase for 
those employees based on 
the discretionary recommen- 
dations of the county agency 
or department heads. 

Each commissioner was 
asked what area would have 
received more funding if 
more money were available. 
Commissioner Brenda 
Butscher answered first, 
stating, “My vote would © to 
the county roads depart- 
ment.” 


U.S. Navy Commodores 


Commissioner John Bras- 
key answered that he would 
have provided more money 
for education in the county, 
and Groves stated that he 
thought it was “an overall 
good budget. 

"In a world of unlimited 
resources, we could always 
find more need for money. I 
think we have balanced the 
needs of the agencies with 
the county’s ability to pay.”
